‘PARNELL REPLYING TO LORD 
SALISBURY. 

‘THE IRISH LEADER ADDRESSING LARGE 

CROWDS AT NOTTINGHAM—THE OUT- 
COME OF HOME RULE. 


LonDon, Dec. 17.—Mr. Parnell arrived at 
Nottingham to-day. There wasa great crowd 
at the railway station, and he was greeted 
with mingled groans and cheers. 

He addressed a large meeting this afternoon. 
He declared that there never had been a move- 
ment of such magnitudeto the country which 
Was so comparatively free from crime as the 
Land League movement. The object of the 
home-rule movement was to regenerate Ire- 
land, especially with regard to her industrial 
condition. 

Manutactures might be developed to such an 
®xXtent as to take the strain off the land and 
enable the people to look to other means than 
farming for gaining a living, but the idea was 
not tenable that Ireland could be governed by 
Englana’s promoting her industries. Irishmen 
themselves must promote Irish industries by 
building harbors, clearing out the channels of 


rivers, and reclaiming waste lands—not at the 
expense of the English exchequer, but of the 
Irish exchequer, or, best of all, through the ef- 
forts of local and individual enterprise and 
With private capital. Mr. Balfour’s plan of 
making railways through impoverished dis- 
tricts was a vain expenditure of mouey. i 

Home ruie aimed at national regeneration, 
&@nd this implied the regeneration of the indus- 
tries aud the industrial and commercial spirit 
of the people. If home rule were granted, it 
would not discourage therich people of Eng- 
land from promoting industrial developments, 
bat the money would be judiciousiy and advan- 
tageously employed instead of being wasted, 
&8 Now, (O Mulitain in power a Government of 
fraud and trickery. Expenditure of that sort 
would enable ireland tuxetand to keep her 
head above water and so exercise and deyelop 
the qualities of her people that she would be 
ne longer an exhibition for tne wonder and 
Scorn of the nations of the world. [Cheers.]| 

Briefly referring to the Parnell Commission, 
the speaker said that he believed the Judges’ 
report would not discredit the national move- 
ment. 

Mr. Parnell devoted the speech he made to- 
sey to the Tenants’ League. He said this was 

ef far the greatest and most poweriul peacea- 
ble movement ever organized in Ireland or any 
other country. Although Ireland was tranquil, 
phe was not appeased. She did notsubmit. Ou 
the contrary, the people’s dislike of the Govern- 
ment was tenfold more intense for the experi- 
ences of three years of coercion. But the coun- 
try, though it did not yleld, was tranquil be- 
cause of the faith it had in the assurances of 
Mr. Gladstone that a triumphant Liberal Party 
would soon give it its legitimate freedom. 

Mr. Farnell would not say that it would be 
impossible to govern Ireland by mere cvercion, 
but Balfour’s mixture of coercion and constitu- 
tionaiism would never succeed. Mr. Balfour 
had made several mistakes; among these was 
that he had neglected to provide tor arrears of 
rent and for the restitution of evicted tenants. 
This bad led to the formation of a new agrarian 
movement which would sweep Balfour and his 
pre = away as chalf is swept before the whirl- 
wind. 





If the Government had nothing to be ashamed 
of in its copnection with the /imes, doubtless 
it would gratify curiosity by making known 
the truth about the matter, The country 
wanted to know how far the Government had 
gone in a course so mean and so thoroughly 
contrary to the English spirit as to attack men 
from ambush and by the use of euch disrep- 
utabdle instruments. 

He knew the letters were forgeries, but he 
would rather have died than have accepted the 
vindicatiou the Government offerea him. The 
Parnell Commission, instead of trying the per- 
Bonal indictment, had tried the Irish nation and 
the movements of the Irish party. 

Mr. Parnell declared tuat all the talk about a 
Protestant minority being auimated by a spirit 
of hostility to an Irish Parliamnent and opposing 
it or Catholics oppressing Protestants is falla- 
cious. Hefurtnerdeciared that the modified 
home rule as proposed by Mr, Gladstone is pref- 
erable to Grattan’s scheme, which contained 
several elements of friction.

Advices from the interior state that King 
Mwanga, who was driven from Uganda some 
time ago by a revolt headed by disaffected 
chiefs, has succeeded in reconquering his king-

UNEASY CROWNED HEADS. 

BERLIN, Dee. 17.—The Weser-Zeitung of Brem- 
en says that another plot against the Czar has 
been discovered, and that a number of military 
ofticers in St. Peteraburg have been arrested on 
the charge of being concerned in it. 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Advices from Shanghai are 
to the effect that several high officials are im- 
plicated ina futile attempt to assassinate the 
King of Corea, who is reported as desiring to 
abdicate in favor of Prince Min-Yong-Gyik, and 
pave been exiled to Hong-Kong. 





EUROPE’S LABOR TROUBLES.

FULL TEXT OF THE DOCUMENT AS 
WRITTEN BY HIMSELF, 


MISSISSIPPI City, Dee. 17,—The will of the late 
Jefferson Davis was filed for probate to-day in 
the Clerk’s office of Harrison County. Follow- 
ing is a copy of the document: 


“T, Jefferson Davis, of the county of Harrison 
and State of Mississippi, being of sound and dis- 
posing mind, but of such advanced age as to sug- 
gest a near approach of death, do make this my last 
will and testament, written with my own hand and 
signed in the presence of three competent wit- 
nesses. 

* First—I give and bequeath to my wife, Varina 
Davis, all of my personal belongings, including 
library, furniture, correspondence, and the Briar- 
fields plantation, fpraper,) with all its appurte- 
nances, being and situated in the county of War- 
ren, State of Mississippi, and being the same on 
which we lived and toiled together for many years 
from the time of our marriage. 

Second—I give and vegueath to Mary Routh Ellis 
of Philadelphia, Penn., all of my right, title, and 
interest in and to the Elliston plantation, bein 
and sitnated in the parish of Tensas, State o 
Louisiana, the same being the place on which her 
father resided. 

Third—I give and bequeath to Mary Ridgely 
Dorsey, eldest daughter of William H. G. Lorsey 
of Howard County, Stato of Maryland, all of my 
right, title, and interest to the Limerick 
plautation, being and situated in the parish of Ten- 
sas, State of Louisiana, viz.: The interest in and 
to so much of said plantation as was the property 
of the late Mrs. Sarah A. Dorsey, 

Fourth—I give and begueath to my daughter, 
Varina Anne Davis, all the other property, real, 
personal, and mixed, which was inherited by me 
irom Mrs, Sarah A. Dorsey, deceased, and of which 
I may die seized and possessed. 

sifth—To my wife, §Varina Davis, and to my 
daughters, Margaret Davis Hayes and Varina Anne 
Davis, as residuary legatees, I give aud bequeath 
all the property, real, personal, and mixed, of which 
I may die seized and possesse’t and which has not 
been disposed of by the preceding articles, dive 
Sizth—l appoint my tried and true friend, Jacob 
U, Payne of New-Orleans, La, and my son-in-law, 
J. Addison Hayes, Jr.,of Memphis, Tenn., execu- 
tors of this, my last will and testament, they to 
serve without bond and to have immediate seizure 
and possession of all my property contemporane- 
ously with the happening of my death, and to each 
I delegate the power to select and appoint his suc- 
cessor to take effect in the cont ngency of the death 
of either before the affairs of the estate have been 
tinally settled. 

in testimony thereof this will written by my own 
hand is signed on the day and date below written 
and in the presence of Frank Kennedy, R. W. Foster, 
aud A. Evans. LFF HE RSON DAVIs. 
SATURDAY, 20th February. 1886. 

On this Saturday, the 20th day of February, A, D. 
1886. the above named Jefferson Davis signed and 
sealed this instrument and published and delivered 
the same as and for his last will, and we, in his pres- 
ence and at his request and in the presence of each 
other, have hereunto subscribed our names as wit- 
nesses.

EARLY DAYS. 





STUDIES AND TASTES WHICH LED TO HIS 
AFRICAN LIFE. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 17.—Dr. Emanuel Schnitzer, 
an uncle of Emin Pasha, is visitingin Pittsburg, 
and tells an entertaining story of the explorer’s 
boyhood days and earlier history. 

“Emin Pasha is my dead brother’s son,” he 
said, ‘‘and his right name is Edward Schnitzer. 
I knew him from the time he was born in his 
father’s house at Oppeln, near Breslau, Silesia, 
untilhe went to Turkey, where from the very 
first he enjoyed the protection of Ismail Pasha 


and soon gained great influence in the affairs 
of State. He is of Jewish parentage. His 
iather died when Edward was still in swada- 
dling clothes, and his mother then removed to 
Neisse. At fifteen Edward entered college 
there and was considered a very bright boy. 
He was such a diligent student that he carried 
off nearly all the prizes during his term. His 
close application almost cost him his eyesight, 
however, and when he left college his physician 
ordered him to desist from reading and writing 
for atleast @ year. Thus his eyesight became 
somewhat rested. 

* He then visited the universities at Breslau, 
Berlin, and Koenigsburg, studying medicine aud 
paying particular attention to botany. The 
Jatter acience became a hobby with him. From 
its study came the desire to visit strange lands, 
and especially tropical climates, where un- 
known plants and trees were to be found. He 
made the acquaintance of Ismall Pasha while 
the latter was traveling in Germany. After 
Ismail Pasha’s death Emin married his pro- 
tector’s widow, a Grecian woman of great beau- 
ty and talent. 

“The news of his mother’s death, which oe- 
curred & few weeks ago, will be asevere blow 
to my nephew, and it ought to be kept from 
him until he has fully recoverea from the eifects 
of his accident. The poor woman, who never 
ceased to love her son passionately, succumbed 
at last to grief and anxiety over his supposed 
terrible fate in Africa.” 








FOR SENATOR VEST"S SEAT. 





JEFF CHANDLER SAID TO BE READY 
TO CONTEST FOR IT. 


St. Louis, Dec. 17.—A special from Jefferson 
City states that the rumor is being circulated 
there with great persistence that the Hon. 
Jeff Chandler has consented at last to 
enter the field as a candidate in oppo- 
sition to Senator Vest, at the expiration 
of the latter’s termin 1891. It !s claimed that 


Mr. Chandler will enter the field as a protection 
Democrat, and will have a large support trom 
the outset of his canvass. 

The dispatch also states that it has been 


found impossible thus far to trace the 
rumor to its source, and its reliabdili- 
ty is seriously doubted among the more 


astute politicians of the Stute oapital 
Mr. Chandler was a Republican in years 
gone by, and was a candidate for the Attorney 
Generalship in 1874, but latterly has allied 
himself with the Democrats. He will be remem- 
bered as one of the counsel for the defensein the 
Star Route trials. He isat present solicitor for 
the St. Louis, Arkansas and ‘fexas Railway, and 
is regarded as One of the ablest lawyers in the 
Weat, in addition to being a manof unusual elo- 
quence and broad intellect and learning. Tue 
‘SIMES’S correspondent called on Mr. Chandler 
to-night, but he refused to be seen. 








MERIDEN VOTES REPUBLICAN. 
MERIDEN, Conn., Dec. 17.—The Republicans 
wona big victory to-day in the city election. 
They carried everything but City Clerk, and 
are returned to power afterthree years. The 
opposing candidates for Mayor were Benjamin 
Page (Rep.) and State Senator George N. 
Morse, (Dem.) Greater interest was shown in 
the contest than any previous one for many 
years. Both parties worked hard, and Mr. 
Page was victorious by 243 majority. The City 
Clerk, Herman Hess, went through on his pop- 
ularity alone and the opposition to making 
changes in the office. 
The Council will stand 21 Republicans to 9 
Democrats, with 1 sbsentee Kepublican, mak- 
ing the actual vote 20 Republicans to 9 Demo- 
crate. The fight was not apolitical one, but a 
taxpavers’ battle. The Democrats had been in- 
efficient, and intended to raise the taxes for 


next year. This brought out the verdict, which 
is a big surprise. 





A LHOUSAND MINERS STRIKE. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Dec. 17.—About one thou- 
sand coal miners employea by the Rochester 
and Pittsburg Coa] and Iron Company at the 
Walston and Adrian Mines went out on strike 
this morning. 

They demand increased pay for working clay 
veins, & deerease in rent, and the levying by 
the company of an assessment on each miner 
for aie banetst of the Miners’ Relief Committee.

KEELEY STILL PROMISING 


CONSOLING HIS VIOTIMS WITH 
EMPTY WORDS, 

HE ADMITS THAT HIS “GRADUATING” 
WORK IS SADLY BEHIND, BUT CLAIMS 
ULTIMATE SUCCESS FOR HIS “MOTOR.” 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—There was a meeting 
this afternoon at Sheare’s Club Hall, Eighth and 
Walnut streets, of the stockholders of the 
The meeting was 
called to order by Secretary Schellerman, who 
read the by-law governing the company’s meat- 
ings, and stated that 35,079 shares of the stock 
were represented in person or by proxy. 

Mr. Harrison Snyder was nominated for 
Chairman on motion of Charles C. Collier, and 
then Gen. Ballinger at once proceeded to get in 
some very vigorous kicks, claiming that 
the meeting was illegal, as half the 
stockholders were not represented and pro- 
testing against any action belng taken. 
Secretary Schellerman put the motion, 
which was carried, and Mr. Snyder took the 
Chair. He made a few remarks, when he was 
interruptefl by Gen. Ballinger, who asked for 
ap interpretation of the by-law fixing the office 
of the company as the place of meeting. ‘This 
is not the office of the company, and the rules 
say that the meeting shall be held at the office 
of the company,” said Gen. Ballinger. 
Secretary Schellerman and J. Joseph Murphy 
at length succeeded in convincing the stook- 
holders present that the meeting was perfectly 
legal, and the business proceeded. The report 
of the Boara of Directors was called for, but 
there appeared to be no one ready to 
present it, and many present wondered if 
there was one to present. Secretary Schneller- 
man then read a lengthy repors from Mr. Keely, 
which began by giving a brief history of the 
litigation between himself and Beunett C. Wil- 


son. Referring to the action of the court in im- 
prisoning him for contempt, Mr. Keely, in his 
report, said: 

* This 18 not the time or occasion, nor perhaps am 
I the proper person, to review the litigation or pre- 
sent it in its proper light before you and the public. 
It 1s sufficient to say now that when the facts at- 
tending such liugation are properly presented to the 
public, as they certainiy will be, it will stand outin 
vold relief as the most flagrant travesty on justice 
in the history of our time, and my committal to 
prison was as cruel an act as could be perpetrated 
in the name of justice,” 

Mr. Keely then entered into a long dis- 
cussion of the difficulties in which he had 
been involved with the Boara of Directors 
during the year 1888 and passea on to the 
condition of his work at the present time. He 
said that while the work of graduating or 
**adjusting” his provisional engine had not 
progressed so rapidly as he had expected, yet 
no serious obstacles had presented themselves, 
and there were none affecting the principle or 
“essence” of his work. 

“The Board of Directors of the company,’ 
continued Mr. Keely, ‘thas witnessed the op- 
eration of my provisional engine, while I have 
been engaged in its graduation, and many of 
its number have no doubts as to the success 
of the engine. While I cannot name a time 
within which the graduation of my pro- 
visional engine will be completed, I 
can Bay thatit cannot be a protracted period, 
and when such graduation is finished, an en- 
gine, one or more, of the special size or form 
best adapted for commercial purposes, will at 
once be ordered, and the building of them will 
me merely a matter of mechanical skill.” 

Atthe conclusion of the readiug of Mr. Kee- 
ly’s report a Board of Directors was nominated 
in accordance with Mr. Keely’s recommenda- 
tion, three being New-York gentlemen and the 
other four residents of this State, as follows: 
Henry C. Howells, Joseph Annin, and A. R 
Eddy of New-York; Harrison Snyder, Lancas- 
ter; Tbomas Edward, H, Graham, and Richard 
M, Popham,

HE DOES NOT FEAR THE REVOLT IN 
THE OHIO DEMOCRACY. 


CoLumMBUs, Ohio, Dec. 17.—The Hon. Calvin 
S. Brice arrived in Columbus to-day, and during 
the afternoon has beeu in consultation with nu- 
merous political and personal friends. Hereto- 
fore Mr. Brice has said but little as to his van- 
didacy for the Senate, further than to indicate 
that, so far as he was able to judge, 
his chances were good. The inauguration 
of a movement hostile to his candidacy 
at Cleveland by afaction in his own party has 
somewhat aroused him, and that he does not 


propose to be thrust aside by this fragment of 
the party may be judged by the vigorous lan- 
guage used in referring to the movement. In 
an interview to-night Mr. Brice says: 

“That opposition which has taken form, as 
announced in the papers, comes froma small 
minority of the Cuyahoga Democracy, from 
men who are excrescences of the party there, 
hangers-on at a Reform Club, followers of Virgil 
P. Cline. Tnree-fourths of the Democracy of 
the State is for me, and I have been assured by 
leading men of the party that they do not look 
with any favorupon the vicious attack of the 
Chairman of the National Executive Commit- 
tee. Ihave no fear whatever of a possible af- 
fecting of the men that I must look to for my 
election. Irealize that other candidates have 
their friends, and that they might naturally 
combine to attack me merely because [ am 
their strongest opponent, bat I am not dis- 
turbed.” 








ANOTHER VICTIM OF THE WIRES. 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Deo, 17.—This morning Robert 
S. Dalton, employed by the Lake Shore Rail- 
road, went to the top of the train shed to meas- 
urea skylight for repairs. He was missed a 
couple of hours afterward, and the foreman 
climbed to the roof to investigate. He was hor- 
rified at seeing the body of Dalton lying on his 
back across two electric light wires and the 
smoke curling up from his burning clothing and 
flesh. Seeing that Dalton was dead, he de- 
scended to the freight office and telephoned to 


have the current shut off, so that the body could 
be removed. 

It is surmised thatin walking on the roof he 
slipped, and in endeavoring to catch himseif 
backed up against one of the wires, over which 
he fell, his shoulders striking on the other wire, 
while his baek just at the base of the spine rest- 
ed over the wire where he first fell. is cloth- 
ing was wet from rain and made an excellent 
conductor, and receiving, as he did, the com- 
bined force of the ourrent from two wires, his 
death must have been instantaneous, 

Dalton was a sober, industrious man, aged 
forty, living in Elkbart, Ind., where he had a 
wife and child. His body was sent there this 
afternoon.

She kept her handkerchief 
to her eyes and wept while her tall husband 


whispered through the wire screen such words 
of comfort and consolation as he could com- 


manc. 

O’Sullivan’s sister paid the young man a 
visit, and she wept quite as bitterly as Mrs. 
Coughlin over her brother’s fate. She was ac- 
companied by her husband.

THE OOAOHES ARE GONE. 


BOSTON STREETS WILL SEE THE OMNI- 
BUSES NO MORE. 


Boston, Dec. 17.—No ’busses have been seen 
on Boston streets to-day for the first time in 
more than twenty years. The old Citizens’ 
Line of Coaches is no more. The rattletebang 
of the great wheels will no longer vie with tho 
bells of the street cars of the city in warning 
pedestrians of the approach of the conveyance. 
Their sudden withdrawal of course caused con- 
siderable inconvenience to those who have been 
accustomed to depend upon them for trans- 
portation, and it was the common supposition 


early in the morning that the drivers for the 

company were on a strike or that the West End 

Ratlway Company had bought out its rival. 

‘rhe latter supposition proved to be correct. 

Proprietor J. H. Hathorne thus explained the 

disappearance of the omnibuses: ‘The horses, 

about 140 of them, have been sold to the West 
End Street Railway Company. My son, who has 
been wy assistant for some time, has been nego- 

tiating what sales have been made.”’ 

“ How long have you been bargaining for the 

sale of the property?” was asked. ‘ The first 
conversation was beld last Saturday, I believe, 

and the West End Company offered figures that 
were quite satisfactory, and took the horses 
away this morning.” 

‘*Had the men in your employ been expecting 
this?’ “I presume not. e have kept our 
counsel. Last night we left orders to tell them 
they need not show up this morning. I presume 
that was the first bint of what was coming.” 

*“* How do they feel about it?” ‘I don’t know, 
I’m sure. I lett the stables early last night and 
have not had time to go there since, so I have 
seen none of them; but there has been no 
trouble. In all, I had between sixty and eighty 
meninr myemploy. Of these about thirty were 
drivers. I presume they will try to get employ- 
meut with the West End Street Railway Com- 
pany. Thatcompany has kindly consented to 
take my hostlers, about twenty of them, to take 
care of the horses. 

“T shall hold the ’busses and sleighs until a 
purchaser comes along. The real estate con- 
sists of 23,000 feet of land, 18,000 of which is 
occupied by stables. This part ot the property 
I shall try to rent or sell. he stables have a 
capacity for 275 horses. Coaches have been 
running in Boston for fifty-six years. The first 
one in use was named in honor of Gov. Brouns, 
It was drawn by four horses and was capable 
of seating twenty-five or more persous. BKenja- 
min Marshall Nevers was the owner, and he 
ran the coach from the Norfolk House to the 
Oid South Church, charging 9 pence for a ride. 
This was the forerunner of Kiug’s famous line.” 
In July, 1846, Hobbs & Prescott started the 
Dock-Square and Canton-Street Line, the 
coaches being drawn by two horses. This line 
was sold to Jaeob H. Hathorne, who with his 
son have since controlled the property. ‘there 
was also for a considerable period a white line 
from Cambridge to Boston, but the street rail- 
way influence against it was so powerful that 
the business was abandoned a tew years ago.

ITHACA, N. Y., Dec. 17.—Part of the victory is 
won for the Cornell crew when Courtney agrees 
to actascoach.

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THE SCIENCE OF POLITICS 


REPRESENTATIVE BROOKLYN 
CITIZENS TO STUDY IT. 

A SIGNIFICANT MOVEMENT ORGANIZED 
VERY SUCCESSFULLY IN THE BROOK-~- 
LYN INSTITUTE. 


The first meeting of the Brooklyn Institute’s 
“ Department of Political and Economics Sci- 
ence” was held last evening at the Assembly 
Room of the Institute, on Washington-street, 
Brooklyn. The character of the audience indi- 
cated a very general faith on the part of the 
best citizens of Brvoklynin the earnestness of 
purpose which has led to this effort in the 
direction of a practical study of politics and 
economics with a view to elevating the charac- 
ter of the former’s developmentin city, State, 
and Nation, and bringing outin the most posi- 
tive form the bearings of the latter upon prac- 
tical aftairs, 

Franklin Hooper, Secretary of the institute, 
in calling the meeting to order took occasion to 
speak of the rapid growth of the institution as 
a whole. It had taken in 200 new members in 
the month of November, 400 in December, up to 
the present time, and within a year might hope 
to number inits ranks 10,000 persons devoted 
to various branches of study. He named as pre- 
siding officer for the evening Prof. Richmond 
M. Smith, and the selection was ratified by a 
unanimous vote. Prof. Robert Foster then 
took the floor and explained the object of the 
beginning of a department for the study of po- 
litical and economic science. He enaed by 
reading alist of by-laws, which were accepted 
without opposition, and the Chair appointed a 
committee to nominate permanent officers. 
While this committee was in conference, the 
Rev. A. J. ©. Behrends, D. D., of the Central 
Congregational Church, was introduced as the 


first speaker. He said he had a profound per- 
sonal interest in the branch of atuny which this 
pt ge or ag proposed to take up. He was satis- 
tied that its scope was broader and that its 
purposes could not fail to appeal to a larger 
number of persons than those of any 
other division of tne institute’s work, or of 
all the others ut together. The ques- 
tion that was all the time coming up 
between men of equal intelligence and equal 
integrity on this matter of political science 
related to the limitations which it was wise 
for zood government to place on itself. Police- 
men, in dealing with boys, had to remember 
What boys are. He had known men of the 
greatest wisdom on other points who were ail 
the while mistaking youthful vivacity for 
wickedness. Wise government would know 
when to take its hands off the people. There 
never was an age or a country in which 
conditions were so favorable to tne develop- 
ment of individuality as those of this age 
and of America. Because this was true it was 
the more necessary to bear in mind that the 
final.basis of every act of goverament must lie 
in the rational consent of the governed. This 
wasa point on which Dr. Behrends ditfered 
from his friends the Prohibitiontsts. He would 
like to get rid, he said, of the evils of intemper- 
ance and of the saloons. But be did not claim 
any right to dicta’‘e to his fellow-man what he 
should eat or drink, or to influence him tn any 
other way than by example. ‘ We have before 
us,” he continued, “two alternatives: either 
the gradual elimination of bad laws 
trom the statute bvoks or reform by 
revolution. The first is the English 
method, the second is the French. But it must 
be borue in mind in all progress that the inter- 
ests of man as iman are paramount. When our 
courts decide, as they have in the case of the 
eleciric lighting companies, that the vested 
rights of capital must be subordinate to the 
safety of the Commonwealth, they are giving 
out not merely sound law, but excellent com- 
mon sense. One man’s life is of more impor- 
tance than the real estate of a whole city. Be- 
cause all these problems need to be studied, I 
hall with gratitude the estadlishment of this 
department of the Brooklyn Institute.” 

The Committee on Organization reported the 
following list of officers: President—Richmond 
M. Smith; Vice Presidents—S. V. White, Joseph 
C. Hendrix; Secretary—Frank J. Guoodnow; 
Treasurer—Charles Claghorno. They were unan- 
imously elected. 

In taking his seat Prof. Smith saia that the 
work of the department would be strictly non- 
partisan. The exact sciences had little bearing 
on human conduct. On tho other hand,it might 
be said that the discussion of silver, of national 
banking, of legal tender, and of similar 





questions had a direct correlation witn 
individual as well as national hovesty. This 
department was likely to begin by 


studying the great problem of municipal taxa- 
tion, and in doing so it would avail itself of all 
the material within ita reach. RK. R. Bowker 
had suggested this topic, and Mayor Chapin had 
promised to lay open the books of the city de- 
partments and help the members of the insti- 
tute to discover just how the taxes were collect 
ed and just how los & were spent. Prof. Hooper 
had also suggested the topic of street pavements. 
That, too, would come up later. ’ ln such sub- 
jects every good citizen was deeply interested, 
and an honest, impartial investigation could 
not fail to prove of more than local significance, 

The Rev. Lyman Abbott, D. D., of Plymouth 
Church was the next speaker. ‘ All thought- 
ful Americans,” he began, “must stand ap- 
pallea and catch their breath at the thought of 
those perils which this Republio has to meet, 
We wust either make a magnificent success or 
a complete failure. Here is a Nation made up 
of black men, red men, yellow men, white men 
Roman Catholics, Pretestants, pagans, and 
atheists, wise and unwise, rich and poor, 
which must settle the question still unsettled 
in all the past experience of the world—wheth- 
er a popular form of government can be made 
sauccesstuL We must study and find out all the 
laws of government and the basis upon which 
they rest, or we shall makea gigantic failure, 
The answer to our questions cannot come from 
universal suffrage alone, Thore must be brain 
as well as brawn in the body politic, and the 
brain must exercise its proper functions. The 
workingman has a grievance. He cannot form- 
ulate it or tind wise means for removing 
it. The street-car driver, working a dozen 
hours a day, does not know the nature of the 
forces that are really oppressing him. The sew- 
ing woman earning by steady work 25 cents a 
day, the poor gir! forced to choose between sui- 
cide of the body and suicide of the soul, is 
equally in the dark. Intelligence must solve 
these problems, and brain and brawn in the 
body politic must ever be united by the sympa- 
thetic chord of unselfish service.” 

Ex-Corporation Counsel John A. Taylor was 
the last speaker. He said that there was too 
littie real education of the voter in arguments 
from the stump in political campaigns, and 
that it was time for intelligent young men to 
make themselves felt in municipal and State 
Legislatures.

“TARIFF OCATEOHISM.” 





UNPAID POLITICAL DEBT OF THE 
REPUBLICAN PARTY. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 17.—John H. Stevenson is a 
well-known patent attorney of this city and an 
enthusiastic apostle of the protective tariff. 
During the Harrison campaign he devoted his 
spare time daily for several months to the 
writing of a “Tariff Catechism,” which gave a 
history of the revenue laws and purported to 
show the benefits arising from increased duties 
and the evil effects of decreased rates under the 
several acts of Congress. The idea was to give 
the reader an intelligent grasp of the tariff 
question from a Republican standpoint in a few 
words, 

Mr. Stevenson had the catechism copyrighted 
and then sent it outfor inspection. Levi P. 

Morton read it ‘‘with interest,’ and recom- 
mended that it be submitted to the Republican 


National Committee for circulation. United 
States Senator Spooner said that he considered 
it a ** valuable” paper, and such men as United 
States Senator Ingalls, Congressmen W. VD. 
Kelley, Thomas M. Bayne, and John Dalzell of 
this State, Gen. Nathan Goff of West Virginia, 
and ex-Chief Justice Daniel Agnew of Pennsy!l- 
vania wrote commendatory letters to Mr. Ste- 
venson. Finally Col. W. W. Dudley, Treasurer 
and Acting Secretary of the National Commit- 
tee, asked for permission to use the catechism. 
This was early in October. Election being near 
at hand Mr. Stevenson didn’t stop to negotiate 
about compensation, although friends told him 
the pamphlet was worth $10,000 as a campaign 
document. 

col. Dudley afterward wrote him that the 
committee had had the catechism published in 
the papers throughout “ New-York and ail the 
doubtful Eastern States.” It was also printed 
in pamphlet form and millions of copies distrib- 
uted in West Virginia, New-York, New-Jersey, 
Connecticut, Delaware, and Indiana. 

The election over and the battle won by the 
Republicans, Mr. Stevenson, who had circulated 
many copies of the catechism himself apd sup- 
piemented it with protection speeches from the 
—— began to wonder where bis reward 
would come from. He had heard of the $100,- 
000 sent to New-York by the Pitts- 
burg iron manufacturers just before election 
and of the liberality with which speakers had 
been paid, and had no doubt he would be re- 
membered. On Dec. 12 he received a reso- 
lution trom the National Commitiee thanking 
him for his “ generosity and patriotism” and 
the use of his * especially effective und popu- 
lar’? document. his was not quite as sub- 
stantial recognition as Mr. Stevenson had 
looked for, and he entered into correspondence 
with Col, Dudiey. His letters brought evasive 
replies, accompanied with suggestions that the 
committee found mure claims coming in than 
** poodle” to meet ther. 

Meanwhile Mr. Stevenson conceived an am- 
bition for the United States Consulship at Man- 
cheater, England, and to that end secured nu- 
merous signatures to his application, over nalf 
a hundred members of the Pennsylvania Legis- 
lature going upon the petition. This was filed 
with the Department of State, and Mr. Steven- 
son hasn’t heard from it since. Neither has he 
secured any satisfaction from the National 
Committee, and he will go to Washington in a 
few days to confer personally with Seuator 
Quay, Col. Dudley, and other managers of the 
protection campaign with aview to securing 
ee of his claim for the “tariff cate- 
chism. 


FRANKLIN B. GOWEN BULIED. 


A VERY SIMPLE FUNERAL, ATTENDED 
ONLY BY INTIMATE FRIENDS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—The body of the late 
Franklin B. Gowen, the lawyer and financier, 
whose tragic death in Washington so startled 
the community, was deposited in the grave at 
Ivy Cemetery this morning. As requested py 
the family the funeral was strictly private, 
only the relatives, a few intimate friends of the 
family, and the clergyman being present. 

The simple but impressive funeral service of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church was performed 
at the residence by the Rev. H. C. Hill, rector 
of the church at which Mr. Gowen worshipped 


during the later years of his life. At the con- 
clusion of the services a dozen or more closed 
carriages drove up to the door and received 
those who were to follow the hearse to the 
burial grounds, None of the femaie members 
of the family accompanied the remains to the 
grave, where the ceremony was brief, andina 
light drizzling rain the body was lowered to its 
final resting place. 

Among the few close friends of the family 
atthe house was Postmaster General Jonn 
Wanamaker, who came from Washington last 
evening to attend the funeral. Mr. Wanamaker 
did not accompany the cortége to the cemetery. 
After the services at the house he jeft for the 
city and took the 1:35 train for Washington. 
Befcre the departure of the train Mr. Wana- 
maker was asked as to his opinion regarding 
the death of Mr. Gowen. 

“Well,” said Mr. Wanamaker, “it is hard to 
Say. Mr. Gowen was # great and strong man 
mentally and physically, and when I last saw 
him a short time ago there was nothing in his 
actions or conversation thut would lead any one 
to believe that he contemplated sucn an act. I 
can only account for it by supposing a moment- 
ary aberration—a something which at present 
is unaccountable, but which may be explained 
60me time.”’ 

**Then you do not believe in the assassination 
theory advanced by some?” 

“No, no. The act was self-committed, no 
doubt, and that is all that can be said of it at 
present.” 

The life policies held by Mr. Gowen were in 
the following vompanies: Equitable, $90,000; 
New-York Life Insurauce, $80,000; New-York 
Mutual, $30,000. 











YALE UNIVERSITY NOTES. 

New-HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 17.—The Fall term 
at Yale will end to-morrow, and the students 
will have a vacation until Jan. 7. The length- 
ening of the recess to nineteen days is in com- 
pensation for the shortening of the ‘'Thanks- 
giving recesa toa single day. The change was 
made last year, and proved very acceptable to 
the students, especiaily to those living in the 
West. 

The surplus remaining in the hands of the 
Treasurer of the Football Association is much 
larger than ever before. It is said to be $5,000. 
It has not yet been decided how this surplus 
shall be disposed of. Many think that the best 
plan would be te reserve a sinall surplus and 
then give a third of the remainder to toe Ath- 
letic Association and the other two-thirds to 
the navy, which especially needs the money.

—TALKING ABOUT JUDGE BREWER— 
REPUBLICANS NOT IN HARMONY. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The President to-day 
sent the following nominations to the Senate:

The appointment of Mr. Jacobus was about 
decided upon last Spring, but it was at the 
same time concluded that Gen. McMahon 
should be permitted to serve out his term, 
which will expire Jan. 13, for the reason that 
he was @ soldier, besides being a good officer, 
and it was considered prudent to avoid provok- 
ing unnecessary hostility in the Grand Army 
by a burried removal of McMahon. 

The frieuds of Jacobus did not entirely like 
the postponement of the nomination any more 
than they approved of the tardiness of the 
President in making the other Custom Houss 
changes, and the Republicans are now com- 
plaining that the President, by shilly-shallying 
over a few offices, has managed to lose whatev- 
er’ possible capital he might have gained by 
making up all the New-York appointments in @ 
bunch and at an early day. 

Now that Jacobus has been sent in and the 


President appears to be in an office-giving 
mood, the buttalo people hope to secure the ap- 
pointment, through the tnfluence of Repre- 
sentative Farquhar, of either Fred Busch or 
Henry Exstein as Internal Revenus Collector. 
As Representative Baker has been grooming 
Editor Fitch of Rochester for the place, it is 
just as likely as not that the President will 
settle the matter by dodging both Buifaio and 
Rochester and selecting sume man brought in 
by another town. 

Resumption of the attempt to set Major Low 
into the office of Customs Collector at Suspen- 
sion Bridge has been made, and without the 
intervention so far of the Crowley faction tha 

has persistently opposed the appoiniment o 

any anti-Crowley wen. It is reported now that 
Crowley has about decided that bis power bas 
departed, that Harrison has concluded that ha 
can get along without his aid, and that tna 
Administration willdoa great deal better by 
hitching up with the opponents of Crowley 
than it can expect to do by complying with the 
demands of aot lof mon who are raonning a 
minority faction. 

The new Senators from the Northwest had an 
excellent opportunity to-day tolearn now easily 
their fellow-Senators can consume time without 


accomplishing anything. Thisopportunity was 
afforded them in the star chamber sitting, which 
lasted several hours, and in which there was ltt- 
tle else than alot of rambiing speeches about 
the nomination of Judge David J. Brewer to ba 
an Associate Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

No votes wereto be influenced one way or 
the other by the spesch makers, and as the pub- 
lic had beeu driven outof the Chamber and tae 
doors locked, there was nobody but Senators tu 
hearthem. They tovk up so much time, how- 
ever, that action on Judge Brewer’s nomination 
bad to be put off until to-morrow. 

Most of the speeches were made by Senators 
who are disposed to vote against the confirma- 
tion of Judge Brewer, and Mr. Wilson of lowa 
acted as chief spokesman. The Prohibirionists 
of Mr. Wilson's State find a great deal of 
tault with decisions made by Judge Brewer cn 
questious of pronibitery legislation. As a mat: 
ter of course Mr. Wilson was backed up by Pro- 
hibitionist Blair, and also as a maiter of course 
Mr. Blair talked until the Senate was weary 
and one Senator was provoked into the Ttemark 
that it seewed to be “ a tield day for orans,” 

Mr. Colquitt was another who syinpathized 
with the Prohibition opposition, and he wag 
joined by Mr. Reagan, whe tinds Mr. Brown's 
seat much more comfortable than hisownm Mr. 
Jones of Arkansas and his colleague, Mr. Berry, 
also expressed some dislike of the idea of put- 
ting Judge Brewer on the Supreme Court bench, 
but their opposition was on different grounds. 
Two or three of their constituents were once 
convicted before Judge Brewer of using harsh 
language toa colored Man aud received sen- 
tences Which the Senators thought were too 
severe, aod this is said to be the reasou Messrs, 
Jones and Berry object to him now. 

The most serious oriticists passed upon the 
nominee, however, related to bis appointment 
of receivers for the Wabasb system and some 
of the decisions rendered by him upon ques- 
tions of law arising under the administration of 
the receivers. Mr. Plumb was not on hand to 
defeud Judge Brewer, but itis understood that 
his colleague, Mr. Ingalls, and Mr. Edmunds 
both found excuses for the decisions which they 
considered adequate. The fact that Judge 
Gresham had found it advisable to undo 
some of Judge Brewer’s work was made the 
most of against the Kansas Judge, in whose 
behalf it was argued that, while strictly speak- 
ing, Judge Brewer was respousibis tor themics- 
cisions, in reality they were the .opinions of 
Judge Treat. The discussion of the raiiroad 
feature ot Judge Brewer's case ran along ina 
desultory fashion until everybody was tired, 
and then it was agreed to postpone the vote on 
the question of confirmation until to-morrow. 
The triends of Judge Brewer bhuve “ vounted 
nosea,” and they are confident that ten will be 
the jargest number of votes his opponents can 
cast agaiust him.

Senator Platt stirred up a little breeze in the 
Senate to-day, by remarking that, in his opin- 
ion, the Pension Office did not have clerks 


enough to keep up with the current business 
and furnish copies of all the documents asked 
tor by Senators. 

Mr. Cockrell, who is credited with a better 
knowledge} of department methods of work 
than any of his colleagues, promptly took issue 
with Mr. Platt. He declared that the real 
trouble was that there were too many clerks in 
all the departments, The heads of departments, 
he remarked, knew nothing about the work of 
their offices in detail. The clerks ran the de- 
partments and it was the clerks who were col- 
stantly calling for more clerks. There were 
plenty of clerks in tne Pension Office, and ail 
that was needed was the adoption of business 
methods to bring up the great mass of cases in 
arrears and to keep up with new cases.

be dispensed with.”

A POPULAR REPUBLICAN. 
Mr. Jacobus is one of the most popular Re- 
putlicans in the city of Now-York. He has 
always bean regarded as one of the wheol 


horses of the party, but his efforts have never 
been approciated by a State or National Admin- 
istration until the present time. Whenever 
there was a forlorn hove Mr. Jacobus was in- 
vited to jump into the breach, which he in- 
variably did, always with considerable loss to 
his prestige and his hank account, but never to 
his reputation. Three years ago he afforded the 
people of New-York the spectacie of seeing the 
most unseltish Martyr on the Republican ticket. 
He went into the fight without ihe slightest ex- 
pectation of Winning, but merely, as he put it, 
‘“onaccount of bis iufluence, popalarity, and 
the amount of money that the party believed 
he ovuid raise.” It is needless to say that in 
every respect he fulfilled the expectations of 
his friends and his party. 

Although Mr. Jacobug has been chosen for 
this office of Marshal, bis selection meaus dis- 
eppointinsnt to an honored and war-scarred 
veteran of the Republican Party, Gen. Henry 
A. Barnum. Thia distinguished officer, who 
went to the front as a Captain in the Forty- 
ninth New-York State Militia, which was com- 
manded by Gen. Henry Warner Siocum, re- 
ceived avwound at the battle of Malvern Hill, 
which bas béen a source of constant trouble to 
him. But the argument against Gen. Barnum’s 
appointment has been that hejives in the Twen- 
ty-tirst Assembly District, which has already 
been favored with the setection of the Vive 
President of the United states, the Collector 
and Surveyor of the Port, the Judge to the in- 
ternational Court of Egypt, and the United 
States District Attorney. 

It it had not been for this condition of affairs, 
Gen. Barnum ro doubt would have been ap- 
pointed Marshal. Three times within the last 
year Gen. Barnum has been at the point of 
death in consequence of the wound he reveived 
hearly twenty-eight years ago, and 1t was only 
Bix W@eKS aco that his surgeon discovered In the 
wound an old cavity, Which had healed over 
and would have carried him off had 1t not been 
detected.

DATE If WITH THE NAVY. 


Cnarieston, & ©., Dec. 17.—The action of 
the Boards of Trades and Chambers of Coim- 
merce in thea Northwest and along ihe Atlantic 
seaboard, relative to the proposed atrengtben- 
ing of the naval establishments through the 
measures now before Congress, has been fol- 
lowed by the strong support of the Chamber of 
Commerce in this city.

A ROAD’'S OPERATION 

Drs Mornxes, Iowa, Dee. 17.—The United 
States Court at @ revent session at Council 
Bluffs ordered the track of the Clarinda and Bt. 
Louis Railroad, a line sixteen miles long, run- 
ning from Clarinda tu Ruseberry, Mo., to be 
torn up and tho operation of the road to bo dis- 
continued. It was running behind and thore 
was no prospect that its operations would 
ever revch a paying basi. ‘Lhe order 
was made at the request of the bondholders. 
Clarinda, which had paid « subsidy of $90,000 
to secure the road, resisted its abandonment 
aud applied to the Iowa Railroad Coimmis- 
sion to prevent acompliance with the order of 
the Federal Court. The case has been heard, 
but the Commissiqners have not reached a ce- 
cision. 

Yesterday Gov. Larrabee received aletter from 
the attorney of the town of Clarinda staiing 
that the work of tearing up the road would 
begin to-morrow, and that the people of 
Clarinda were very much excited aboutit. The 
attorney urged the Governor to hasten tbe de- 
cision of the Commissioners, evidently taking it 
for granted tbat their decision will be against 
that of the Federal Court. The Governor turned 
the communication over to the Comunissioners, 
who wrote the recéiver asking that the work 
of removing. the track be postponed for a few 
days to awalt their action.

71HE OPINION OF ATTORNEY 
GENERAL CLAPP. 

HE SAYS THE MINNEAPOLIS AND ST. 
CLOUD ROAD HAS NO GROUND 
FOR COMPLAINT. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Dee. 17.—In the matter of 


the application filed with him recently for leave 
to file information in the matter of quo war 


ranto proceedings against the Great Northern | 


Railway, Attorney General Clapp to-day de- 
cided adversely to the application. His opin- 
ion, after citing the pointsin complaint, which 
have aiready been published, says: “It appears 
that the Minneapolis and St. Cloud Railway 
Company, whore franchises the Great Northern 
is charged wilh usurping, was incorporated 
prior to the adoption of the State Constitutivn; 
that whatever muy be said of the act of 1865, 
the company exists, and is in possession of the 
rights cougerred by the act of the Territorial 
Legislature, independent of the act of 1865; 
thet it changed its name, as provided by the act 
of 1869, and while fully mindful of the lmpor- 
tanee of the matter under consideration, it 
would be Useless to institute proceedings 
based upon the claim of unlawful assumption 
of corporace tranchises upon these facta, 

“Tt has been urged, however, that the ecom- 
pany now proposes to issue $40,000,000 of 
stock when by its original act of incorporation 
it was only authorized to issue $30,000,000, 
and thatindependent of its right to increase 
its capital stock 1t should be required to pay 
into the State ‘Treasury the fee provided by tue 
act of the Leuislature of 1869, to be paid upon 
a corporation amending its articles providing 
for an increase of capital stock. ‘be State 
should carefully guard against any violation 
of its revenue laws, and in every caaé of doubt 
sbould insist upon the protection of its reve- 
nuea by an appeal) to thecourts, Itis true thai the 
company by a circular letter claims the right 
to issue siovk to the amount of $40,000,000. 
And itis urged that said circular contemplates 
uD ultimate issue of that amount, although the 
cowpany insists that the reference to $40,000,- 
O60 1s rather in the nature of a restriction. The 
company Claims the right, I understand, to is- 
sue additional stock under a general act ot the 
last Legislature. It would be of no advantage 
at this time to consider, either, what it cohtem- 
plated in this particular by the cireular or the 
legal mght of the compeny to issue such stock. 

“These questions will have to be disposed of 
only in the event of an attempted issue of such 
additional stock. An examination of the tacts 
disclose that the company under the olu name 
of the Minneapolis and St. Cloud Railway is- 
sued stock, of which $500,000 is outstanding; 
that under the pew name it bas issued only 
$20,000,000, while $5,000,000 has been issued 
on account of the Minnesota Eastern. It will 
be seen, therefore, that taking into account the 
$5,000,000 issued on account of the 
Minnesota Eastern, there 18s altogether 
less than $26,000,000 issued under a charter 
which authorized an issue of $80,000,0U0. 
In all matters touching the revenues of the 
State Where any doubt has existed we have al- 
ways resolved such doubt in favor of the &tute, 
leaving the determinatiou thoreof to the courts; 
but as this matter stands at the present time 
there is no foundation whatever for the claim. 
It plainly appears that no grounds exist for filing 
any information, and the present claim, that the 
company bas issued stock in excess of the 
Amount authorized by its charter, is un- 
tounded.” 


THE COMPLAINT DISMISSED. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Tho decision of tho 
Inter-State Commerce Comwmission in the case 
of Frederick A. White against the Miehigan 
Central Railroad Company and the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern Railway Company was 
anoounced to-day. The opinion was written by 
Coimmmissioner Veazey. Elevators for the re- 
ceipt and storage of wheat are situated on the 
line of the Michigan Central at Buchanan aud 
Dayton, Mich, and on the line of the Lake 
Shore at Pisinvwell, Mich, and New-Carlisls, 
Ind. For the past five yeurs complainant 
has delivered different loads of wheat 
to these elevators. The complaint charges 
that the custom of these companies to deduct 
from five to ten pounds of wheat por load trow 
ibe true weigat is legal. The companies do 
not deal with farmers in storing the wheat. 
The buyer or shipper gives the farmer a ticket 
or order to the raiiroad company to receive the 
wheat; ou delivery the railroad company gives 
tho farmer # receipt for the wetgnt, ana the 
farmer then takes his ticket and receipt te the 
buyer and gets lis pay. The vompanies insist 
on their rigit to wake the deductions in order 
to cover shrinkage In weight while the whert is 
sicved in the elevator and waste in handling. 

‘ complaint failed to charge that the wheat 

delivered for inter-State transportation. 

Sun the hearing the respondents moved to 
(.-iuis8 the complaint ror insulficiency, and the 
Case Was submitted on these motious, but the 
complailant had, previous to the hearing, filed 
some depositions, and this evidence was exum- 
inew by the commission with @ view of seeing 
what light it througn upon the general claim of 
ualawiul practice and upon the duty of the com- 
nission to proceed against the companies on 
its own motion. The commission holds that the 
complaint Was insuflicient in substance to show 
Vidlution of the act to regulate commerce, and 
that the respondents are entitled to have it 
dismissed, but that the dismissal should be 
Without prejudice to the institution of another 
proceeding. The averment in the eomplaint 
that the railroad companies were inter-state 
common carriers, does bot warrantthe inference 
that wheat delivered at their elevators was for 
inter-State commerce.

VIRGINIA’S OOLORED VOTERS. 


—- 


THEY WANT A NATIONAL ELECTION LAW 
AND SOME OF THE SURPLUS. 


RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 17.—A conference of 
leading colored mén of the State was held here 
to-night to memorialize Congress tO pass a na- 
tional election law and to make an appropria- 
tion for Iocating the colored people on lands 
of the West. About 125 leaders were 
present, including the colored members 
of the Virginia Legislature, A. W. Harris of 
Dinwiddie, T. C. Corrigan of Newport News, 
Col. Joseph T. Wilson, editor of the Indusirial 
Day, and W. W. Evans, editor of the Virginix 
Lancet of Petersburg. 

The resolutions adopted referring to the Pres- 
idential election of 1888 and the last State elec- 
tion say aay were characterized by fraud, rein- 
forced by wholesale distrauchisement of colored 
men and denial to them of the right of suf- 
frage guaranteed by the United States Con- 
stitution, This consisted in striking the 
bona tide colured fepublican voters’ 
nawes from the registration, posting 
live men as being dead, intimidating py threats, 
wud discharging trom work colored men who 
desired to vote the Republican ticket; ob- 
structing colored men by uunecessary chal- 
lenging. The public schools and churolies, they 
say, Were made the vehicles tor the dissemina- 
tlon of Democratic doctrines by indirectly 
coercing teachers into votiug the Democratic 
ticket or remaining away from the polls. The 
resolutions conclude: 

“We cali upon the fifty-first Congress to enact 
some legislation for the remedying of these evils. 
We heartily recommend the passage of @ national 
registration and election law and an appropriation 
sullicient to allow to every colored person who 
so desires free transportation to the lands in 
the West. We discouutenance African emigration 
and recommend that every Afro-Amorican remain 
in this land of his birth. the home of his adoptiou. 
Weindorse the lair Educational bill, when sur- 
rounded by the prover safeguards, as the most 
potent measure for the solving of the most momen- 


tous problems which agitate this section of thé 
country.”

IN BROOKLYN. 


PART OF THE ADELPHI ACADEMY IN 
ST. JAMES-PLACE BURNED. 


Janitor Ewing of the Adeiphi Academy, at St. 
James-place and Lafayette-avenue, Brooklyn, 
was awakened at midnight by the rush of a vol- 
ume of smoke into his bedroom, and in an 
instant the whole building was filled with it. 

Mr. Ewing aroused his wife and three chil- 
dren, and after getting them out of doors, sent 
outan alarm. The engives soon arrived, and 
Chief Nevins at once sent out a sécond and a 
third alarm. 

The tire was in the old wing, in the centre 
of the St. James-place side, and the flames 
had obtained a strong hold. ‘the smoke was 
sO dense that the tiremen could do very little 
etfective work, aud in half an hour they were 
ordered out of thé building. 

Chief Nevins feared the mansard roof would 
fall, but at 1:30 A. M. it was stillintact. It 
was thought then that the rest of the building 
was safe. 

The burned building is a five-story brick 
structure, erected in 1865, and valued at 
$20,000. The entire academy is worth over 
$150,000. 





JUGIGO BAS GOT TO DIE. 

SING SinG, N. Y¥., Dec. 17.—SJugigo, the Jap- 
ahese sailor who was convicted of the killing 
of Mura Commi, a tellow-countryman and 
sailor,in a James-street lodging house, New- 
York, and sentenced to die in the prison here 
some time during the week beginning Feb. 3, 
was brought up this afternoon by Sheriff Burke. 
Upon arrival at the station here they proceeded 
at once to the prison, where, after Clerk Bab- 
cock had taken the Jap’s pedigree, he was 
taken to the ward In the hospital, where he will 
be kept in solitary continement. 


Jugigo was produced before Judge Brads,

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UNPROTECTED LAKE PORTS 


HOW A BRITISH FLEET MIGHT 
FOROE THE OANALS. 
ENGLAND’S LIGHT DRAUGHT VESSELS 
COULD PLAY HAVOC WITH CHICAGO, 

DETROIT, AND OTHER CITIES. 


Some apprehension has been expressed con- 
cerning the defeuseless condition of the lake 
ports, it being said that Great Britain could, in 
the event of war, senda fleet of no less than 
fifty-six war vessels into the lakes. This fleet 
would, it is said, oarry in the aggregate fully 
200 guns. 

In contrast to this force itis pointed out that 
this country has only one war ship onthe iakes, 
that this vessel—the Michigan—is not able to 
enter Lake Ontario, and that sheis of an old 
and useless type, wholly unfit for any real serv- 
ice in time of war. With the exception of Os- 
wego, Niagara, and a few other ports, it is fur- 
ther shown that the lake ports are entirely 
defenseless, and that, even in the case of those 
piaees provided with forts, the works are aniil- 
quatéed and, in most cases, wholly unprovided 
with guns. 

Though itis doubtful if England has a fieet 
of fifty-six vessels which she can send into the 
lakes, it is acknowledged that the United 
States’ northern ports would be entirely at the 
meroy of any modern armed vessel which 
might succeéd in forcing a passage through the 
Canals. Under the present treaty stipulations 
with Great Britain it 13 necessary for this Gov- 
eriment to give six munths’ notice vefore it in- 
creases the naval force on the lakes over one 
vessel. The revenue cutters at present doing 
duty there sre classed as customs craft. Un- 
less Some syStem of defense is adopted, almost 
any craft able to force the canals and mount 
batteries would serve to capture such lake 
ports as Buifaio, Erie, Cleveland, Toledo, De- 
troit, Milwaukee, and even Chicago, or at any 
ry manage to lay under ransom any of these 
cities. 

it is thought by well-informed observers to be 
more than likely that Great Britain would re- 
sort to arming lake craft with modern ord- 
nanee, rather than attempt to get her gunboats 
through thecanal. The smallest locs is found 
in the Welland Canal. Its dimensions are: 
Length, 150 feet; breadth, 261 feet, and depth 
of Water, 104 feet. In the ease of this lock, 
however, the depth of wateris greater than in 
locks of the other canals. In some of these the 
water is 9 feet deep. 

The lollowing daia give the dimensions of the 
smaller canals leading to the lakes by way of 
the St. Lawrence River. A vessel able to pass 
through these canals can make the upper lakes: 

Lachine Canal, 842 milés long: 5 locks, 2U0 feet 
long, 45 feet broad; depth of water, Y feet. 

Beauharnais Canal, 1144 miles long; nas 9 locks; 
length of locks, 2UU feet; breadth, 45 feet; depth of 
water, 9 feet. 

Cornwall Canal, 1ll+e miles leng; has 7 locks; 
length of locks, 2U0 feet; breadth, 55 feet; depth of 
water, & feet. 

Farran’s Point Canal, % mile long; has 1 lock; 
length of lock, 200 feet; breadth, 45 feet; depth ot 
water, 9 feet, 

Rapide Plat Canal, 4 miles long; has 2 locks: 
leugth of locks, 200 feet; breadtu, 45 feet: depth of 
water, 9 feet, 

Lhe Gallop Canal, 75; miles long; has 3 locks; 
length of locks, 2Uu feet; breadth, 45 feet; depth of 
water, 9 feet. 

Welland Canal, 28 miles long; has 27 locks; leneth 
of locks, 150 feet; breadvh, 2642 fevt; depth of water, 
1044 feet. 

From the above it will be seen that a gun- 
boat Wishing to enter the lakes must not pe 
over 150 feet in length of over 262 feet in 
beam, and must draw not over 9 feet of water. 
ln the matter of length and beam it is hardly 
possibie for a vessel to muke herself smaller 
unless she be a sidewheeler, in which case 
either one or both paddiewheeis might be 
taken off while passing through the canals, It 
is not known, however, that Great Britain 
employs any sidewheel guubvoats that come 
within the desired dimensions. As for depth of 
water it is possible ror a Vessel to lighten her- 
self up a couple of fect, or even three feet, av 
that in classifying vessels of the British Navy 
which are within 150 feet in length and 261 
feetin beam it is possible to consider thoss 
drawing at least 12 féet of water. 

‘The torpedo flotilla, of course, wonld have ho 
difliculty in entering the lakes. When armed 
with turee-pounder rapid-fire guns, such craft 
are formidable against mervhantmen. 

The British naval list of 1886 shows inthe 
unarmored Cruiser class the following war 
vessels either capavle of passing through the 
smilest Welland iock or approaching closely 
to 1ts dimensions. As the length is the length 
over ail, itis possible that a footor two might 
be allowed in excess of the 150 feet. For in- 
Stance: 

Gun vessel Elk is 155 feet in léngth, draws 8 feet 
9 inches, and has a beam of 25 feei. She mounts four 
main battery guns, (one 9V-handredweicht muzzle- 
joading rifle, one 64-pouuder mudzzie-loading ritte, 
and two 20-pounders,) aud two machine guns. 
Speed, 9.25 knots. 

Guu vessel Flirt is 155 feet in length, has a beam 
of 26 feet, and adranght of 9 feet 10 inches. Bat- 
tery consists of one 90-nundredweight muzzle. 
louding rifle, one 64-pounder muzzle-loading rifie, 
two 2U-pounder breech-loading rifles, and two ma- 
chine gttns. Speed, 9.638 krots, 

Gun vessel Frolic, same length and beam as Flirt, 
draught 9 feet 6 Inches, battery same as Flirt. 
speed, 10.70 knots an hour. 

The gun vessel Lily is given witha length of 150 
feet, with a beam of 28 feet Ginclies. The Lily was 
lost of Newfoundland during the past Summer. 

Gun vessei Midge has the saine dimensions as the 
Elk and the same draught, but with a battery con- 
sisting of one 64y-inch muzzie-loading rifle, one 64- 
pound muzzle-loading rifle, two 20-pound breech- 
loading ritles, and two maciiine guns. Speed, 9.25 
knots an hour. 

Gun vessel Ready, same dimensions as Flirt and 
same draught. Her vattery consists of one 7-inch 
muzzle-loading rifle, one 64-pound muzzle-loading 
rifle, two z0-pound breech-loading rifles, and two 
machine guus. Speed, 11.10 knots an hour. 

All of the above-named vessels have two screws. 

Gun_ vessel Rifleman, the same dimensions and 
draught as the Firit. The battery consists of two 90- 
huudreiweight muzzle-loading rifles, two 20- 
pound breech-loading rifles, and two machine guns, 
speed, 10.71 kuots an hour. Has two screws. 

All of the above-named vessels are of modern 
construction and are highly efficient craft of 
their type. Of the old Thistle type of gunboats, 
2 class of vessels built from 1867 to 1873, there 
were twenty-one vessels in 1882. This type is 
155 feetin length, 25 feet wide, and draws 7 
feot ef water, speed 10.3 knots; battery consists 
of one 642-ton gun, one 64-pounder, and two 
20-pounders; las two screws. Since 1882 


many of the Thistlo vessels have been stricken 
ee Oe = list. 

n eré were on the navy list twenty- 
one vessels of the Coquette tee. This ie 125 
feet long by 23 feet 6 inches beam, and a 
draught of 9 feet, speed 8 knots, battery two 
64-pounders, two 20-pounders, single screw. 
These Coquettes were built between 1871 and 
1875. Most of them have disappeared trom the 
navy list. In 1882 there were twenty gun ves- 
eels of the Biazer type, having lengths of 85 
feet and beams of 26 feet 1 inch,draught ot water 
6 feet. The Blazer carried one 18-ton gun and 
were built about 1872. 

There Were also in 1882 four vessels of the 
Tiskler type, having lengths ef 85 feet and a 
beam of 26 feet, With a draught of 6 feet. The 
‘ickler carried one gun in the main battery, 
pane all the Blazers aud Ticklers have disap- 
peared. 

The Staunch, built in 1867, was 79 feet long 
by 25 feet beam and 6 feet draught. She earried 
one 12-ton gun. Since the Staunch was built 
about twenty-five vessels of her type have been 
added to the British Navy. In 1879 an im- 
proved type of the Tickler class was turned 
out, having the following dimensions: Length, 
85 feet; width, 26 feet; mean draught, 6 feet. 
‘These vessels are propelled by twin screws and 
carry one 18-ton gun. The Staunch ves 
sels are fitted to carry a single gun, mounted on 
arising and lowering platform forward, so ar- 
ranged thatthe gun can be lowered into the 
hold when the vessel goes to sea. A good many 
of these improved Staunches are available now 
for service. 

Naval officers are of opinion that Groat 
Britain can, in a pinch, get through the canal 
all of her 155-feet vessels, and if she can do 
this, tosay nothing of the above-enumerated 
smaller vessels, enough has been shown to de- 
macnstrate her ability tosend a lot of vessels 
whieh will bs formidable enough against our 
lake ports and shipping.

THE SECRETARY OF TRE HOMEOPATHIC 


SOCIETY REPLIES TO CRITICISMS. 
T') the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As the communication of E. G. Rankin, M. D., (or 
more fully, Dr. Egbert Guernsey Rankin,) in your 
issue of Dec. 14, 1889, charges disrepute to the 
Homeopathic Medical Society of the County of 
New- York, of which he is a member, permit me in 
my personal capacity, from my knowledge as Sec- 
retary of the society for the past five years, to cor 
rect the mistaken impression which he séeks to 
convey. During these years, reference to our min- 
utes shows, Dr. Rankin has been present at bat one 
meeting—which would surely furnish a slender ex- 
periénce as a basis for the charge of factional con- 
trol. Moreover, our books show that his associate 
in practice, Dr. Egbert Guernsey, has not been 
present at any meeting during that time. 

During these five years 102 members have been 
added, and the average yearly attendance has been 
steadily larger than at any previous time in the 
history of the society by from 3 to 11 per centr, 
There has not been manifested at any time within 
this period disrespect toward any member by the 
society in session or by its officers, but every mem- 
ber has been invited to and accorded equal privi-. 
leges under our constitution anil by-laws. More- 
over, during these five years there has been no con- 
tention in the society, except the present contro- 
versy to settle the question of responsibility for 
the conduct of the Ward’s Island Hospital as a 
homeopthic institution. 

The “ unprofessional” character of the sociaty’s 
proceedings, which Dr. Kankin imputes, should not 

be judged by his standard, inasmuch as he confesses 
that he has retained merely nominal membership 
in order to keep up appearances as a homevpathic 

hysician, and the charge of faction, in which he 

niulges, is simply a misrepresentation of the very 

evident facts that heis of the only faction in the 
society, and that that faction has apsented itself 
from tne society meetings because it is unwilling 
to abide by the will of the overwhelming majority. 

If the suciéty hid been informed by Dr. Rankin 
of hig opinions concerning it, it would no doubs 
have listened courteously, and thon dissipated his 
idea that members of any society can honorably 
antagonize, sub rosa, the organization which they 
have pledged themselves to support in good faith, 
or at least in outward respect.

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GIVE THE AQUEDUCT A TRIAL. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Put the new Croton Aqueduct toa practical testi. 
Use it as a pipe, notasa canal. Submit its whole 
length aown to, say, Shaft 21, near the Harlem 
River, to a pressure of water. Never mind if it 
doés cost something to do this. After al! this re- 
pairing and grouting, for some eighteen months, it 
is desirable to know if the work has been honestly 
and efficiently done before paying the final esti- 
mates in full and before putting the aqneduct into 
use. There is only one way to do this. Place gates 
aud a weir ut the lowerendand pumping capacity 
enough at Croton Lake to till the aqueduct and 
gatehouse full. 

If the work has been evenly well done that pres- 
sure will prove it. ‘he pressure will not jeopardize 
the safety of the aqueduct. The ahlest engineers 
agree on this point. If grouting, &c., has Been sap- 
pressed (as rauwored) on purtions of the work, the 
water will find itout. A head of water is imper- 
sonal, non-political, incorruptible. Moreover, by 
discovering wheres further repairs are needed (if at 
all) great economy may be effected by repairing 
cniy where repairs are needed. 

This test would, moreover, prove that the condnit 
could carry over 40 per cent. more water whenever 
itcould be had, than hitherto supposed. ‘fhis is 
equivalent to 40 per cent. more value in the con- 
duit, which would pay the cost of the proposed 
Quaker Bridge Dam.

A PRESIDENT WITHOUT HONOR 
IN HIS PARTY. 
REPUBLICANS LOOKING UPON HARRI- 
SON’S ELECTION AS SURE TO RE- 

SULT IN DEMOCRATIC SUCCESS. 


WASHINGTON, Deo, 16.—More than two months 
have yet to pass before the Administration of 
President Harrison will be a year old. His 
election was eclebrated just a little more than 
a year ago by a party that rejoiced at tho re- 
covery of a power that it expected to retain 
forever. The reticent man at Indianapolis was 
Bxpeoted to become a grateful, brave, and gen- 
erous liquidator of political obligations, a man 
who would prove a dolightfulcontrast to Hayes 
in bis bold acknowledgment of political obliga- 
tiovs, and a delightful opposite to Garfield in 
his regard for the ‘workers’ who had borne 
the brunt of a hard and rather nasty fignt. 

And now, before the first anniversary of his 
inauguration has arrivad, before he has held his 
first Congressional reception, the melancholy 
fact is palpable that the Administration is 
without a single champion, absolutely destitute 
of defenders, even among the lowliest partisans, 
and that the Congress swarms with Republio- 
ans who atiempt no concealment of their dis- 
appointment, who declare that Harrison’s elec- 
tloa has becn a misfortune to the party, and 
who look for a Democratic victory in 1890, 
followod by a return of the Democrats to power 
in the Presidential election of 1892, 

There does not appear to have been any good 
reason why a man of ordinary tact and liber- 
ality, with the opportunities that a President 
possesses, could not have managed better. A 
broad-minded Presideat, even if he were illib- 
eral to every one not connected with him by 
blood or marriage, could without much trouble 
attach to himself a considerable personal fol- 
lowing. President Harrison, however, has not 
only failed to hold to him the men from his 
own State who were most extravagant in their 
praise of him asa candidate, but he has made 
euemies of nearly all his personal fricuds. 

The resentment telt toward him on personal 
grounds, added to the disuppointment cansed 
by his assertion of what are denominated 
* superior opinions,” is constantly referred to 
aSa@ prime cause of Republican indifference 
and defeat ip the recent elections, and it is 
made the basis of predictions of defeats yet to 
come of much more serious importanes. It has 
ceased to be a novelty to hear the Administra- 
tion of Cleveland referred to by Republicans as 
& modélor energy and brillianey as compared 
With that now in power. Not infrequently that 
sentimentis provoked by conviction. Some- 
times it is born of rage and disappointment. 

The signa of the times were read by a member 
ot the House of Representatives from New- 
Hngiand, who talked, a night or two ago, avout 
the importanes of amending the House rules so 
as 10 assure to the majority the power to ad- 
vance legislation. “I shallfavor a change of 
that sort,” he said, in discussing the probabul- 
ity of a strong report, “with a clear belief that 
the dissatisfaction with the Administration will 
iusupe to the Detmocrats the full eontrol of the 
House in the Fifty-second Congress. it is in- 
evitable, and we Kepublicans must bear in 
mind that tae rules we propose to mak» for a 
Dewiocratic minority must be acceptable to a 
Republican minority. They would be bad rules, 
indeed, that would not work beth ways. What- 
ever We intend to ask the Democrats to tuke 
Wo ought to be wiiling to permit them to pass 
back to us When itcomes to be thsir turn to 
Wait on table.” 

There was conviction in the words as well as 
the tone oi voice of the man. He was perfectiy 
aware that the Administration has been a dis- 
appointwent to its makers, even if it has not 
been a failure—and it would not be putting it 
too strong to say that most of its trieads regard 
it as having failed to enlist the interest or the 
support of the won who did most to create it. 
If the Republican Party leaders were inspired 
by patriotism, instead of an uncontrollable de- 
sire to possess the offices, they would be 
ashamed of tha heartless and profound con- 
tempt witha which thsy refer to their Chief 
Magistrate. 

The terms of reproach loaded upon President 

Cleveland ree bitter enough, as they were 
weak enough, because they did not go to his 
lack of courage or inielligence, and were mostly 
oO; the sort that would occur to the bliackguard 
With a poor Vocabulary. The epithets hurled 
at bis successor are descriptive rather cof his 
traits than his physique; at his cowardice, his 
ingratitude, bis selfish appropriation of Exeou- 
tive gifts to his family, lis transfer of affections 
to mep whose title to recognition was bought 
in tue Fall of 1888, his smaliness and pettish- 
ness of spirit, his biundering encouragement to 
the wrong political cliques, his frigid reserve, 
his apparent unwillingness to make anew friend 
prto keep an old one, and his absoluioe inca- 
“ptreed to formulate or prosecute a distinctive 
policy. 
. it las already become an old joke to hear Re- 
publicans reier to the Administration ot Presi- 
dent Hayes 0s one that was brilliantly success- 
fui as compareu with that of President Harri- 
sou. To illustrate the dissatisfaction that Har- 
rison has brought avout in eight short months 
the electiunea in the States that voted in Novem- 
ber have repeatealy been referred to. More 
enrefui students of political fizures have been 
looking into the returns in 1877 and 1878, and 
they tind that even when Hayes bac been Pres- 
jdeut for nearly two years, and a degree of dis- 
satisiaction, upto that time unparalleled, ex- 
isted. it did not begin to be as deep and univer- 
Bal usit was in Movember last, at the end of 
Hlarrison’s eighth month. There is litule hope- 
julness behiuad the dissatisfaction. In many di- 
rectious one may tind arather boastful dispo- 
rition to pu® the worst possible face upon the 
future. The burdenof the Kepublican song is 
that ‘Thus pad begins and worse reuiains be- 
hiud.” 

Lhe state of thingsin the Empire State is ex- 
tremely bai. When the Administration began, 
tue disposition of Senator Hiscoek to arrogate 
to himself the control of the patronage, under 
the protection of tie wing of ‘‘ Boss” Platt, was 
@ cause of irritation to tbe Republican members 
of the Fiftieth and Fitty-first Congresses. Platt 
600N Came to the conclusion that he coulda not 
have his own way. Hiscock, who had helped 
to get Gen. Batchelier out of the way of polit- 
ical accidents that migut litt Lim into the Gov- 
ernorship by refusing to allow him to go to 
Yurkey—where he should have gone—and by 
making him amere cierk with the empty title 
of Assistant Seeretary of the Treasury, quar- 
veled with Gen. Bateheller, and was allowed to 
ASsime the part of dictatur of the distripution 
of Treasury patronage. 

Gen. Knapp, slated for the office of Naval 
Ollicer, was turned down with as little concern 
as Warner Milier was tramplea upon after hoe 
had fallen “outside the »breastworks.’’ Platt's 
wuan lassett, the cheery Secretary of the Na- 
tional Committee, found that even the humblest 
man may have his ‘pull’ whea he attempted 
to overrule Represeniative Flood ia the matter 
of the appoiutment of the Elinira Postmaster. 
Flood insisted that his brother should be ap- 
pointed. Fassett insisted that iis editor, 
Adams, should have the place. Flood tbhreat- 
ened to resign from Congress, ana so reduce the 
then very meagre Republican majority. Flood 
won the Post Office. It seemed to dé a rather 
unreasonable thing to expect that Knapp, 
smarting under the sting of Harrison's displeas- 
ure, should attempt to win a victory in his 
State under such circumstances, simply for the 
purpose of demonstrating the iinmense popular- 
ity of the Adwinistratiou. 

Tho Representatives in Congress soon learned 
that when Senator Hiscovk was not runuing 
errands for Plait he was building his own 
fences at the expense of the hepresentatives. 
That angered the Representatives, who were 
annoyed to find that the approval of the 
tenator Was necessary to secure decent con- 
sideration for the slixitest request made ih the 
departments, 

A zood deal of talk has been indulged in dur- 
ing the Speakership fight to convey the impres- 
sion that Platt was tho auiber of the plan by 
whieb New-York was able to present a ‘*solid” 
front If examination had been made it is 

probable that very little of Piatt could have 

een found init. The foundation for an agree- 
ment Was laid in the last days of the Spring, 
when Repressutative Belden, at a dinner given 
by him at tha Arlington Hotel, at which nearly 
afl the Republican members were present, sug- 

ested the wisdom and force of an alliance of 

he entire delegation on ihe Speakership, and 
perhaps on other questions, The ‘ perhaps” 
was full of menace for Hiscock. 

That there was not much of Piatt in the 
Speakership alliance, and that there was a 
great deal of anti-Senatorial leeling, as well as 
resistance to Platt, became apparent to careful 
observers of the situation. An incident will 
sufiice to illustrate. Representative Floud was 
in favor of the election of McKinley. He had 
had his row With P.utt und Pleti’s man Fassett, 
and he bad obtained the impression that the 
fiezmonsiration in force for Reed was being 
manipalated by Platt. Whatever Platt was for, 
2 was disposed to be against. He was argued 
with, but was reluctant to yield to the majority 
or even to two-thirds. 

Mr. Belden, with a good deal of sagacity, 
afier assuring fim that Platt had nothing to ao 
witb the alliance for Reed, triduced the other- 
wise solid delegation to consent that Mr. Ficod 
should vote as he saw Lit, without prejudice to 
his relations to the New-York delegation. Flovd 
came in, voted for Reed, became assured that 
the feeling in the delegation toward Hiscock 
avd Platt was not very unlike that he was 
known to entertain, and in the desire to keep 
the delegation together on all important sub- 
ects hé isnot far behind Belden himself in en- 

usiasm. 
= t@ notsayingawild thing to assert tbat 
there are vo. half a dozen iuembers of the New- 
York Republican dolegation whe care whether 
Harrison fiahes or cuts bait for the rest of the 
Prosidential term for which he was elevicd 
with such infinite pains and at guch considor- 
able vost. One thing, however, they are inter- 
a aeee te and determined upen—they will not 
tolerate a Benatortaldictator. They propose to 
obtaty from the President that share of recog- 
nition which they believe custom justifies them 
in expeoting from bis hands, and they will not 
aub:nit to have thelr recommendations revised, 
reversed, ovorturned, es m by @ man 





whom they are too ant to refer to, now, as the 
compromise accident resulting from the collis- 
ion of two heavily-subsidized factions. 

There will be Administration legislation by 
and by, perhaps, upon which the vote may 
prove to be very close. On any proposition of 

hat sort it would be perfectly feasible for nine- 
teen Republican votes to carry or defeata 
measure. Tne President may be confronted 
with the necessity for deciding whether he, 
Hiscock, and Platt are to run the State of New- 
York, or whether they will take into their con- 
sultations the Representatives who now havo 
reason to feel themselves of very little account 
outside of the ring in which fourth-class Post- 
masters are made. 

Turn which way you choose, you hear the 
comments upon the Administration, and the 
ery is of the same disappointed “party sort, 
coming from the men who make tle primary 
movements, who feel a sort of responsibility for 
tickets and policies, and who are disposed to 
assert, if they do not exercise, a share in the 
ealrying out of the policies in which they have 
had a constructing band, 

Take North Carolina, for instance. The Re- 
publican Party in that btate Was organized and 
set upon its feet by men who had to stand a 
good deal of obloquy, ostracism, opposition in 
business as well as in politics, and who have 
alse been obliged to fighta tendency in later 
years of a certain sort of Republicans to keep 
the party smali so as to give every Republican 
an oftica, Mr. Thomas B, Keogh and Mr. James 
Boyd of Greensborough were of the ol( Conk- 
ling sort, aggressive and progressive Repub- 
licans, and they were confronted by such polit- 
leal gamestersa as Col. W. P. Canaday, who has 
been the director of the pernicious Sherman 
crowd in the old North State. The President 
turned from the cld Republicans in awarding 
the spoils. He gave everything to new men 
Who had contributed largely to the expenses of 
the campaign, offering a few inconsequential 
crumbs toa haudful of men who had worked 
night and day to keep the Democratic majority 
down to 13,000 and to elect three Representa- 
tives in Congress. 

The result is that among the old-line Repub- 
licans, the wen who rallied the beginnings of 
the party in the State, the curses upon Harri- 
son are of the loudest, boldest, and most dis- 
tressing character. A man who has an office, 
but who dares little for It, because it was flung 
at him as ous would fling a bolled-out soup 
bone at a cur, told the writer a day or two ago 
that there was pever 8o little Republicanism in 
North Carolina as there is to-day. It was his 
opinion that at the next election the Republic- 
aus would not get @ Represepbtative in Congress, 
even in the black Second District. As for the 
State ticket, he believed that could safely be 
claimed by the Democrats in the next election 
with a majority of 50,000. 

New-Huampshire has been a pretty good State 
for Republicans for Many years, but the major- 
ity has not been) s0 Jarge that anybody would 
think of stirring up party strife and expect to 
maintain the Repuplican domination. Out of a 
total vote of 90,000 1n 1888 Harrison ana the 
party in partnership with the Government had 
about 2,200 majority. Lhe Republican majority 
on Congressman in the two oOistricts was not 
1,500, That was not a very assuring ‘“‘round- 
up,” and it would have suggested very saga- 
cous coddling by a new Administration, 

According to a visiting New-Haimpshire Re- 
pudlican, tne condition of things in that State 
is one of hopeless confusion and dissatisfac- 
tion. ‘If we had held an election in the State 
last month the Democrats would have carned 
it by 5,000 majority. We are all torn up by a 
fight over the patronage, and it looks tu me as if 
the Republicans would inevitably lose the First 
Distriecs in the next Congressional election. 
The Administration isin general estimation a 
melancholy failure, and the lack of interest in 
the President is universal. Cleveland has 
gained more in personal popularity by compari- 
son with Harrison than he could have done by 
feur years of the most vigorous effort in the 
ofiice of President.” 

An almost equally significant voice is heard 
from Colorado. The Republicanism of that 
State was strong enough to give Harrison a 
wajority of 13,000, It was a commercial ma- 
jority, not bought with so much a headfor 
votes, but with assurances that if successful 
Harrison would reverse the silver-lead ore rule 
of the Treasury and compel the importers of 
silver-beariug lead ores to pay duty upon the 
lead mixed with the silver. When the Montana 
election was over, and the occasion for keeping 
promises appeared to have vanished, the old 
ruling, which was probably a good one, Was re- 
asserted, and then the Colorado Republicans 
began to shout indignantly and to talk about 
an Administration of **cowaris,” ‘‘ingrates,”’ 
and ‘liars,’ 

“Thank Heaven,” said an old Republican 
politician from the State, “that there was not 
an ejection in our State in November. If there 
had been one, it would have gone heilwards for 
the Dewocrats, just to give Harrison an oppor- 
tunity to learn what the Colorado Republicans 
think of a Man Who carn 80 soon forget the 
services that have been performed for him by a 
too-confiding party.” 

To give the nameof the author of a story 
told here would be unfair, but the gtory may be 
repeaied to show how thoroughly the President 
is detested in the State. A Seuator was at the 
White House, asking for an appolntment toa 
smail place in Colorado. When he had pre- 
ferred his request to the Prosident, who coolly 
observed him with lack-iustre eyes, Harrison 
remarked: 

“It cannot be done. I desire toname a per- 
sonal friend for that place.” 

Tho Senator was mad. ‘Oh! all right, Mr. 
President. I wish [had been awaro of your in- 
tention before. Will your man come from In- 
dianat Youwll baveto get him from abroaa, 
fori know that if you wait until youtind a 
personal friend in Colorado before you fill the 
place you will never make an appointment,” 

Even in the grest Republican Siate of Kansas. 
that gives about ime game Republican majority 
tu all candidates, and that is disposed to boit 
everything that has a Republican label without 
examining the lot by sample, there is a mel)- 
aucboly readiness to accept the common notion 
that the President is preternaturally mean and 
ungrateful. A New-York Republican, who has 
recently beeu through Kansas, and who has 
found everywhere a@ murmur against the 
nepotism of the President, and a prominence 
altogether undeserved ror Son Russeil and 
Baby Mokee, said that the direction: of affairs 
was 80 bad as to provoke a party worker to 
illustrate with a story. 

‘ Harrison,” said this veteran of many polit- 
ical battles, *‘is a mean fellow. He has treated 
Kansas badly, because he has shown a willing- 
ness to reward the men who did nothing and to 
snub the men who got out the vote, He is 
like the young fellow who went three times a 
week to visit agirl in Lawrence. paying her 
every attention for three years, driving off all 
her male and female friends, only to throw her 
over and marry the girl who lived next door, 
and who had always called him ‘a chump.’ 
Harrison could not get avote ina national 
delegation irom Kansas if it was a foregone 
conclusion that no other Repubditican would ac- 
cept the nomination. Lf the other States want 
him they can take him. I think that Kansas 
will decline to take any more Harrison on its 
plate.” 

These are a few sample growls. The air is 
full of them. They indicate a deplorable dis- 
gxustin the party. The impatience of the Re- 
pablicans to see something of a startling nature 
duvue, to demonstrate the repossession by the 
party of the control of the Government ma- 
chinery and purse have much to do with it. 
But there isa stronger feeling behindthat. It 
is the realization that the man who is held re- 
sponsible is not the man who was deecribed on 
the stump, not the thoroughbred and good fel- 
Jow, nor yet the statesman who was restrained 
by modesty from making promises, 

The belief finds expression that what was 
taken for modesty was deliberate covering by 
silence of just the programme that is being 
carried out, in which family and friends are the 
first consideration and duty to party of com- 
paratively small concern. To disinterested 
outsiders this course micht appear to be ofedit- 
able to the President. But the party workers 
are nut “disinterested outsiders.” If they had 
been so informed in November, 1888, the Re- 
pubiieans of Colorado and Kansas and New- 
Hampshire and other States would not now be 
loading him with curses and epjoying the re. 
porte of Democratic victories, E. G. D.

DR. CHARLES HENRY NICHOLS, 

A life filled with great activity and laborious 
research ended Monday night in the death of 
Dr. Charles Henry Nichols, late Superintendent 
of Bloomingdale Asylum for the Insane, in his 
rooms at the asylum. at the Bouvelard and 
West One Hundred and Seventeenth-street. 
His illness was largely due to hard work abroad 
on the mission to which he was as-signed 
last Summer by the Board of Trustees of the 
asylum to examine the construction and man- 
agement of asylums for the insane on the Con- 
tinent with a view of incorporating in the plans 
of the new asylum which is proposed to be 
built at White Plains the latest appliances and 
conveniences in asylum construction, 

On hig return he was very much run down, and 
gradually failed in health, the first symptom 
being a loss of appetite due.to the eompiica- 
tion of liver and intestine troubles of which he 
finally died. He was confined to his bed two 
weeks ago. 

Dr. Nichols was born at Vassalborough, Ken- 
nebec County, Me,, Oct. 19, 1820. He was the 
only son of Caleb Nichols, who was of old New- 
England stock. After receiving an education at 
the public schools and academy of his birth- 

lace and at the Friends’ Sohool in Providence, 

L, he taught school from his sev- 
entcenth to his twentieth year. He asatud- 
led medicine at the University of 
the City of New-York and was graduated 
at the medical department of the University of 
Pennsylvania in March, 1843. In 1851 he re- 
ceived the honorary degree of Master of Arts 
from Union College, and practiced at Lynn, 
Mass., until 1847, when he became associate 
physician to the New-York State Lunatic Asy- 
lum in Utica, making a specialty of the treat- 
ment of mental diseases and the architecture 
and hygiene of institutions for the insane. 
Early in 1849 he received the appointment of 
physician and superior officer of the Blooming- 

ule Asylum for the Insane, and held that posi- 
tion till June, 1852, when he resigned to study 
and travel. His purpose was changed, how 
ever, in October of the same year by undertak 
ing, at the luvitation of President Filmore, the 
work of establishing a hosptoal for the insane 
of the army and navy andot the District of 
Columbia, which he afterward enlarged three 
times, treated 4,000 patients, and procured the 
extension of the grounds from 195 to 420 aores. 

While in Washington he was a member of tho 
Medical Association of the District ot Colum- 
bia, President of the first Board of School 
Commissioners and of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners for the District of Columbia, 
a ‘Trustee of the Columbian University, 
Vice President of the Board of Directors 
of the Columbia Hospital for Wemen, a mem- 
ber of the Washington National Memorial So- 
ciety, and a life Director of the American Coloni- 
zation Society. During the war he was Acting 
Assistant Surgeon in the army, and in connec- 
tion with the General Government Hospital for 
the ingane conducted a General Hospital for 
United States volunteers. 

_In July, 1877, ho accepted the invitation of 
the governors of tho New-York Hospital to re- 
turn to Bloomingdale Asylum, resigning the 
superintendence of the Government asylums at 
Washington, and since then has been its Super 
intendent, He was for several years President 
of the Association of Medical »uperintendents 
of American Institutions for the Insaue, and edh- 
tributed many articles for the American Jour- 
nal of Insanity. Dr. Nichols was first married 
November, 13857, to Miss Ellen G. Maury, a 
daughter of Mayor John W. Maury of Washing- 
ington. She died in June, 1865. In May, 1872, 
he Married Miss Sarah L. Lathrop, a daughte 
of Prof. Alvan Lathrop of Rochester, N. Y. 
She survives him. He leaves also one son, 
Lieut. Maury Nichols of the United States 
Ariny, 

He was a member of the New-York County 
Medical Society, the Academy of Medicine, and 
the Medico-Psycological Association of Great 
Britain.

LOUIS KAMMERER. 

The death of Louis Kammerer at his home, 
234 East Sixty-second-sireot, from heart failure 
yesterday morning removes one of the most 
prominent German-Americans of this city. He 
was born in Lich, in the Province of Hessia, 
Germany, Dec. 2, 1830, and came to America in 
1851. He was in the dry goods business 
in this city for several years. In 1887 he 
entered the piano firm of Georgo Steck & Co, of 


11 East Fourtecenth-street, and remained an 
active member until his death. He was fond of 
music, and was @ charter inember and trustee 
otf the German Liederkranz, a Director of the 
German Hospital Society. also of the German- 
American Real Estate Title Guarantee Com- 
pany, and for many years was President of the 
German-American School of the Nineteenth 
Ward. He leaves a widow, one son, who is in 
business at 11 East Fourteenta-sireet, and two 
daughters. 

The funeral will take place on Friday noon 
from Liederkranz Hall, 111 East Fifty-eighth- 
street. Julius Koffman, President of the soolety, 
will speak of Mr. Kammerer'’s career. The 
interment will be at Woodlawn, where Dr. 1. 
Keller, Director of the German-Amorican 
school of the Nineteenth Ward will pay a trib- 
ute to the memory of the deceased man. The

A VERY GOOD DAY'S WORK 


_-.— 


EFFECTIVE” ORUSADE 
AGAINST THE WIRES, 
ALL PREVIOUS DAY’S RECORDS BEATEN— 
A LINEMAN’S TERRIBLE FALL—THE 
WIRE CUTTING TO GO ON. 


Daniel Montague, a lineman in the employ of 
the United States llluminating Company, had a 
narrow escape from sudden death while attend- 
ing to his duty at Broadway and Chambers- 
street yesterday morning. As it is, he lies in 
the Chambers-Street Hospital bruised and 
maimed by reason of a terrible fall. 

Foreman Patrick Butler ordered Montague 
and another lincman up the pole at the south- 
west corner of Broadway and Chambera-street 
at 9:30 o’clock to adjust some displaced wires. 
The men made the ascent successfully, and had 
just got comfortably perched on the lowest of 
three cross-arms when the side on which Mon- 
tague was broke with his weight, and he 
tumbled in a heap to the stone sidewalk. He 
fell on his side and head, and it is a wonder 
that he was not killed outright. The concussion 
knocked him senseless and as he lay quite still 


blood flowed from an ugly scalp wound, His 
companion on the pole just saved himself from 
falling to the sires t by frantically clutching the 
middie crossbar, ~* : 

A large crowd quickly began to gather about 
the motionless man, but the peopie ran helter- 
skelter when some of the wires dropped down 
with the broken piece of the cross-arm. Every 
one seemed to fear an electric shook, and for a 
tew minutes it was generally feared the fright- 
ful current had found another victim. The ac- 
cident caused a blockade of trailic, and mem- 
bers of the Broadway police squad had a dilfi- 
cult time opening the blockade. 

The wounded man was curried into the nearest 
oflice and subsequently removed to the Cham- 
bers-Street Hospital in an ambulance, It was 
not until latein the afternoon that he recov- 
ere consciousness sufficient to tell where he 
lived. Up to that time his nama only was 
known. Even the olliciais of the company 
by whom he was employed only knew that he 
had a home in New-Jersey. Montague said he 
was thirty years old, married, and lived at 9 
Albany-street, Hoboken. He was too dazed to 
remember how he was hurt. The surgeon said 
there was no immediate danger of the patient’s 
death, but he is not out of danger. 

When the foreman of the Grand Jury heard of 
the accident he made a personal investigation, 
and then sent word to Commissioner Gilroy 
that it would be # sensible thing to get hold of 
the broken cross-arin. The Commissioner 
agreed and sent @ messenger aiter the tell- 
tule ‘piece of timber. It was subsequently 
oxamined by Expert Wheeler of the Board of 
Lieotrical Control. He said he found the stick 
had been cracked and the cracks were weather- 
stained, showing they were of some duration. 
The significance of this discovery lies in the 
allegations of the company that the polo and 
fixtures Were impaired by the men who are 
working for the Departmeut of Public Works. 
It is probable the case Will be considered by the 
Grand Jury, although Assistant District Attor- 
ney Lindsay suid yesterday afternoon that he 
bad not received a formal complaint, and his 
time was big occupied at present with an- 
other electric light case. 

The crusaders wWorkicg along Broadway re- 
ported yesterday that many of the poles after 
peing stripped of wires would fall to the street 
unless propped up. The bolts fastening the 
iron bases are rust-eaten, and the wires over- 
head are all that kcep the poles standing, Tie 
assaults on poles and wires were diligently con- 
tinued under the supervision of the regular in- 
spectors of the Board of Electrical Control. 
More work was accoinplished by 4 BP. M. than 
on avy day since Public Works Commissioner 
Gilroy started his harvesting forces, This fact, 
notwithstanding the disagreeable weather, is 
inmost commendable. 

The prize crew for the day was headed by 
Inspector Patrick J. Fitzpatrick. They gathered 
in 23,550 feet of wire and fourteen poles, al- 
most all the property of the Brash Company. 
This gang begun on the south side of Bieecker- 
strect at Broadway aud proceeded to the 
Bowery. In this district 17,500 feet of wire 
and six poles were lowered because the coim- 
pany had violated the rule prohibiting con- 
junction with telegraph wires. A piece of wire 
150 feet long, on Broadway, north of Bleecker- 
street, sagged below the required 20 feet from 
the sidewalk, and was promptly clipped. Lhe 
gang foraged along both sides of Bleecker-street, 
between Broadway and Greene-street, and got 
three poles and 900 teet of wire that had been 
erected contrary to rules. The United States 
Company’s plant in Bleecker-atreet, between 
Downing and Morton streeis, was attacked be- 
cause 1t was Gead, and 5,000 feet of wire and 
tive poles were removed before dark. 

Patrick Lennon, a Limerick man, was assist- 
ing In taking down a pole at Bleecker and Car- 
mine streots. He climbed the pole and got ona 
irame house, Where he helped steady the stick 
while the choppers were cutting through the 
base. He did not discover that he had assisted 
in shutting off his means of escape from the 
roof until after the pole fell. There was no 
ladder handy and one could not be found in the 
Vicinity, and poor Leonvon began to fear he was 
doowed to roost all night oa tie roof, when his 
predicament was brought to tie notice of the 
ocvupants of the premises, They managed to 
rescue the drenched und despondent pole 
climber by opening an upper window.

of the North New-York i:lectrie Iliuminating 
Company,and met withaome opposition, About 
11A.M. he ordered his men to take down aswiteh 
box at Third-avenue and One Hundred and Phir- 
ty-eighth-street, when a stranger, supposert to be 
J. J. Bowen, the Superintendent of the com- 
pany, although he aiterward denied it, came 
up with a policeman and interfered in a threat- 
ening manser. The policeman was inclined to 
take sides with the stranger, until the [Inspector 
explained that he was working under an 
order from the Supreme Court. This sat 
istied tho policeman, andi he became 
a looker-on, while the wreckers proceeded 
with their work in spite of the protests of the 
aupposed official of the company. Subsequently 
the Police Captain of the precinct appeured on 
the scene and voluntarily offered all necessary 
protection to the crusaders. They operatou 
along the avenue from One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-cighth-street to One Hundred and Fortieth- 
street, along Lincoln-avenue trom One Hundred 
and Thirty-second street to One Hundred and 
Thirty-eizhth-street,in Ono Hundred and Thirty- 
eighth-street, between Railroad and Thiri-ave- 
nhes, andin One Hundred and Thirty-fourth- 
street, east of Third-avenue.

ARMY INTELLIGENCE.

The Senate Committes on Military Affairs has 
made a roperton a bill toamend the one hundred 
and third article of war relating to the crime of de- 
sertion. ‘ihe articlo reads: 

Article CLIT. No person shail be liable to bo tried 
and punishod by & general court-martial for any 
offense which appears to have been committed 
more than two vears before theissning of the 
ordor for such trial, unless, py reason of having ab- 
sented himself, or of seme other manifest impedi- 
meot, he shall not have been amenable to justice 
within that period. (Revised Statutes, page 239.) 

The report says that this would seem to be suffi- 
cio: tly plain and definite, aud yet there has been 
consiierable coutrariety of opinion in regard to the 
nieaning of this articlo When applied to cases of de- 
sertion, and, also, as to the meaning of tho clause 
in regurd to absence. For this reasum the commit- 
tes recommends the passages of the bill, which 
makes the article reat as follows: 

“No person shalt bo tried or punished by a court- 
martial for desertion, in time of peace and not in 
the face of an enemy, Committed more than two 
years before the arraignment of such person for 
such offense, unless he shall meanwhile have ai. 
sented himself from tho United States, in which 
case the time of his absence shall be excluded in 
computing the period ot the limitation. Provided, 
tnat said limitation shall not begin until the end 
ot the term fur which said person enlisted.”

FALLING OFF IN REVENUE. 


THE NRW SECRETARY OF THE TREAS- 
URY TRYING TO FIND OUT THE OAUSE, 


NEW-ORLEANS, Deo. 17.—The Picayune’s Ha- 
vana special says: “The new Secretary of the 
Treasury is busy trying to find a reason for the 
receipts at the Custom House during the month 
of November, 1889, being more than $169,000 
less than they were in November, 1888, while 
the volume of importations appears to have 
been fully as large this year as last. 

‘We do not think he will succeed in his ef- 
forte until he looks into the modes of defraud- 
ing the Government used in making oustoms en- 
tries, calling certain goods, which by the tarift 
pay a certain duty, by the name of another 
class which pay less. Invoicing 4,000 or 5,000 
8a0ks of Corn, contained partly in sacks of two 
and a haif bushels, and mueb the greater part 
in sacks of three and a half busgneis, and pass- 
ing all under the weight of the smaller sucks, 
isa vory fashionable way used by somé im- 
porters in order to undersell the merchant who 
pays duty on the weigat of the corn honestly 
given. While the new Treasurer is busy iu 
his investigations as to why these things are 
thus, the deficiency continues, and for the firat 
twelve days in December, 1889, the receipts at 
the Custom House are $245,447 12, while those 
in twelve days of December, 1888, were $319,- 
974 06, showing a ditference against this year 
of $74,526 94, and the prospect is that all of 
December, 1889, will show amuch larger defloit 
in receipts than the month of November.

COLONIZATION IN PERU. 


THE GOVERNMENT PLAN TO INDUCE 
IMMIGRATION TO THE REPUBLIC. 


Lima, Noy. 23.—The President has signed the 
law relative to the enormous land grant and its 
colonization provided for in the agreement 
with the bondhoiders. The following are the 
conditions named and privileges accorded: 


ARTICLE J.—The Executivo is authorized to grant 
to the bondholders, or to the companies represent- 
ing them, unoccupied land belonging to the State 
to the extent of 2,000,006 hectares (about 5,000,000 
acres) on condition that the concessionaires bind 
themselves to devote the land to agriculture or in- 
dustrial purposes; that the colonization of them 
Shall be .commenced within three years, and that 
they shall be completely colonized within nine 
years. 

ARTICLE II.—In case of the land being arid or 
capable of improvement by irrigation the conces- 
sivuaires Shall have the right to utilize the water 
that isavailable. In this case they will be obliged 
to complete the necessary engiveering studies with- 
in the first three years, and the execution of the 
works within the six sucoteding years. 

ARTICLE III.—The Government will allot the land 
by previous Agreement with the concessionaires, 
taking care thatin no logality iu the republic shall 
there be more than 500,000 hectares (about 1,250.- 
000 acres) in one block, aud as tar as possible ar- 
rauging the distribution of them so that there shall 
be at leust four great colonies of 1,250,000 acres 
each. 

ARTICLE IV,—If the bondholders or the companies 
representing them allow three years to expire 
without complying with the first two articles of 
this law, they shalt lose for each year of delay one- 
third of the Jands ceded. 

ARTICLE V.--The colonists who are brought to 
Peru under this concession shall be of European 
race, and shall be exempt for ten years from all tax- 
ation, be it civil, ecclesiastical, or judicial, local or 
otherwise, having even the privilege olf exemption 
from stamps. In all other respects they shall be 
subject to the laws of the republic

THE DHADLY CURRENT. 


SUIT TO COMPEL THE BOARD OF HEALTS 
TO SUPPRESS IT. 


Judge Lawrence, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, on the application of Harold P. Brown, L. 
E. P. Carr, and C, A. Mitehell, granted an order 
yesterday requiring the Board of Health to 
show cause, on Friday next, why a mandamus 
should not be issued compelling them to abate 
the nuisance of high-pressure currents on elec- 
tric-light wires. 

Mr. Brown sets forth in his affidavits that all 
wires carrying high-pressure currents are dan- 
gerous to life whether above or below ground; 
that no matter how well insulated a wire may 
be it is subject to leakage if it carries a high- 
pressure current. He says further that he has 
agcertained by actual tests that the leakage of 
wires under such circumstances averages 45 
per cent., and rises as high in some cases aa 6U 
percent. Thus a wire carrying 1,000 volts 
leaks 600 volts, and any person coming 
in contact with this leakage will be 
instantly killed, even though the wire be 
buriea in asubway. He cites tae recent killing 
of Harris as an exemplification of this fact, the 
leakage in that case being trom.a buried wire 
at some distance from its victim. The bigh- 
pressure current, Mr. Brown says, is not neces- 
Bary to the maintenance of electric lights, but 
is used to save the consumption of copper. 
There are aro Hghts in use on Sixth-avenus . 
maintained by acurrentof only lly volts. L. 
E. P. Carr, who is associated with Mr. Brown in 
bringing the action, is President of the Amer- 
jean News Cempany, and C. A. Mitohell, the 
other associate, ig a stationer. 

These complainants claim to have applied to 
the Board of Health to abate apd remove the 
nuisance by prohibiting the generation and use 
in any building of an electric curreot or pres- 
sure lable to cause death or seriousinjury. in 
the papers the following places are named 
Where such currents are generated or used: 
The North River Bank, 215 Greenwici: street; 
60 Murrag-street, 1,292 Broadway, and tho 
Lotos Ciub, at Fifth-avenue aud Twenty-first- 
street. These piaces, it is claimed, are supplicd 
by the four electric light companies using high- 
tension currents. The Board of Health referred 
the papers to their counsel, W. P, Preatics, who 
will appear on behalf of the department befure 
the court.

The absurdity of the secret sessions of 
the Senate for the consideration of execu- 
tive appointments was well illustrated yes 
terday in the rambling discussion upon the 
appointment of Judge BREWER, to be Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court. There 
was not the least idea of preventing the 
contirmation, nor the least expectation that 
votes wonld be afiected by the discussion. 
lowa Senators had some objections to Judge 
BREWER on account of decisions of his 
affecting prohibition, and got the sympathy 
of a small coterie of Prohibitionists, of 
which Bxarr is the chief; Arkansas Sena- 
tors found objection to something the Judge 
had done affecting the negrdé question, and 
others discovered grounds for objection in 
connection with the Wabash receivership 
proceedings. The object of ventilating 
these things was not the enlightenment of 
Senators in secret session nor the defeat 
of Judge BrREWER’s appointment, which 
nobody expects. Unless it was mere sense- 
less talk for the sake of talk, it must have 
been meant for the public, notwithstanding 
the pleasing fiction that the public would 
know nothing about it. In any event it 
was a waste of time, and calculated to em- 
phasize the ridiculousness of the secret 
sosgions. 








At last Mr. Joun W. Jacobus has received 
tho reward of his long fidelity and his 
many “sacrifices” for his party by getting 
the appointment of United States Marshal 
for the Southern District of New-York. 
Many a time has JACOBUS stood in the “‘im- 
minent deadly breach” or led a forlorn hope 
for his party as a candidate with no ex- 
pectation of election. But though a strong 
partisan, JoHN WesLry is a capable man 
and a popniar, aud nobody questions his 
personal integrity or will begrudge him 
the honor he has finally attained. It may 
make the grizzly and battle-scarred vet- 
eran, Gen. Henry A. BARNuM, feel sad, for 
the office is one that he coveted, but though 
BaRNum’s uncured wound and long suffer- 
ing excite sympathy, he has never as a civil 
officer established strong claims upon pub- 
lic confidence. 








There is not a very strong response any- 
where to the suggestion of the Administra- 
tion for the repeal of the tobacco tax. It 

_is probable that the measure could not pass 
the House with the very small majority the 
Republicans have; for there are several on 


that side who would not vote for it, even if 
they did not vote against it. Its defeat is 
made more probable, should it be under- 
taken in earnest, by the argument now put 
forward that itis a tariff reform measure. 
That is such a bald misrepresentation that 
it will offend more men than it will mis- 
lead. It is about as much a tariff-reform 
measure as the doctrine of Papal infalli- 
bility is a Protestant dogma. The only 
motive any Republican has or can have in 
voting for it is to destroy the surplus avail- 
able for tariff reduction. That motive will 
probably not be strong enough, because the 
surplus oan be just as effectively and more 
agreeably destroyed by liberal appropria- 
tions, 
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The decision of an Iowa court that a riot 
is a riot, even when the rioters call it a 
“charivari party,” and that a man has a 
right to defend his home against a mob is 
bearing fruit. A young woman is now on 
trial in that State for having caused the 
death of a man by shooting into a crowd of 
persons who had assembled to inflict public 
censure, in the form of a serenade, upon her 
grandfather, who had lately married again. 
According to the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court, the young woman was within 
her rights. Itis unlikely that even the most 
hilarious serenader will continue his cheer- 
ful sport when his victim is in possession of 
a license to kill him; and henceforth among 
the rights of the Iowa man will be num- 
bered the right to marry to please himself 
and not the loafers of his neighborhood. 








A few days since there was a mild breeze 
in the Senate over a statement by one of 
the members that a respectful note ad- 
dressed by him to the Commissioner of 
Pensions had drawn out a discourteous re- 
ply. Yesterday Senator PLATT undertook 
to explain that the Pension Office had not 
enough clerks, was oyerrun with business, 
and was apt to do that which it onght not 
to do and to leave undone those things that 
it ought to do through mere pressure for 
time. But, thereupon, Senator COCKRELL, 
who has made a very careful and thorough 
study of department methods, descended 
upon the well-meaning Mr. PLATT with a 
statement that the Pension Office, as well 
as many others, had not too few clerks, but 
too many; that the chiefs had fallen into 
the habit of leaving everything to the 
clerks, and these it was who were calling 
for more clerks. All of which is quite 
true and wholly undesirable. But it is 
much easier to point out these facts than to 
provide a remedy for them. A complete 
remedy there is none, public business being 
radically more defective in its methods 
than private business. But a partial 
remedy will be found in carrying out the 
Republican promise to extend the civil 
service system to heads of bureaus and 
chiefs of divisions. That would lessen the 
field of patronage and leave the superior 
officers more time for their legitimate 
duties. So long as these officers are chosen 
for political reasons they will more or less 
give themselves up to political work, and 
the work they are paid to do will be propor- 
tionately neglected. 








It is reported in Boston that ‘‘a number 
of eminent Ohio Republicans” desire that 
the President shall appoint Gov. FORAKER 
to be Minister to Russia. The names of 
these gentlemen should be given. It does 
not seem probable that Mr. HARRISON will 
be urged by Senator SHERMAN, Congress- 
man McKINLEY, and Congressman BUTTER- 
WORTH to make such an appointment. If 
their signatures should be found at the 
White House attached to any paper recom- 
mending such a selection it would be well 
for the President to inquire whether they 
are genuine or forgeries. There is a person 
in Ohio who recently forged the signatures 
of these gentlemen so skillfully that Gov. 
FORAKER himself was led to believe that 
they were genuine, although they were at- 
tached to a disgraceful and corrupt agree- 
ment. 








CITY OFFICES AND PARTY LINES. 


A committee of the Republican Club of 
this city has submitted a report to that 
organization, not yet acted upon, which de- 
clares opposition to “ placing in nomination 
any municipal ticket, the result of coalition 
with any faction of the Democratic Party.” 
The subject is treated by the committee 
chiefly from the point of view of party ex- 
pediency, though it declares that a fusion 
ticket is, ‘*from the Republican standpoint, 
calculated to inflict great injury upon the 
cause of good government in the city of 
New-York.” The meaning of this seems 
to be simply that, ‘from the Repub- 
lican standpoint,” the only good govern- 
ment is party government, and the only 
party capable of furnishing it is the Re- 
publican Party. There are, however, a 
great many citizens, including a consider- 
able portion of those accustomed to vote 
the Republican ticket, who will not agree 
to this, so far as the administration of 
municipal affairs 1s concerned. There are 
grave reasons for doubting whether gov- 
ernment by the Republican Party in’ this 
city would be an improvement upon Tam- 
many government, and the best adminis- 
trations that we have had in many years 
have come from coalitions and independent 
voting. 

It is possible that the Republican Club 
committee may be right, from what it 
calls the ‘‘ Republican standpoint,” as to 
the expediency of coalitions in municipal 
nominations. Assuming that the city 
government is a legitimate object for 
party contention and party control, and 
that it has any proper relation to party 
integrity and strength, it may be 
Bad policy for the Republican organi- 
zation to enter into coalitions with any fac- 
tion of the Democratic Party. The com- 
mittee undertakes to show thatit is so by 
citing the results of various local elec- 
tions, in some of which the Republic- 
ans have had tickets of their own and 
in others have united in support 
of fusion tickets. When it shows 
that more officos have been obtained 
by the former process, the committee evi- 
dently regards its proposition as demon- 
strated. It does not undertake to show the 
effect upon public administration, but 1t 
assumes, as a matter of course, that that is 





benefited just in proportion to the number 
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of Republicans elected to office. The com- 
mittee believes that the party is weakened 
by these fusions and will gain strength by 
always having a full ticket of its own and 
giving it united support. 

We do not believe there is much virtue 
in party coalitions, but that is a very differ- 
ent matter from independent voting and 
giving support to genuine citizens’ nomina- 
tions regardless of party. There may be 
citizens’ movements, so called, that are 
merely a cover for a fusion” of factions 
ordinarily hostile, for the purpose of divid- 
ing nominations, but these are not genuine 
citizens’ movements. The Republican Club 
is asked, however, by] its committee to give 
sanction to the declaration that ‘‘ the most 
pernicious and dangerous fallacy of the 
day, among Republicans, is the doctrine 
that in the election of city officers party 
lines should not be observed.” We do not 
believe that anything is to be gained 
for the party organization in this city 
by taking a position like that. As we 
have long maintained, what we call city 
government is merely the management of 
certain local public interests which have 
no proper relation to the principles or poli- 
cies of political parties. What is needed in 
that management is efficiency, economy, 
and honesty; not Republicanism or Democ- 
racy, as defined in party platforms. Ex- 
perience has amply shown that these re- 
sults cannot be best attained through con- 
trol by any partisan organization, but by 
a union of citizens independent of party, 
having the common object in view of good 
loca] administration. 


Not only do we believe that better local 
government can be secured by disregarding 
party lines in the election of city officers, 
but we believe that we would have purer 
politics, and that it would be better for all 
party organizations if city elections could 
be conducted without any reference to 
party lines. ‘his cannot be done so long 
as city elections and general elections take 
place at the same time. If they were sepa- 
rated we probably could not prevent party 
organizations from making nominations 
for municipal offices, but it would 
be possible to put up _ independ- 
ent citizens’ tickets which would be 
supported by both Democrats and Re- 
publicans to a sufficient extent to elect 
them. The breaking over party lines would 
be recognized as a means of securing cer- 
tain results having no relation to party 
principles, and it would not interfere with 
the integrity and strength of party organ- 
izations for their legitimate ends. What is 
to be desired in city affairs is not coalitions 
and fusions of political factions, but an or- 
ganization of citizens, independent of all 
party, for the sole object of securing an ef- 
ficient, economical, and honest administra- 
tion of municipal interests. In short, the 
soundest and most hopeful doctrine of the 
day for the cause of good local gevernment 
is that ‘‘in the election of city officers 
party lines should not be observed.” 








GEN. SICKLES AND THE REFORM, 


The retirement of Gen. DANIEL E. SICKLES 
from the State Civil Service Commission is 
to be iegretted, not only because he has 
been an earnest and efiicient member of the 
commission, but because there is some rea- 
sonable doubt whother he will be succeeded 
by a man of equal fitness. When the Gen- 
eral was appointed to the post two years 
ago the selection was not generaliy re- 
garded as a particularly good one. Ina 
rather checkered career Gen. SICKLES had 
not given any evidence of special interest 
or faith in the reform, and he had been as- 
sociated in politics with a class heartily 
opposed toit. Ho says himself, now that 
he has resigned, that when he took office 
he had doubt as to the expediency of the 
reform, though he does not explain upen 
what grounds his doubt rested. He 
also says that his principal purpose in 
accepting the office was to extend 
the opportunities for the appointment 
ef old soldiers under the rules, a purpese 
not necessarily unfriendly to the system, 
but certainly not particularly indicating 
any very clear comprehension of its princi- 
ples. But two years’ experience at Albany, 
“an intimate acquaintance with the work- 
ing of the department, and a’careful stndy 
of the system, have taught” him “that 
they are for the best interests of the State.” 
“I assured the Governor,” says Gen. 
SICKLES, “‘that I could now say positively 
that I was strongly in favor of the success 
of the commission. I stated that, in my 
judgment, the carrying out of civil sery- 
ice reform ideas gives a much better 
public service than was obtained under the 
old system, and with it working properly, 
as it now is, men are found who are better 
fitted to discharge the duties imposed upon 
them, and a needed relief is given to de- 
partment heads.” 


This frank declaration is an encouraging 
sign, and Gen. SICKLES’s case is one of 
many in which men rather prejudiced 
against the reform have come to acknowl- 
edge its excellence and efiticiency so soon as 
they really knew what it is and what it 
does and can do. With all tho yelping and 
barking of the office seekers and of the 
small Congressmen and smaller Senators, 
who are dependent on the office seekers for 
the little consequence that they canenjoy in 
politics and could get in no other way, we 
believe that there is not asingle instance 
of a really capable man in the public 
service, who is practically familiar with 
the working of the reform system and will- 
ing to tell the truth, who does not speak in 
the same spirit as Gen. SickLEes. The sys- 
tem works its own way to confidence 
wherever it is honestly studied, and espe- 
cially so among those who have opportunity 
to know it thoroughly. This is shown very 
clearly in the report of Secretary WINDOM 
in the Federal service. It is shown also in 
the talk of Postmaster General WaANA- 
MAKER, not so distinctly because Mr. WAN- 
AMAKER is not so truthful a man, but he is 
enough of a business man to see that the 
principles and purposes of the reform sys- 
tem are just what the Government service 
needs, and without acknowledging the ex- 
cellence of the reform specifically he advo- 
cates its essence. 

But there is another phase of the subject 
to which Gen. SIcKLEs does not directly 
refer, and which is even more important 
than the efficiency of the reform in secur- 





ing better service for the State. Thatis 
the influence gf the system in purifying 
politics, in maintaining the integrity of the 
service, and so strengthening all that is 
best in republican institutions. Gen. 
SICKLES speaks of the way in which the 
reform secures “needed relief for depart- 
ment heads.” Relief from what? Clearly 
from the solicitation of office seekers, 
nearly every one of whom cares nothing 
for the interest of the State, but pushes his 
claim on the ground of partisan service. 
Now, every office granted on such a claim 
is a bribe directly or indirectly to the 
claimant or to those interested {tn him. 
And, as was pointed out by Mr. FouLkes of 
Indiana in his admirable address to the 
Commonwealth Club on Monday evening, 
it is precisely the class of men who seek 
and get office in this way who are ready 
to do nearly all the corrupt work done in 
our elections. The spoils system is the 
fountain of more corruption than any 
other, and without its aid and the ma- 
chinery it supplies, nearly all other sources 
of corruption would be relatively harmless, 
That is what makes the reform one of vital 
importance. 








THE CRONIN VERDICT. 


The result reached in the Cronin trial 
undoubtedly tends to strengthen the feel- 
ing against the institution of trial by jury 
as a means of reaching a rational or just 
conclusion. Especially does it exhibit the 
unwisdom of the law of Illinois, which is 
shared by some other States, in assigning 
to the jury what, according to the law of 
England and of most of the communities 
that follow English law, is the province of 
the Judge, that of fixing the sentence of 
convicted criminals within limits estab- 
lished by the law itself. 

The verdict in the Cronin case, including 
the sentence, cannot be satisfactory to any 
sane human being, unless he be a disbe- 
liever in capital punishment, and such per- 
sons are expressly excluded from juries in 
trials for murder. The jury finds three of 
the prisoners guilty as charged in the in- 
dictment. That is to say, it finds them 
guilty of one of the most detestable mur- 
ders that can be imagined, and one for 
which nobody can find a shadow of excuse. 
It was not at all a crime of passion. It was 
a cold-blooded and most deliberate crime, 
undertaken, as it appears, partly for the 
sake of revenge, but still more as a matter 
of prudence for the purpose of averting the 
criticism and exposure that CRONIN was 
prepared to make upon the embezzlement 
of the funds of a secret society. The 
circumstances of the crime put its perpe- 
trators entirely outside the pale of human 
sympathies. If their guilt is proved every- 
body who approves of capital punishment 
in any case whatever must approve of it in 
their cases. There is not an honest Judge 
in the United States who would not with- 
out hesitation pronounce the sentence of 
death upon these prisoners if the jury had 
found the case against them proved, and if 
he had any discretion in the matter. Yeta 
jury composed entirely of men who have 
sworn that they had no scruples against 
the infliction of capital punishment have 
in the same verdict found that these men 
were guilty of this atrocious murder, and 
that they should merely be imprisonod for 
life. 


Nobody can reconcile the finding and the 
sentence. No one man, being sane, could 
have found such a verdict and accom- 
panied it with such a sentence. When 
twelve men severally declare that this is 
the verdict of each one of them the declara- 
tion is a manifest fiction, and the manifest 
fact is that the verdict is a compromise 
which does not represent the opinion of 
any one of the twelve and could not rep- 
resent the opinion of any individual. Yet 
the palladium of our liberties requires us 
to accept this absurd and inconsistent ver- 
dict as an expression of reason and justice, 

It is not necessary to impute corruption 
to the obstinate juryman who has held out 
against his fellows long enough to compel 
them to this stultification of themselves. 
The man’s character seems to be fair, and 
it is asprobable andamuch more charitable 
supposition that he is merely a very 
¢huckle-headed person. The evidence was 
entirely circumstantial, and so may not 
have been absolutely conclusive to a mind 
of unusual density. The twelfth juryman 
may have been honestly unable to recon- 
cile himself to hanging a fellow-man upon 
such evidence, while he may have been 
willing to send him to prison for life, 


This distinction seems fantastic and 
absurd, but it is to be borne in 
mind, in mitigation of the mental 


confusion of the juror, that the mistake of 
hanging the wrong man is irreparable, 
while the mistake of imprisoning the wrong 
man may be repaired. It is true, all the 
same, that it was the business of this juror, 
if he entertained a reasonable doubt, that 
is, a doubt reasonable to his perplexed 
mind, to give the prisoners the benefit of it 
equally whether they were on trial for 
their lives or only for their liberties. 
Nevertheless, jurors often take the view 
he may have taken of their function. Even 
when the sentence is left for the court to 
inflict they are apt to consider what the 
legal penalty of the offense is and to finda 
prisoner guilty of a crime which it is quite 
certain he has not committed because they 
do not feel absolutely sure that he has com- 
mitted the higher offense of which he is 
accused. All this is very irrational, and, 
in a case like that of CRONIN, very irritat- 
ing, but it is an inseparable incident of tho 
system of trial by jury. 


«, The miscarriage of justice in the Cronin 
case seems to be quite irreparable. The 
prisoners may obtain a new trial, but the 
law of Illinois, as expounded by its tri- 
burals, seems to lay down that the penalty 
prescribed at thetirst trial may be reduced, 
but cannot be increased, at a second. That 
is to say, a prisoner may be twice placed in 
jeopardy at his own instance for the same 
offense, provided he is not placed in greater 
jeopardy. This seems a queer condition of 
the law, and there is no reason why the 
prisoners should not apply for a new 
trial, after which they can be no worse 
off than they are now, if the money con- 
tributed by ignorant Irishmen and Irish- 
women for the demolition of the British 
Empire is employed to stimulate the zeal of 
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their lawyers. In any event, it is certain 
that none of them will be hanged, and this 
is @ great pity. 





A BROTHERHOOD BOOK. 

We are not sure that we correctly appre- 
hend the purpose of a book entitled “ Jus- 
tice and Jurisprudence,” published by 
the J. B. Lippincott Company for the 
“ Brotherhood of Liberty.” Mystery con- 
fronts the reader of the book at the outset 
and wonder is his companion in its perusal. 
In the first place, the “ Brotherhood of 
Liberty” is a secret order. No man not 
initiate can lift the veil which shuts the 
secrets of that order from the gaze of men 
or penetrate the triple doors of brass which 
guard its rites from the world. But as 
nearly as we can get at it the order was 
instituted ‘‘for the advancement of the 
African race in America,” and the purpose 
of the book seems to be the upsetting of 
recent civil rights decisions of the Su- 
preme Court. The counsel to the Broth- 
erhood avers upon page sixty-one that 
its aim ‘is “to institute a general 
search and inquisition upon which pre- 
sentments may be found against Juris- 
prudence, first, for deliberate, palpable, 
and persistent violation of the the letter 
and spirit of the fourteenth amendment; 
secondly, for the usurpation of colossal 
powers which aid, abet, and compass an 
abridgment of the substantial justice of 
equality of right by due process of law, in 
deference to the prevailing delusions of 
popular sentiment so gross that it acqui- 
esces in the formidable tyranny of civil dis- 
crimination against certain citizens be- 
cause of their color, race, and previous 
condition.” 

This is noble language and we suppose it 
must be sound law. The Brotherhood evi- 
dently intends to secure a reversal of the 
decision in HALL vs. Dk Curr. A tribunal 
less inflexible than our Supreme Court 
might hurriedly consent to take the back 
track and reverse all its decisions as the 
price of relief from the duty to read this 
book. Nevertheless, jurists and other per- 
sons into whose hands it may fall will be 
struck with the vast learning if not with 
the literary skill of the author. He has 
fortified his contentions with an appalling 
array of citations from literature gathered 
in many lands and from all sorts and con- 
ditions of writers, He quotes MILTON, 
D’AUBIGNE, PASCAL, and SAMUEL J. Tir- 
DEN, INGERSOLL (BOB, we suppose) and 
St. Luke, LATIMER and JAMES MapIson, 
LINCOLN and the judicious Hooker, 
Proverbs and Lord JOHN MANNERS, the Re- 
ligio-Philosophical Journal and RED JACKET. 
A man’s convictions, if they are rooted and 
sturdy, may resist the arguments of the au- 
thor, but any one’s understanding, we are 
sure, must be visibly enlarged by a study 
of his work. 

It is only from a few specimen advance 
sheets that we are able to give this slight 
insight into the nature of “Justice and 
Jurisprudence.” The Brotherhood has very 
prudently decided to break it to the public 
gradually in installments. There isaflavor 
of politics aboutit. From a hasty inspection 
of the table of contents we judge that the 
Brotherhood’s literary man assumes that 
the decisions of the Supreme Court limit- 
ing the scope of the civil rights amendment 
were influenced by the partisan appeals of 
Republican leaders. The leaders feared 
that if the negroes secured all the rights 
the constitutional amendment intended to 
confer upon them they might divide polit- 
ically between the parties to the manifest 
abridgment of the Republican vote in the 
South; and the Supreme Court obligingly 
accepted this view as first-rate politics and 
good enough law, and handed over to the 
States the right to deal with the colored 
men in their social relations. The author 
writes some fine words about Mr. BLarng, 
but we are troubled by the haunting fear 
that later on in the book he is going to 
give Mr. BLAINE fits. We hope it is not too 
late to reconsider this fell purpose. It 
would cause Mr. BLAINE some annoyance, 
and it would puzzle the Pan-Americans, 
who have of late seen sv many things about 
this country which they cannot and never 
will comprehend that no patriotic and sober- 
minded American ought te add a feather’s 
weight to the obfuscation of their under 
standings.

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DALY’S THEATRE.

Of these, 
interest centred in Miss Ada Rehan, to whom 
was entrusted the difficult task of playing 
Rosalind, difficult not only on account of the 
complex delicacies of the character, but also by 
the enforced comparison of the many brilliant 
and beautiful actresses who have played 
the part in the past. But if any admirer 
of Miss Rehan’s felt the slightest nervousness 
with regard to her success, the fear that occa- 
Sioned such feeling must have quickly disap- 
peared in the warmth and delicacy of her first 
scene. It became instantly apparent that Miss 
Rehan had firmly grasped the character of 
Rosalind and was wholly competent to inter- 
pret all its varying phases. 

Her expression of admiration and love for 
Orlando at the first meeting with him at once 
arrested the attention and commanded the 
admiration of the audience. As Orlando had 
instantly filled the heart of Rosalind, so Miss 
Rehan as quickly and as favorably impressed 
her auditors. This advantage was strengthened 
by her exquisite by-play im the wrest- 
ling scene, where she followed every 
movement of the athletes in tremulous fear 


and earnest hope for Orlando, which culminated 
with his triumph in exultant but womanly joy. 
The radiance of new-born love was delightfully 
exposed in the hesitation with which Orlando 
was called back after the bout to receive the 
chain of gold—-a hesitation that was the result 
of the struggle between maidenly modesty and 
the promptings of the passion which had bud- 
ded and was rapidly blossoming in the heart of 
Rosalind. 

ln the subsequent scene of banishment by 
Duke Frederick, Miss Reban rose to a height of 
svlendid eloquence in the defense of her ban- 
ished father from the calumnies of her usurp- 
ing uncle. Under the influence of the devotion 
of Cella and the prospect of the novel sensation 
of assuming masculine attire tne mood of Rusa- 
lind changed again, and was expressed by 
Miss Rebar in a burst of merriment, which 
was 80 contagious that the first curtain fell on 
hearty laughteran« enthusiastic applause from 
the audience, Miss Rehan had thoroughly dem- 
onstrated her ability to play Kosalind, and 
there was nothing left but pleasurable expecta- 
tion, which was fully realized. 

The next scene showed the actress in doublet 
and hose, and a prettier boy has not been seen 
on the stage. Her costume was of brown and 
gray, With silk tights, unmarred by boots or 
leggings. She was a tall, lithe, supple, straight- 
limbed stripling, whose swagger was assumed 
only when it was necessary to conceal her sex, 
and was forgotten in the natural resumption of 
her womanhood whenever the necessity of con- 
cealment was removed. Her meeting with 
Orlando in the forest of Arden was replete with 
delicacy and coquetry, and the ruse of making 
her lover pay court to her as Rosalind was 
adopted in@ Manner that was wholly charm- 
ing. There was never & Moment in all this 
scene when her woman’s heart did not show 
clearly above her man’s garb. The joy at dis- 
covering the extent and constancy of Orlando’s 
passion was exploited with a touch that was as 
true as it was delicate, and the fear and grief 
at the subsequent news of his misfortune was 
pathetio in its intensity. 

Miss Renan’s whole performance was a tri- 
ump which adds materially to the laurels 
which she has already won. It stamps her 
more than ever aS @ comedienne of sterling 
worth, rare abilities, and genuine accomplish- 
ments. 

The great success achieved by Miss Rehan 
was approximated by a majority of the other 
actors, and in some instances it was equaled, 
Mr. John Drew aa Orlando was surprising in 
the facility with which he assumed the 
réle. His work was thoroughly manly, 
and throughout the evening he _ con- 
tinually sounded the depths of the 
character. His wrestling scene was one of the 
most realistic and spirited that we have ever 
seen, while his adoration of Rosalind, his devo- 
tion to Adam, his impetuous onslaught upon 
the camp of the banished Duke, his banter with 
Jacques, and his love scene with Rosalind in 
the wood were all given with a directness of 
purpose and a firmness of judgment which 
commanded sincere admiration. 

Mg. Lewis as Touchstone was effectively 
drofland always amusing. Mr. George Clarke 
as the melancholy Jacques gave ample evi- 
dence of careful and intelligent study. He was 
always the philosopher, whose cynicism would 
erop out, and he read the famous speech 
of the Seven Ages in & manner that 
elicited a spontaneous outburst of 
applause. Mr. Charles Fisher was a rare old 
Adam and Miss Isabel Irving was a pretty and 
bouncing Audrey. Miss Henrietta Crossman as 
Celia and Miss Jean Gordon as Phebe were em- 
inently successful, while Mr. Charles Wheatleigh 
as the Banished Duke, Mr. George Middleton 
as Duke Frederick, Mr. Sidney Herbert as Le 
Beau, Mr. Hobart Bosworth as Charles the 
wrestler, Mr. Eugene Ormond as Oliver, Mr. 
Charles Leclercq as Corin, Mr. Frederick Bond 
as Silviua, and Miss Kitty Cheatham as a per- 
son representing Hymen, contributed individ- 
ually and collectively to the great success of 

the evening. 

The fact that the performance did not con- 
clude until midnight makes it impossible to de- 
vote in this notice that attention to the scenery 


and costumes which is their due. They 
were both as near perfection as _ taste 
knowledge, and unlimited resources could 


make them, The Forest of Arden was 
represented in several scenes which were not 
cut up by the ordinary device of lowering drop- 
curtains, but which were connected and blended 
by @ panoramic arrangement which brought 
ene scene after another under the inspec- 
tion of the auditors in @& manner 
thet was as gratifying as it was 
novel. These wood scenes were superb speci- 
mens of the art of sceve painting, and the har- 
moiry of color, deliciously gray and green tints 
intermingling with flashes of sunlight here and 
there and dying away in a vista of subdued 
light in the hazy distance, never tired the eye, 
but continually rested it by some newly-discoy- 
ered beauty in this place or that. 

“Tf any objection can be urged against this 
revival it is in thelength of time consumed 
in the production, a fault that can be 
easily remedied, and that will probably will 
he before the next performance. Mr. Au- 
gustin Daly has already an enviable rep- 
utation for Shakesperean revivals, but in all the 
list of brilliant successes he has achieved in this 
direction there is none that surpasses this re- 
vival of“ As You Like It.” It will please the 
student and the casual theatregoer alike and 
will furnish entertainment of the highest class 
to all.

THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA. 

It is no disparagement to our own excellent 
orchestral organizations to say that the annual 
visits of the Boston Symphony Orchestra are 
as important in their line as any entertain- 
ments that occur in this city, not excepting the 
notable concerts of the Philharmonic Society. 
We have no instrumental body which is kept at 
work throughout the season every week under 
the guidance of ene man, and our bands cannot 
be expected to achieve those high results whicn 


are to be reached only through constant and 
rigerous drill Last night’s concert, the 
tirst given here this season by the excellent 
Players from Boston, was made more than com- 
monly interesting by the début here of the new 
conductor of the band, Mr. Arthur Nikisch. 

The programme was, With the exception of 
one number, made up of compositions quite 
familiar to this public. The number referred 
to was Brahms’s violin concerto in D, opus 
77. From the interesting remarks in the pro- 
gramme book by G. H. Wilson we extract the 
tollowing: ‘This concerto was written ex- 
pressly for Dr. Joachim, who played the solo 
part when it was first performed in publicata 
concert at the Gewandhaus, Leipsic, on the 
evening of New Year’s Day, 1879. Itis in 
the same key as the symphony’ frem 
the pen of its composer which preceded 
it; and some critics have discovered a 
certain family likeness between the two 
works, particularly as regards the first move- 
ment. Inform the concerto is a strict classic. 
Even Mendelesonn’s innovations are passed 
over by Brahms, who writes in three sepurate 
movements, with tuttis, soli, and cadenzas, &e., 
just where his predecessors, Mozart, Beetho- 
ven, and Sponr would expect to find them; yet 
tue deiails aud spirit of the work are essentially 
modern. lt is, moreover, @ composition in 
which the solo part is subjective. 

“From that posnt in the first movement lead- 
ing to the usoal pause and cadenza, Brahins 
permits the performer to step in aud fill the 
gap. Mr. Kneisel has written a cadenza which 
rests tn, part upon subjects contuined in the 
movement of which it becomes alink. Apart | 
from the musical interest the cadenza possesses, | 
it stands as the first example in composition by 
the present concert master ot the Bosion 5) m- 
phony Orchestra heard here.” 

No objection need be made to the composer's 
return to the early form of the slassical con- 
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Kneisel’s, the resultis happy. The coneerte 18 
& g001 piece of composition, somewhat austere 
in spirit, but fluent, symmetrical, and wholly 
intelligible, The last assertion cannot always 
be made in regard to Brahma’s music. Mr, 
Kneisel’s performance of the work was & Vé 
beautiful exbibition of violin playing, roun 
pure, and sympathetic in tone, scholarly ig 
phrasing, clean in bowing, accurate in ato 
ping, and carefully studied in every dei 
tail. His bp heer of his own cadenza waq 
masterly and aroused the warmest kind of en- 
thusiasm, which broke forth again at the 

of the number. That the soloist, appearing be- 
fore an audience in whose sars the witchery of 
Sarasate was so fresh, should have been 
heartily applauded was a high tribute to hig 
ability. Mr. Kneisel is an artist, and he will 
always be welcomed in this city. 

The orchestra played the overture to “Kury, 
anthe,” the prelude to “Tristan and Isolde,” 
and Schumann’s ever-lovely D minor sym. 
phony. The readers of this journal have al- 
ready had extended comment on Mr. Nikisch’s 

ualities as a conductor. Itis not necessary, 
therefore, to say much at thistime. His read- 
ing of the ‘“Euryanthe” overture was * admi- 
rable, but it would undoubtedly have gained in 
impressiveness had he imparted a more wigors 
ous movement to the final allegro, 

The “ Tristan” vorspiel was read nobly. The 
announcement of the opening motive was preg- 
nant with dramatic power, the crescendo in the 
’cello phrase being most effective. The tre- 
mendous climax, one of the mightiest utter- 
ances in all music, was given with great breadth 
and dignity, and with a magnificently-expreas- 
ive balance of the interwoven voice 
But the conductor’s finest achievement 
was in the symphony. It was played 
in @ marvelously fine manner. The per} 
formance of it showed that Mr. Nikiseh could 
make an orchestra not only sing, but also de- 
claim, & feature which was equally conspicnous 
in the Cantabile passage of the overture. Under 
this leader the orchestra does not, it is true, 
achieve such exquisite polish as it did under 
Mr. Gericke, but it reveals something far better 
—a grand sweep of power and a masterful dra« 
matic force. That Mr. Nikisch was successful 
last night is beyond a question, and New-Yoriz 
has almost as much reason to be thankful [rc 
~ presence in America as Boston ought to

The letterpress 18 also 
illustrated. At the head of each biographical 
sketch is asmall engraved portrait of the artist; 
at the foot an engraving in half tone after a 
sketch ia black and white by himor her. Ong 
lady is admitted to the octave; she is Mis 
Maud Humphrey, who has certainly achiey 
remarkabie distinction at an early age, 
her birth being given for the year 1868, 
Messrs. Percy Moran and Hamilton Gibson 
lead the list. Other contributors are Messrs. 
Gerome Ferris, H. W. McVickar, J. M. Barna< 
ley, James Symington, and Paul Nimmo Moran. 
Some of these are wore expert cr at least better 
known for pen-and-ink sketches and drawings 
for the press than water colors, but they ac- 
quit themselves well.

EPIDEMIO INFLUENZA.

From the Medical Record, Dec. 14. 

The epidemic of influenza which we have 
already referred to as occurring in Russia hag 
spread into Finland and Eastern Prussia, and is 
not unlikely to spread throughout Europe, and 
even reach this country. The disease travels 
rapidly, and has been kuown to make all Eu. 
ropa sneeze within six weeks, so that we may 
expect an arrival here before our Winter 
months are over. It used to be thought thaf 
this epidemic moved in dwfinite cycies of 100 
years. Although such an idea has been long 
abandoned, it is a curious faot that the infla- 
enza prevailed in America 100 years ago, and 
Dr. John Warren, in s letterto Dr. Lettsem, 
says that “our beloved President Washington 
is but now recovering from a severe and dan- 
gerous attack of it.” 

In 1830 an epidemic started in fChina; i 
reached Russia in January, 1831, and by May i 
had spread to Western Europe; but it only 
reached this paced in January, 1832, and 
then prevailed but slightly. 

Another and severer epidemic started in Rus- 
sla in December, 1836; within a month it ap- 

eared in London and rapidly spread over 

urope. This time, again, America was not 
affected. Anepidemic of considerable extent 
prevalled in the United States about ten years 
ago,and there have been various mild mani- 
festutions of the disease. On the whole, how- 
ever, North America does not seem to be very 
favorable to the development of epidemic in- 
fluenza in its worst forms, and it is unlikely 
that we shall have a severe. visitation, if we 
have any at all. 

Tho disease is not dangerous, except some- 
times to children or the aged. while the formor 
often show a decided exemption. 

There is no doubt that this new epidemigs will 
prove a boon to bacteriology, for Sseifert’s 
micrococcus has not quite satisfied patholo- 
gists, and we anxiously await the announce- 
ment of the discovery of the influenza bacillus, 
only regretting for the sake of American 
science that the miasm always begins in the 
East and travels West. The bacteriological 
laboratories of Europe will therefore have the 
first chance. 

The disease is undoubtedly due to some micro- 
organism which floats in the air, and which 
infects the human system, but is generally 
killed in so doing, for influenza is but slightly 
if at all contagious. 

We observe that some feeling of alarm pre- 
vails lest this epidemic be a precusor to 
cholera, @8 Was the case in 1831 and 1847. 
There have been, however, plenty of cholera 
epidemics withouta preceding iniinenza, and & 
great many influenza epidemics without any 
associate cholera. The micro-organisms of the 
two diseases are as essentially different as are 
the diseases themselves. The cholera germ 
lives in water and soil, the influenza germ in 
the alr. The relation between the two diseases 
has been, we believe, purely accidental.

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SEEING THE CITY'S SIGHTS 


THE PAN-AMERIOANS HAVE A 
TIVELY DAY. 
THEY VISIT THE NORMAL COLLEGE 
AND OTHER INSTITUTIONS, AND AT- 
TEND A RECEPTION AT NIGHT. 


Tt was a bad day for sight-seeing yesterday, a 
flay when the drizzling rain combined with the 
mud in the streets to operate disagroeably 
against excarsions about the city. But the 
members of the Pan-American Conference had 
come here to see the city as well as they can in 
the fourfr five days allotted to them, and they 
did not permit bad weather to interfere with 
the plans laid out for them. They were ready 
early in the morning, and when their indefati- 
gable escorts had the long line of carriages 
drawn up on the Twenty-third-street side or the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel at 10 o’clock but a few 
seconds wero lost in the start. Mr. Blaine, who 
was not feeling very well, did not accompany 
the party on any of its trips yesterday. 

The city’s guests, their friends, and their 
escorts were driven direct tothe Normal Col- 
lege, where great preparations had been made 
to receive them. Mr. J. Edward Simmons, 
President of the Board of Education, and Presi- 
dent Thomas Hunter of the college met them at 
the main entrance, and as each of the visitors 
sutered the building he was given a cordial wel- 
come by each of those gentlemen. 

The formal reception was held in the spacious 
room upstairs called the chapel, which had 
been prettily decorated in honor of the visit of 
our Southern cousins, Draped in graceful folds 
on the wall-behind the large platform on which 
the guests were seated were two silken Ameri- 
can fiags, enveloping in their brilliant folds a 
Steel engraving of the Father of Our Country. 


In front of the President’s desk were arranged 
two smaller editions of the silken emblems, but 
the prettiest of all decorations did not appear 
until the party had arrived in the room. hey 
were the bright, fresh faces of the pretty girls 
themselves, flushed with the exhilarating ex- 
citement of the occasion, and beaming with the 
healthful glow of youth. 

Justas the delegation entered the room, @ 
gxobBg sounded from away olf somewhere, @ door 
opened noiselessly upon the gallery, and 700 of 
the girls marched like soldiers, only infinitely 
more graceful, to their places in the balcony. 
Then vrrof. Mangold, seated at the piano, struck 
an open sesame note upon his instrument, the 
doer to the main hall flew open as if by magic, 
and 1,000 more pretty girls tiled rustlingly in 
aud march to their respective desks, standing 
there facing their visitors until the exer- 
cises should begin. The first notes of ** My 
Country, ’Tis of Thee” sounded as the last girl 
got to her place, and in a few seconds the whole 
building seemed filled with the melody of the 
song. The girls sang it in chorus, and sang it 
well, as they do everything they undertake. As 
the last notes died away there was a noise like 
the rattle of musketry. It was somewhat start- 
ling, but it only resulted from the almost 
simultaneous letting down of one thousand 
Movable seats. 

Everybody then sat down and the girls fol- 
lowed up their musical success by singing ‘‘ Co- 
lumbia” iu a way which compelled the applause 
of the enthusiastic Southerners. President 
Hanter then went through the rather unneces- 
sary form of introducing Mr. Simmons, and 
that gentleman, taking into consideration, per- 
haps, the recent long trip of the delegates and 
the banquets and fétes which they had been 
cailed upon to attend, read a chapter from the 
Book of Job. This was followed by an exercise 
known in the technique of the college as * Quo- 
tations.” Several of the students rose in their 
individual places and recited selections from 
Standard works, and then the whole assem- 
blage sang a weird Braziliau air, which compli- 
ment was promptly recognized by Sefior Men- 
donca and Sedur Valente, the Brazilian deié- 
gates, who, in their own enthusiastic way, 
thanked the ‘‘sweet young girls.” 

Then there were more recitations and one of 
them was made by Miss Cohen from Andrew 
Oarnegie’s “Triumphant Democracy.” Mr. 
Carnegie, who with Mrs. Carnegie, sat on the 
platform, insisted upon recognizing this com- 

liment to himself at once, and as soon as Miss 
Gonen had finished and had sat down, prettily 
blushing, he advanced to the edge of the plat- 
form and said: ‘‘Andrew Carnegie never ro- 
ceived so great & compliment as that which 
this young lady has just paid him. He thanks 
you for it deeply.” 

Several of the recitations were in foreign lan- 
guages. The young ladies who made them 
were: Miss BRarper, Miss Hester (Spanisn,) 
Miss Bayles (German,) Miss Cecile Smith, Miss 
Bloomfield, Miss Nolen, Miss Stettheimer 
(French,) Miss Cohen, Miss Shopland, Miss Da- 
voreu, Miss Ames, and Miss Ruggles (German.) 

President Simmons then made an address out- 
lining the objects of the International Oonfer- 
ence, and gave something of a history of the 
Normal College. It was started in 1870 as a 
training schoo] for teachers, he said, but it met 
with such immediate and pronounced success 
that within a very short timeitwas made a 
college. In the enumeration of statistics Mr. 
Simmons said that 4,500 students had been 
graduated from the college, and there were at 
present 2,800 girls receiving instructions there. 
There were 300,000 pupils in the public schools 
of the city, and the average dally attendance 
was about 160,000. 

Gen. Nicano Bolet Peraza of Venezuela made 
a handsome little speech in English, telling the 
girls how giad he was of an opportunity which 
permitted him to see so Many pretty girls at 
ounce, and Mr. Carnegie alao spoke briefly. iss 
Bloomfield next sang “Viva 1l’America,”’ the 
other students singing the chorus, and Sefor 
Caamaio, ex-President of Eucador, was intro- 
duced and made his remarks in Spanish. ‘hey 
were not very long, and the students applauded 
him just as much as if they had understood 
what he had said. If they had understood him 
they would have been delighted, for it was a 
very good speech, and had lots of nice things 
init about themselves. 

Yhen there came afew More meaning remarks 
from the directing piano and all the girls rose 
up at once and marched to their respective 
classrooms. The visitors then inspectea the 
whole building, paying particular attention to 
the practical workings of the training school. 
In the latter department exercises of an inter- 
esting pature something like those just wit- 
nessed were gone through with by the 1,100 
pupils there. Yesterday was the birthday of 
the poet Whittier, and the majority of the reci- 
tations were from h18 Works. 

It was then long past noon, and the visitors 
were burried into their waiting carriages and 
driven rapidly over to the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Artin Central Park. There they were 
met by Mr. Henry G. Marquand and other 
Trustees of the museum, who bade them a cor- 
dial welcome.

Half an hour or so was spent after luncheon 
by little parties of the guests in wandoring 
through the galleries, and then came a drive 
through the Park to the American Museum of 
Natural History, where a committee of the 
Trustees, composed of Morris K. Jesup, Adrian 
Iselin, D. Jackson Steward, James M. Consta- 
ble, Charles Lanier, Oliver Harriman, Charles 
G ngdon, Prof. Albert P. Bickmore, and D. 
Willis James, recelved them. Mr. Jesup mado 
a short address of welcome, telling the South- 
erners the history of the institution, its aims 
and ambitions, how it was supported, the work 
it did, and all about it. — : 

Perhaps the thing which the visitors found 
that most interested them was the Maximilian 
collection of South American birds—‘‘ the finest 
collection of the kind,’ Mr. Jeaup informed 
them, “in the world.” Next to the birds, the 
mournful effigy of the late lamented Mr. Crow- 
ley, once the life of the Central Park Menagerie, 
seemed to attract the delogates most, ge I of 
them bad often heard of the ingenuous chimm- 
papzee, and all of them regretted that they 
pould not have seen him while the breath of 
life wasio him. Mr. Crowley in life never had 
a more attentive or @ More appreciative audi- 
ence than bad Mr. Crowley’s beautifully-stuffed 
boay yesterday afternoon. 

From the Museum, at which nos very much 
time was spent, the city’s Zuests were driven 
through the rain to St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
Arehbishop Oorrigan had been notified only 
half an hour before of the unpremeditated visit, 
but heappeared at the foot of the altar stairs 
just in time to receive his visitors, the majority 
of whom, by the way, are Catholics. The Arch- 
bishop exerted himself to entertain them, and 
he succeeded admirably. He showed them 
al! about the great interior, the central altar, 
the masstve pulpit, and the ante-rooma, and 
only the lateness of the hour and the gathering 
gloom outside prevented him from taking his 
guests up into the spires. In faet, he proposed 
the trip, but it was voted to put it off until 
some otier time. 

It had been intended to drive ap to the River- 
side Park, but itrained so persistently at just

about the time it had been. proposed to start 
that this little jaunt was abandoned. So, after 
leaving the cathedral, the members of the party 
were driven to the Fifth-Avenue Hotel to get a 


little needed rest before the festivities of the 
evening began. 

But when they arrived at the hotel they found 
another committee thero also to bid them wel- 
¢ome. It was a delegation from tue New-York 
Board of Trade and Transportation, who bore 
an elaborately-printed ‘ Addross of Welcome to 
the Delegates of the Pan-American Congress. 

Following is an extract: 

“ We appreciate that at this stage in the course of 
your sojourn among ue it is especially fitting that 
Wwe ofter you the assurances of our good-will and 
support. You have just returned from an extended 

rip into the very heart of our country; you have 

een the industries of our nation at work; you have 
felt its pulses throb and thrill with the forces in 
potion: the cities of the country have thrown wide 

heir gates and have bade you welcome. You have 
seen the Nation’s workshop; wenow welcome you 
to her counting room. Our first welcome to you 
was one of formal greeting to honored guests; we 
now greet you as our friends. 

**Itis eminently proper, on the eve of the un- 
sealing of those compacts which we hope will bear 
abundant fruit, that you should visit the city which 
effurds the means of exit for the great bulk of 
the Nation’s commerce. The time was when we 
could have shown you a harbor teeming with ves- 
sels resplendent with the Stars and stripes. Woe 
are confident that the time will come when, through 
our combined efforts. we can boast that the major- 
ity of vessels in our waters will bear that ensign 
and those of your sister republics.” 


This address, which was a long one, was lis- 
tened to with great attention, and a fitting, 
though brief, response was made. ‘hen the 

elegates retired to their rooms and prepared 
or dinner, which was eaten in a private dining 
room at 6 o’clock. 

The wage bay tendered to the delegates last 
night by the Union League Club, at its club- 
house, was one of the most conspicuously-gor- 
geous entertainments ever given by that organ- 
ization. I'he most elaborate preparations had 
been made for the event, and the house was 
radiant with brilliant colors from the entrance 
to the highest floor. Fiags of all the republics 
in the world hung upon the walls of the main 
hall, and their own native flags were the first 
things upon which the eyes of the delegates 
feil as they entered the building. Aside trom 
the uniqueness of the collection the colors of 
the many flags, blended in the arranging with 
exquisite taste, lent a warmth and an amount 
of cheerfulness to the great corridor which was 
only added to by the brilliant elecirio lights. 

Ferns, palms, and tropical plants were every- 
where about the corridors and on the great 
stairoase. A beautifully embroidered canopy 
of heavy Spanish silk made a sort of envelop- 
ment of the stairway. It was hung upon the 
ceiling and covered the walls down to the steps 
themselves on each side. In the ballroom, 
in which the reception was held, wasa fortune 
in rare Gobelin and Beauvois tapestries hung 
on tue walls and at intervals between these 
magnificent squares were arranged trophies of 
aucient armor. The stage in this room, on 
which was the orohestra, was alwost hidden 
behind a mass of tropical foliage that looked 
as if it had grown there. Silken standards 
bearing the coats of arms of Central and 
South American countries, hung from halberds 
fixed beside the walls. 

In the library were massed on tables quanti- 
ties of splendid orchids in full bleom, maiden- 
hair ferns, and American Beauties. The display 
of orchids was almost an unequaled one, and 
the roses were in themselves a maguificent 
show. Perhaps the most brilliant effect of all 
was given by the great stained glass window 
at the head of the main stairway. Its glorious 
colors were heighteneu and added to by glaring 
electric lights behind, whose harsh light reached 
the beholder softened and chastened by the 
wondrously stained glass through which it 
passed. The window stood out from ali the 
surrounding decorations and seemed of itself to 
shed a brilliant light on allaboutit. There 
were 80 maby other beautiful things in this 
gorgeous house that it is doubtful it the visiting 
Southerners saw them all. 

The delegates arrived at theclubhouse a little 
after 9 o’clock and were received in the main 
hall by Chauncey M. Depew, President of the 
club, and the other members of the Reception 
Committee. The reception was 4 very informal 
one. There were just a few words uttered by 
Mr. Depew as only he can utter words of wel- 
come, a few words from the delegates them- 
selves, and the reception was over. Every- 
body wentup into the resplendent rooms above, 
and very soon the visiting party was pretty 
thoroughly distributed about in the various 
rooms. There were twenty-four ladies in the 
visiting psrty, and they, particularly, were im- 

ressed by what they saw. Mr. Depew and Mr. 
Blaine afterward, in the ballroom, held a sort 
of reception of their own, and individual pres- 
entatious were then made. 

Supper, served by Wainwright, the club’s new 
steward, was eaten in half a dozen rooms 
throughout the building. Dancing was to have 
been begun before the supper was served, but 
the crowd was so great that that was impossi- 
ble. In the later hours, however, there was 
dancing enough to satisfy the youngest and 
most enthusiastic of the ladies.

The greatest value of the apparatus, how- 
ever, he said, was that 1t brought to the bed- 
sides of | engem that which pbysicians have 
been sending them on long, toilsome journeys 
to get. It brings a remedial agent to the poor 
that heretofore was only obtainable by the 
rich. He said that for centuries the sick have 
been sent to thermal springs, and hundreds of 
thousands of bottles of Ems, Carlsbad, Vichy, 
and other warm mineral waters have been 
sent to all quarters of the civilized world, to be 
taken when warmed by the admixture of hot 
milk or water. 





EXPLORATION IN COREA. 
From the London Times. 

It is stated that Mr. Campbell of the British 
Consulate General in Seoul is at present explor- 
ing the frontiers of Corea. He traveled first by 
Wunsan to Kiang-Hung, a town thirty miles 
south of the Piumen, which has lately been 
onan to Russian trade. Thence he traveled 
along the Russo-Chinese frontier to the mouth 
of the Yalvo River, which he crossed into Man- 
churia, and at the datefjof the latest information 
he was on his way to the Great White Moun- 
tains ata pomt where the Russo-Manchurian 
frontier runs over lofty mountain passes.

MR. CARNEGIE THE GOOD. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: , 

From earliest age I have had (to use a Scotch 
saying) a warm corner in. my heart for that 
class of men who always sée everything in this 
world through a silver lining. Iam sure the 
author of “Triumphant Democracy” is in that 
respect the very man after my own heart. In 
his Boston speech last week our kind-hearted 
philanthropist went even So far as to state that 
if he were the ‘‘doorkeeper of heaven” he 
would “keep the grumblers out.’ It is, there- 
fore, ashame and asin that all people in this 
country are not as happy as our great philan- 
thropist. In fact, he reminds me of the Eastern 
Rajab in ‘‘La Bayadére,” who, when his hungry 
subjects bring him a petition, has them first all 
whipped, and then sings: 

“Happy am I, from all care I am free, 


Why aio’t you all contented like me?” 

Now, Mr. Carnegie, being rich, well, happy, 
and contented, was naturally anything but 
pleased to listen to Mr. Cleveland’s speech 
sounding a warning note about the decay of 
honest voting and holding up tne looking glass 
to the vast assembly, which did not produce 
80 cheerful a sensation as Mr. Carnegie would 


have wished. In fact, had Mr. Carnegie that 
night been the doorkeeper of heaven and Mr. 
Cleveland an applicant for admittance, it would 
bave gone hard with our ex-President. 

But the good and cheerful Mr. Carnegie had 
many arrows in his kilt with which he would 
slay the grumblers that evening, and by grum- 
blers, of course, is meant base, doleful tariff 
smashers, who are the cause of all unhappi- 
ness. And one of these arrows that was weant 
not only to hit, but also to kill the arguments of 
the tariff smashers, was the following, namely: 
How high duties reduce the price of manufact- 
ures.

Now, then, here are afew discrepancies. First, 
ten years ago we made plate glass and pro- 
duced iu 1880 $863,305 worth. The price of the 
largest size of plate glass was “nov” $1 50 per 
square foot five years ago, but simply the cost 
abroad and charges, 50 cents duty per square 
toot added, whiobh, in 1888, was 144 per cent. 
The present cost of the largest size of plate 
glass abroad is about 44d. to 1-5d., or, bay 34 
cents persquare foot, The duty is 50 cents a 
square foot. Hence the home manufacturer 
simply takes the full pound of flesh, or the 
amount of duty. 

Of course, I don’t know whether our amiable, 
philanthropic Mr. Carnegie is aware that the 

late-glass producers, aud, in fact, even win- 

ow-giass Manufacturers, have a * combine’— 
we will not call itatrust. We 3ee announce- 
ments of the kind often enough in the papers. 
Butif£ either * tariff smashera,’’ Mugwumps, or 
any otber kind of reformers dare tu * grumble” 
we will not tet them pass through the portals 
of heaven. 

AsTamon the subject of glass, and as the 
members of the Pan-American Congress are in- 
specting our magnificent metropolis, I wish to 
call their attention to two subjects. First, our 
dirty streets, and second, our splendid windows. 
Dickens has immortalized the “Golden Dust- 
man.” In this city we have the ‘Dirty Ring- 
man,” or we May say “ Ringmen.” There have 
been miliions in New-York’s dirty streets, The 
most honest and perseveriug Mayors and other 
high oflicials have got stuck In New-York street 
mud and were never heard of again. Our 
aristoeratic home mud bas flourished without 
any protection, and the pauper inud of Europe 
or any other mud could never beat our home 
proauct. Here our amiable and friendly Com- 
missioners of the Pan-American Congress can 
see it demonstrated that our mud industry can 
flourish without protection. 

I will now eall the attention of our Pan-Ameri- 
can friends to the windows in New-York houses. 
They are invariably of plate glass, ana there is 
not a city in the world that can beat New-York 
in handsome windows. Now, then, it is an 
actual fact that the tax or duty on plate glass 
is as foilows: Plate glass, 10 by 15 inches, 3 
cents per foot, or 13.60 per cent.; plate glass, 
16 vy 24 inches, 5 cents per tfvot, or 19.78 per 
cent.; plate glass, 24 by 30 inches, 8 cents per 
toot, or 27.46 per cent. 

Now, we Must admit that this is a moderate 
tax. The above ginss goes into the honses of 
the rich. Of course it will not do to tax influ- 
ential and rich citizens. 

But now let me show how we tax that olase 
of peopie who build three-hundred-dollar houses 
or the hundreds of thousands ot farmers who 
live in the far West. Those houses are glazed

Letme show to what extent we have 
taxed that class of people in 1888:

We have squeezed out of the neediest, most 
hard-working of our population $1,563,000 
taxes on their “daylight” or window tax, which 
has gone into the Treasury; but we have 
squeezed at least $5,000,000 more and put it 
into the pockets of people who made similar 
glass. Our pan-American guests may reflect on 
the above statistics and come to the conclusion 
that having flourishing window-gilass indus- 
tries may, after all, not be the highest blessing.

LOST IN AN IDAHO FOREST. 


THE NARROW ESCAPE OF A MAN WHO 
TOOK A “SHORT curt.” 


SPOKANE FALis, §Washington, Dec. 17.—A. 
P. Sedge, a prominent man here, had a nar- 
row escape from death while on a hunting trip 
in the mountaius in Northern Idaho. For sev- 
eral days the party camped at a ranch, when 
they decided to go on to anotherranch. The 
wagon with the cumping outfit started. Sedgo 
thought he would take a short cut over the 
ridges, hunt on the way, and fall in with the 
wagon at a certain point. 

He started out and reached the place where 
he ought to have met the wagon, but could find 
no road. He walked on and on, at lastrealized 
that he was lost. Atnignthe built a fire and 
reasted a pheasant for his supper and lay 
down by the embers of the fire. 

It snowed all night, andin the morning he 
arose, shook off the heavy blanket of snow, and 
started out again, but found himself back at 
camping place at 2 o’clock. He roasted another 
pheasant, and again trailed out and wandered 
On until he came to a creek. 

This he followed down until the banks be- 
came precipitate bluffs and the stream went 
dashing over rapids. He then climbed the 
bluffs and tried, from a bald peak, to take a 
survey of the country. He laid out a course 
for himself, and woutd every little while climb 
a tree to take his bearing. He was traveling in 
dense timber. 

At night he tried to make a fire. He had 
only three matches left. Two went out. With 
the last he made a tire in a hollow of a cedar 
tree. He lay down by his fire, drying his 
clothes on him, firston one side, then turning 
the other. 

He slept soundly for about two hours. Then 
he started out and traveled all day. At dusk 
he heard two sbots, and he tired off his own 
gun in reply, but got no response. He stood 
under a tree all nignt stamping and walking to 
Keep himself warm. 

He was so sleepy that he had to get a club 
and belabor the trunk of a tree to keep himself 
awake and keep up the circulation. He pulled 
off one boot and emptied the water out. The 
other he could not get off. 

At daylignt he again started out, keeping the 
trail of some blazed trees. It was snowing 
hard and intensely cold, but he trudged on, 
more dead than alive, and at last found himself 
near a dwelling. . 

Meantime his wife, who had heard that he 
was lost, had aroused the neighbors. Eleven 
men went on the hunt for him and were joined 
by others, making a crowd of thirty. 

When they saw him coming through the 
blinding snow, there went oP shouts as had 
never been heard in that neighborhood before, 
So exhausted was Sedge that, when he got into 
the house, he could hardly stand. It was 
several days before he fully recovered.

WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY, 


AYRES’S ENDOWMENT OF GREAT 
BENEFIT TO THE INSTITUTION. 


HARTFORD, Deo. 17.—The gift from Dr. Dan- 
iel Ayres of Brooklyn, N. Y., last week to the 
new endowment fund of Wesleyan University, 
amounting to $250,000, is the largest single 
donation which that institution has received. 

The Trustees of the university have perfected 
plans for raising $250,000 in addition to the 
fund just received from Dr. Ayres. At the 
semi-annual meeting of the board last week 
subscriptions were made to the amount of 
$59,500, and it 18 hoped that the remainder 
will be subscribed by the annual Commence- 
ment in June, 

In speaking of the gift of Dr. Ayres yesterday 
President Raymond of the university said the 


great bencfaction had grown outof the doctor's 
interest in the institution, and had been given 
without solicitation, 

In pointing out the work that @e to be inaugu- 
rated by means of the new cadowment Presi- 
dent Raymond says the way will now be pre- 
pared for post-graduate courses, especially in 
the line of scientific research. Work will be 
affurded for resident graduates, entitling them 
to the degree of Ph. D. The post-graduate 
students now pureuing courses in the colleges 
are engaged in scienve and history. 

Prof. Wilson, who is a graduate of Princeton 
and Johns Hopkins, and is one of the most pro- 
gressive men of the university, considers the 
great value of Dr. Ayres’s gift to be in the fact 
that it is not tied up. 

Independent of the gift made last week by 
Dr. Ayres, the total property of the university 
at present aggregates $1,308,186. Of this 
amount $400,000 is in real estate. The old col- 
lege building and lands are valued at $155,000 
and Orange Judd Hall at $105,000. The per- 
sonal property, including the library, which is 
estimated at $45,000, is worth $109,630. The 
available resources which supply the monty 
tion with necessary funds amount to $698,556. 
The total receipts for the year ending June 20, 
1889, were $53,418. The expenditures tor the 
college year exceeded the income by $2,480, 
This deficit was more than met by subscriptions 
from the Trustees. The corns of instructors 
has been increased this year by the addition of 
Dr. W. P. Bradley in chemistry, Mr. L, Oscar 
Kuhns in French, Mr. Karl P. Huntington in 
Latin, and Mr. Jonn L. Bridge as assistant in 
chemistry. Mr. H. L. Houghton of the Worces- 
ter Polytechnic Institute has been appotuted 
assistant in physics. The Chair in Biology has 
added a very important course to the curric- 
ulum. 

Tbe lecturers for the Fall and Winter terms 
include Carrojl D. Wright of the Department of 
Labor in Washington, G. Brown Goode, Director 
of the National Museum, and Dr. J. M. Buckley 
of the Christian Advocate. James Russell Lowell 
is also expected to deliver one lecture during 
the year. 

Dr. Raymond, the new President, has won the 
most cordial co-operation from his associates in 
the Faculty and the admiration and esteem of 
the undergraduates. ‘he outiook for the uni- 
versity has never been more hopeful and satis- 
factory than at present. 








THE NEW TORPEDO BOAT. 
HER THORNYCROFT BOILER SHOULD 


SEND HER AHEAD. 


Considerable interest attaches in navy circles 
to the forthcoming trial test of the new torpedo 
boat Cushing. This centres on the ability of 
the Cushing to improve upon the records made 
by the tamous Thornycroft torpedo boats 
Ariete, Rayo, and Coureur. 

The Cushing is wholly American in design and 
construction with the exception of the boiler, 
which is from the works of Thornycroft. It was 
originally supposed that the Herreshoffs, who 
have the construction work of the Cushing, 
would put into the boat one of their own boilers. 
In fact, the Herreshofts intended to do this up 
to the last moment when they were about to 
announce the boat ready for trial. For some 
reason the firm, to the surprise of most navy 
officers, suddenly asked permission of the Navy 
Department to substitute an English Thorny- 
croft boiler for one of their own make, The 


Navy Departinent granted the request, though 
it is understood that the acquiescence was 
made reluctantly, 

The machinery, however, is Herreshoff in 
construction, a8 are also the hull and all the 
fittings. Lhe contract made by the Navy De- 
partment with the Herreshoifs specified that 
the new torpedo boat should be ready for trial 
by May 1, 1889. The craft would have been 
ready by the time specified had cot the change 
in the boilers been allowed. 

In point of structure, general dimensions, and 
speed powers the Cushing has been designed 
and built very close in all particulars to the 
torpedo boats Ariete, Rayo, and Coureur. These 
vessels are 147 feet 6 inches long by 14 feet 6 
inches beam, with a displacement of 98.75 tons 
on a draught of water or only 4 feet 11 inches. 
In appearanee they resemble somewhat the 
twenty-tive first-class sea-going torpedo boats 
built by the Thornycrofts tor the British Aumi- 
ralty in 1886. ‘he guaranteed speed in «all 
these vessels was 25 knots an bour on tne 
measured mile and 23 knots on arun of two 
hours’ duration, On their official trials tie 
Ariete did 26.003 kuots on the measured mile 
and 24.9 knots on the two hours’ run, and the 
Rayo 25.52 knots on the measured mile and 
24.63 knots on the two hours’ run, while the 
Coureur, which was tried at Cherbourg, from 
soine cause Which Mr. Donaldson, Thornycroft’s 
Chief Engineer of Construction, says he was 
unable to discover, only did 23.5 Knots on the 
moasured mile and 23.6 knots on the two hours’ 
run. 

It is generally believed in navy circles that a 
high rate of spesd will be developed in the 
Cushing. 





BEAR HUNTING IN AUSTRIA. 
Vienna Dispatch to the London Daily News. 

Bear hunting is attended with extraordinary 
success in Austria and Hungary this year. The 
aristocratic hunting club in Hungary bagged 
twenty beara and one wolf in the Szolnok 
country, three beara were killed near the Adcls- 
berg Grotto, Count Windisch Graetz shot 
another in the Tyrol, and in the Sonnenthal 
beyond ‘rient two bears were killed. Here it 
is the custom to tleax lamb to a tree stump in 
a fovest Clearing, and the hunters remain con- 
ceaied ou the leeward side that the bear may 
notscent them. During one of the last bear 
hunts in Hungary a young lawyer missed the 
bear, who then attacked him, and a terrible 
combat followed, which must have ended 
tatally for the man had he not succeeded in 
inserting his loaded rifle into the heast’s jaws 
and then firing. He was found badly hurt by 
the animal’s claws. In Galicia a very large 
bear was bit with small shot and only slightly 
hurt, and he tore the huntsman to pieces and 
hurt three drivers before he vould be Killed.

DOM PEDRO AND BUSHEY PARK. 
From the London World. 

The announcement in the papers that Bushey 
Park “has been placed at tho disposal of the 
Emperor and Empress of Brazil by the Queen” 


is unfounded. Bushey has for many years been 
lent by the Queen to the Duo de Nemours, the 
father of the Comte d’ Bu, und her Majesty sim- 
ply informed his Royal Highness (who has been 
staying at Bushey for afew days) that she has 
no objection to the place being occupied by the 
Emperor and Empress if they wish to visit 
England. Whis is following the precedent of 
1848, when King Leopold obtalnca the Queen’s 
permission to lend Clarement tothe Orleans 
family, and they continued to reside there in 
spite of Lord Palmerston’s desperate effuris to 
ejectthem. Lord Palmerston’s hatred of Louis 
Philippe was guite acrazy, and the singularly 
ungracious manner in which he opposed his 
residence at Claremont was the beginning of 
his alienation from the Court and trom Lord 
John Russell, which ended in the catastrophe 
of his abrupt dismissal from the Foreign Oflice 
in December, 1851. 





BRAZIL ALARMS THE 
From the London Truth. 
The Czar has been nearly terrified out of his 
senses by the complete success of the military 
revolution in Brazil, as the spectacle of a whole 
army so suddenly turning round at tho instiga- 
tion of a popular Gencral is indescribably 
shocking and startling to the ruler of such an 
empire as Russia, ‘where the stability of the 
throne and dynasty entirely depends upon 
the fidelity of the army, and every one is 
aware that discontented Generals are by no 
means unknown in Russia. The Czar’s first 
step has besn to Stop the hideous persecutions 
of M. Pobedonetszelf, who has been practically 
the ruler of the empire for a considerablo 
period. Tens of thousands of Jews, Protest- 
ants, and Roman Catholics have been ruth- 
lessly driven out of the country by him, while 
vast numbers have been exiled to Siberia. If 
the Czar’s panic leads him to digrace Pobe- 
donetszelt, and to end this system of idiotic 
intolerance and brutal tyranny, it will at least 
give a check to the Nibilist conspiracies for a 
time.

The acoeptance of tenders from the Palmer 
Shipbuilding Company, Messrs. Laird Broth- 
ers, and Messrs. J. & G. Thompson, for the con- 


struction of four of, foe armor-clad ships re- 
cently designed. at itehall, completes, it is 
said, the tonnage for the British Navy which 
will, for a time at least, be intrusted to the 
private shipbuildera of the country. I[t ts no 
small task that has been undertaken by 
these three shipbuilding firms, and, at 
the lowest computation, their work will 
occupy three and a half years. Some 
idea may be had of the size of these 
new ships, when it is stated thatthe Nile and 
Trafalgar, tha largest ironclads at present in 
the British Navy, are of 12,000 tons displace- 
ment, and the Inflexiblo, which has so long 
been considered & Mammoth in construction, is 
but a few tonsa smaller. But the new armor- 
clads will be of 14,150 tons, The possession of 
these ships, it is thought, will once more enable 
Great Britain to take the lead among Euro- 
rean powers, notonly in having the strongest 
Navy, but the most powerful individual ships 
as well. Hitherto Italy has led the way with 
the Italia, Lepanto, Re Umberto, Sardegna, and 
Sicilia, ranging from 13,090 to 18,680 tons. 


The following account is given of the new 
cruiser Barham of the British Navy. She has 
three pole masts, with one funnel between the 


fore and main mast, and one between the main 
aud mizzen. This peculiar arrangement of fun- 
pels is caused by the engine room being placed 
in the centre of the ship, with the boilers before 
and abaftit. The boilers are of the locomotive 
type, as the designers wanted to got great 
power in a small space. The Barham is so 
slightly built that itis clear that her engines, 
which are to indicate 6,000 horse power under 
forved draught and 3,500 under natural 
draught, will shake her up considerably. She 
is very fine bowed, and when forced against 
seas Will, no doubt, dip uncomfortably. 

In the last issue of Lee Yacht M. Weyl] reviews 
the principal questions now before naval au- 
thorities everywhere. Commenting on a prop- 
osition to substitute 67-ton guns for 110-ton 
guns in the British warship Victoria, he says, 
the change will be more expensive and difficult 
than is supposed, and instances the cost and 
time occupied in substituting a 32-centimeter 
for a 34-contimeter gun in the Admiral Duperré. 
It was supposed that so slight a change could 
be made immediately, but it took several 
months. As to forced draft, M. Weyl points 
out that the system is discredited on both sides 
the British Channel. On the question of com- 
pound against steel armor pilates, M. Weyl goes 
in for plain steel. 

it is said that the British Government will 
soon be asked to contribute to the cost of 
lengthening the graving dock at Esquimault, 
British Columbia. The amount originally 
granted for the construction of this dock wus 
$250,000, and now another $50,000, being just 
half the sum needed for the work, is applied 
for. It has been discovered that the dock, 
which is only 430 feet in length, will not be 
nearly long enough for the mail steamers which 
the Canadian Pacitic Railway Company is con- 
structing, and as the British Government 1s 
greatly interested in the new mail service it is 
thought that it will uot be unwilling to aid in 
the improve ment of the dock. 

Broad Arrow says the Barosa has made good 
the boiler tubes which gave out during her re- 
cent forced draught trial. The ship will probably 
be commissioned for the west coast of Arica in 
January. ‘“ How long will tne Admiralty con- 
tinue to use forced draught and have forced 
draught trials?” asks iiroud Arrow, *“ These take 
several years from the life of the boiler and are 
utterly useless, as ofticers are not allowed to use 
forced dratt on service. They merely enable 
the Admiralty and the contractors to claim 
speed for ships which they do not really pos- 
sess. Give more boilers and abolish torced 
draught, and lot the speed of our ships be 
facts, ana not fables.” 

The following was the disposition of the 
British North American squadron up to the 
middle of last month: The Bellerophon, Emer- 
ald, Canadia, and Pylades wére at Bermuda. 
The Tourmaline was to leave Bermuda on Nov. 
2lfor Barbadoes and Jamaica, The Ready, 
Partridge, and Terror were also at Bermuda. 
The Urgent and Buzzard were at Jamaica. The 
Forward was at Bermuda, but was to be at 
Barbadoes by Nov. 26 to take part in the 
eclipse expedition with the Commerce. The 
Commerce was to proceed to Cayenne at the 
end of November with the eclipse expedition. 

Great Britain’s regard for the “sick man” has 
caused her naval authorities to call attention 
to the weak condition of the Sultan’s naval 


establishment and to point out that nearly all 
of the Turkish vessels are in @ more or less un- 
seaworthy condition. As an instance of the in- 
efliciency of the Turkish fleet, it will be re- 
membered that its best frigate recently started 
for Japan with decorations fromthe Sultan. 
This vessel then broke down completely. She 
has again broken down, and is unable to pro- 
cead beyond Singapore, the decorations being 
sent on by a regular mail steamer, 


The German Emperor 10868 no opportunity 
to give an impetus to his navy. Ho has or- 
dered that the operations of the German fieet 


on the east coast of Africa in the recent block- 
ade shall be considered as a campaign, as re- 
gards pensions and other advantages, and 
further, that the staff of the squadron and 
the crews of the gunboats Leipsic, Sophie, 
Carola, Moowe, and Sclwalbe and the dispateb 
boat Pfeil are all to reckon One yeal’s War Berv- 
ice. Theerews of the Olga, Adler, and Eber 
aro to be benefited in # similar manner for 
their services at Samoa. 

Bitter complaints are being made by Chief 
Engineers in the British Navy that their staffs 
are insufficient, and numbers of these officers 


attribute tho recent break-down of the Geroules 
to this cause. It 18 declared that the complex 
character of the machinery carried In modern 
war vessels renders the demand for an increase 
in the number of engineers @& question of ex- 
treme urgency. Tho Engineer Corps and the 
Lieutenants’ list of the British Navy seem to be 
the weak points of that service. 

According tothe Uniled Services Gazetle some 
very glowing accounts have come to hand of 
experiments at Marseilles with the Lebel rifle 
and ball cartridge. The distauce was a little 
over 200 yards and the targets were of the 
most heterogeneous character, varying from 
sacks filled with flour and coal to metal plate, 
broad pieces of oak and pine wood, and lastly, 
the carcass of @& horse. In every case tho re- 
sults are described as ainazing. One bullet en- 
tered the chest of the dead eteed and finally 
passed out through the taizh. 

The cruiser Phaeton, attached to the British 
Mediterranean squadron, appears to be giving 
great satisfaction to the British Admiralty, 
The Phaeton has recently putin to Malta, hav- 
ing steamed, since leaving the island last May, 
nearly 11,000 iniles, Much of this was run at 
high speed, varying from twelve to seventeen 
knots an hour. The Phaeton is the vessel that 
earned such an unenviable notoriety in the 
early days of her commission by the frequent 
and total collapses of ber machinery in the en- 
deavor to get a successful full-power trial. 

The new hydraulic valve for regulating the 
recoil of heavy guns, invented by W. G. Arm- 
stronug-Mitchell & Co, and tested at the Camper- 
down’s gun trial, has met with general approval, 
and 1s to be fitted to ali future heavy-gun 
mountings. The Camperdown will not wait for 
it to be titted to her other guns, a8 Sir Anthony 
Hoskins, who takes the Camperdown out as his 
flagship, is anxious to be off. She was commis- 
sioned on the 12th inst., and will proceed to 
Malta early in January. 

The British gunboat Redpole recently had a 
three hours’ full-speed trial, when the following 
figures were obtained: Pressure of steamto the 
square inch, 182 pounds; revolutions per min- 
ute, 159.5, giving a vacuum of 24.62; borse 
power indicated, 829, giving a speed by patent 
log of 13.2 knots an hour. The Redpole is soon 
to be given a ten days’ experimentul cruise in 
the Channel, 

Itis said thata new French torpedo cruiser 
has been completed for sea which, in point of 
speed and general seaworthiness, is reported to 
surpass anything that the British have pro- 
duced. The new craftis called the Agile and 
has maintained a seagoing speod of 2116 knots 
an hour, andhas been able to use her torpedo 
tubes at that high speed. 

Soundings have heen made in the Moeditoerra- 
nean between the Islands of Malta ana Candia 
by Commander Magnaghi of the Italian Navy 
which yielded a maximum dopth of 13,566 fest. 
Heretofore the deepest part of the Mediteranean 
was supposed to be between Sicily, Sardinia, 
and the African ovast, Where a depth of 10,500 
feet was found, 

The gunboat cruiser Goldfinch left the Med- 
way recently for the final trial of her engines 
and boilers under forced draught. The machinery 
was tested for four hours continuously, and do- 
veloped 1,196 horse power, or four horse power 
less than was specified nnder the contract. The 
speed on the measured mile was 13.5 knots, be- 
ing halt a knot in excess of the estimates of her 
designors.

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SEASON’S GREAT DELIVERY OF 
GRAIN AT BUFFALO. 


BuFrAaLo, Dec. 17.—The lakes have beaten 
their record this year in grain delivered at this 
port. One hundred and eighteen million bush- 
elsis the astounding total, though it is largely 
made up of the lesser grains. 

Wheat did not arrive in such quantities as a 
year ago. Flour came in greater quantity than 
ever before, which may be taken as an indica. 
tion that the East is letting the West not only 
produce its raw material in such quantity as to 
drive the East out of profitable farming, 
but it 18 letting the West do its own 
manufacturing as well. Notwithstanding 
the fact that wheat is much more obasily 


handled than flour, the latter is moving in 
much greater quantity eastward from beyond 
Lake Michigan than ever before. The lake re- 
ceipts of all the lighter grains are greatly above 
the average. The 46,000,000 bushels of corn 
was exceeded only in 1880, while nothing like 
14,000,000 bushels of oats ever came here be- 
fore in one season. The amount of barley has 
been excceded only six times and of rye only 
twice, Of the $70,000,000 worth of grain, 
whole and ground, that has come down by 
lake, very nearly half, as reckoned in cash, has 
been flour, It looks as though the seaboard 
would ere long allow the West to send down its 
bread all ready for the table. 

The lake tradein flour exceeded 1,000,000 
barrels in 1846 for the first time, and since 
that year it has passed that tigure every season 
but ten, but it has exceeded 2,000,000 barrels 
only nine times, and 3,000,000 barrels only 
during the last four seasons. This year, with its

A LITERARY SOANDAL, 





FRANZ HEDRICH CLAIMS TO HAVE WRIT- 
TEN MEISSNER’3 NOVELS. 


“The literary world in Austria,” according to 
a dispatch from Vienna to the London Standard, 
“has within the past few days been piunged 
into a state of paintul excitement over an un- 
paralleled literary scandal, Alfred Meissnez, 
the Austrian poet, bornin 1822 at Teplitz, in 
Bohemia, who died four years ago, won fame 
throughout Germany as wellas Austria by an 


epic poem, ‘ Ziska,’ published in 1846, while his 
subsequent works, consisting of various poems 
and dramas and over a dozen novels, were al- 
most equally highly esteemed. ‘The firat-named 
poem and several of bis novels have reached 
their twelfth edition. 

“An edition of his collected works came out 
quite recently, but it was hardly published when 
another Bobemian auther, named Kranz Hed- 
rich, who for a couple of years past has been 
living in Edinburgh and London, published a 
pamphlet, in which he claims the authorship of 
nearly all of Meissuer’s novels. He asserts that 
for thirty years Melsener gave his name to 
Hedrich’s works, pocketing the money they 
realized and awarding him only atrifle. Hed- 
rich publishes original letters from Meissner to 
substantiate hisown claim tothe authorship, 
and he estimates his pecuniary loss at_ £10,000. 

“To this pamphlet the respected author, 
Robert Byr, brother-in-law of the late Meissner, 
replies, acknowledging the fact that Meissner 
had died by his own hand through remorse for 
having tried to sell to a Leipsic firm under his 
OWD vame one single novel written entirely by 
Hedrich, who was cnly a coliaborator in some 
of Meissner's former novels, the collaborator- 
ship having been arranged between them, be- 
cause Hedrich’s name was hardly known, and 
would not have commanded the same price in 
the book market as Meissner’s, ‘He was hunt- 
ing me,’ said Meissner on his deathbed, ‘like a 
tiger. He claimed the fortune of my children. 
He was my evil genius during all my life, and [ 
was his prisoner, so that nothing bttt death re- 
mains for me to escape his bondage.’ It is 
stated that the sale of Meissner’s works after 
his death realized together only 28542 mariks.,”’

THE DOCK BOARD'S SINS 


OHARGES SHRVED ON POST 
AND MATTHEWS. 

HE MAYOR SUMMONS THOSE TWO OFFI- 

'  GERS TO APPEAR BEFORE HIM TO- 

f MORROW FOR TRIAL. 


Formal charges were preferred yesterday by 
the Commisa ionere of Accounts against Edwin 
A, Post and Jumes Matthews, Commissioners of 
‘the Department of Docks. J. Sergeant Cram is 
left out and wili not have to face a hearing 
with his associates. The documents reached 
the Mayor's office about 4 o’clock yesterday, 
the charges having been drawn by John H. 
Strahan after the Commissioners of Accounts 
and Corporation Counsel Clark had gone over 
the data. 

Mayor Grant ordered copies of the charges to 
be served at once on the two Commissioners, 
end sent to each of them aletter saying: ‘An 
opportunity will be afforded you to be heard at 
the Mayor's ottice,in the city of New-York, on 
Thursday, the 19th day of December, 1889, at 
11 o’clock A. M., as to why you should not be 
Temoved from the office of Commissioner of 
Docks.” 

Foliowing are the charges, together witn the 
substance of the specitications: 

The first charge is ‘‘culpable neglect of duty 
and malfeasance and misfeasance in ofiice as 
Comniissioners of the Department of Docks of 
the city of New-York, whereby the interests of 
the oity have been prejudiced, damaged, and 
impaired.” : 


Specification 1. In that they have failed to secure 
the collection by the Dockmasters of the city of 
whai is kuown as top wharfage. 

Specification 2. ln that they have authorized or 
permitted the use of certain parts of the docks 
without lease or permitand without collecting or 
attempting to collect rent therefor. 

Specitication 3. In that partsof the docks were 
rented to certain persoas or companies at @ certain 
yearly rate, and tnat, though the docks have 
greatly increxsed in valne since the rate was fixed, 
the Commissioners have neglected to take action 
to secure a just and [air rent. 

Ss 4. In that the dock property known 
as bulkhead north of Pier (old) 54, and the right to 
collect wharfage and cranage thereon had been let 
for the period of three years prior to May 1. 1887, 
to oue Timothy Shes atan annual rental of $6,500, 
Shea holding the lease for the use of the Oyster 
Dealers’ Association, and the Commissioners of 
Docks, James Matthews being one, in violation of 
the trust reposed in them, agreed that the property 
should be put up for sale and sold on the Yth of 
April, 1887. tor three years from May 1, 1887, if 
the upset price of $5,500 per year fixed by them 
‘was obtained; that no effort was made by them to 
secure to the city a3 much rent as the property had 
before brought; that one James W. Boyle secured 
the lease at the sale for $5.500, and that at his re- 
quest the iease was made out to one Jacob I. House- 
man, as lessee and executor, by the Commissiouers. 

Specitication 5. In that the Commissioners of 
Docks by resolution of Oct. 8, 1884, tixed the rent 
of the pier at West Thirty-sixth-street (uew 66) at 
$15,000 a vear from Dec. 5, 1886, to Oct. 8, 1894, 
and that the New-York Central and Hudson River 
Railreat Company has since had the lease of said 
property: and in the knowledge of these facts the 
Commissioners of Docks, of whom James Matthews 





is one, fixed the upset price of the pier at West 
Thirty-tifth-streest (new 65) from May 1, 1887, to 
May 1, i8%2, at $4,500, at which price tor said 
Period it was leased to the Pennsyivania Railroad 
Company. 

Specititation 6.—In that the Dock Commissioners 
on April 16, 186, leased to the Union Stock Yard 
and Market Company, it being the highest bidder, 
for five vears from May 1, 1887. the wharfage 
which might become due from the use and occupa- 
tion by vesse!s of wore than fivetons burden of 
the pier at the foot of West Fifty-eighth-street, 
Worth River, for $5,000 a year or $1.250 a quarter, 
and the said Commissiozers on the 24tii of October, 
1889, by the aflirmative vote of Edwin A. Post ana 
James Matthews—the vote of J. Sergeant Cram 
veing in the necative—unlawfally reduced the rent 
by the amonns of $500 per quarter, so that the 
amount paid would be $750 instead of $1,250: and 
the said James Matthews, Treasurer of the board, 
accepted $750 as the sum due for a quarter’s rent. 

Specification 7,—In taat the Commissioners, April 
30, 1387, leased’ to Thomas O’Brien for five vears, 
from May 1, 187, the sonth side and end of Pier 
65 and the bulkhead at the foot of Cherry-street, 
Kast iver, on Coriain terms, and that said O’Brien 
has failed two make repairs as the lease required, 
the Commissiouers, knowing that repairs to the 
extent of $500 were necessary, failed to take any 
action to secure them. 

Specitication 8.—In that it be necessary that 
the ground the site of the old West Washington 
Market shoul’ be removed, in order that the work 
of constracting the new bulkhead and pier should 
ve proceeded with, the Commissioners have im- 
properivy proceeded with such work when the 
ground was aud is above the waiter line by the use 
of dredges. 

Rpecitication 9.—In that they have failed to take 
such action as was necessary te have the work of 
dredging the dock and wharf property proceeded 
with a3 authorized by law, and that such dredging 
actually performed as was authorized by law and 
nore other should be certified by them for payment 
to the Department of Finance. 

‘The second charge 1s ‘failure to observe and 
enforce the provisions of law relating to the 
Department of Docks to the prejudice of the in- 
terests of the city.” 


Specification.—_In that the Commissioners ap- 
pointed as laborers in the Department of Docks 
Charies 8. Thomsoa, James W. Carson, and Joseph 
Chaney at the rate of compensation of 25 cents au 
hour for eight hoursaday, and after appointing 
them as laborers detailing them to act as Assistant 
Dockmasters to perferm the duties of Dockmaster 
as defined by law in violation of the provi:ions of 
the statute, Chapter 109, Laws ot 1885.

LOTS OF MUD AND MIST. 


CITIZENS PURSUE THEIR WAYS UNDER 
THE DOUBLE BURDEN. 


The city was an abode of filth and discomfort 
yesterday, for the fog of the early morning and 
the rain of the afternoon and evening made 
journeying by land or river as filled with un- 
pleasant episodes as any conditions could well 
provide. Noah Webster defines “mud” as 
“‘earth, wet, soft, and adhesive.” Considering 
the large circulation which Mr. Webster’s pook 
has in this city, he might have added to his 
definition “found in abundance in rural sec- 
tions of New-Jersey, but attaining its highest 
perfection, its most mature ripeness, in the 
streets and avenues of New-York.” Such an 
addition might have given jealous Chicago 
folks an oppertunity to accuse Mr. Webster of 
sectional favoritism, but it would have con- 
firmed a large and growing constituency in 
their confidence in Mr. Webster’s veracity. 

It is doubtful if there was ever such a mud- 
stricken community as New-York now is. The 
main avenues are muddier than the side streets, 
and there is no promise of relief. When snow 


came it fell on heavy layers of gravel and sand 
left in the streets by subway and other street- 
excavating companies. With the sand and gravel 
it mixed and melted, until now it is notning 
more or less than iud, ‘wet, soft, and ad- 
hesive.” So abundant is it, especially in 
Broadway and the avenues, that the 
2,000 street cleaners that Mr. Coleman has out 
are noi even able tv keep the crossings passa- 
bie. No rain will ever wash it off. I[t would 
take a deluge to start it moving, and then the 
cesspools and sewers would cheke in a few 
minutes. The only way apparently to get rid 
of it will be to cart it away. Commissioner 
Coleman says he never saw the streets in such 
horrible condition. ‘Iam doing my best to get 
them olean,” said he, last evening, ‘‘but with 
anarmy of men little can be done so long as 
corporations are allowed to tear up the paving, 
put it back in any way tbey please, aud then 
leave them covered with dirt,” 

Although the mist over the harbor was not 
dense epough to cause any serious delay to 
ferry travel, it was thick enough to require 
unusua! cautionin bandling the ferry boats and 
other craft which ventured upon the rivers and 
bay. This led in a few cases to slight deten- 
tions. Few steamers had been scheduled to sail 
yesterday, but all of these managed to get 
away. The Sound steamers were near the end 
of the run when the fog appeared, and as a rule 
these arrived nearly on time, ‘the Germau 
steamsbips Russia and Taormina arrived dur- 
ing the morning, and reported having met wita 
severe weather in crossing the occwan. There 
were few other arrivals during the day.

LITTLE FRANK PHILLIPS’S DEATH CAUSED 
BY A DOG’S BITE. 


The citizens of the Twenty-tirst Ward, Brook- 
lyn, have been badly scared by the report that 
there was an unmistakable case of rabies in 
their midst. In this instance the rumor proved 
correct. Last Saturday evening ten-year-old 
Frank Phillips of 616 Kosciusko-street, was out 
with his schoolmates enjoying the first snow- 
storm. Two hvuurs after he had beon tucked 
away in his cot his mother noticed that his 
breathing was heavy aad labored. The boy 
was awakened and he immediately complained 
ot soreness of the throat. Thinking that 
Frank had simply caught cola while playing 
in the snow, Mrs. Phillips seut over to a Broad- 
way drug store fora common syrup remedy 


and applied it. All through Saturday night 
and the following day the boy was extremely 
ieverisn and unnaturally cross and peevish. 

Dr. James D. Wade ot South Ninth-street was 
suuimoned. ihe only apparent symptoms ofa 
cold were the tever and throat swelling. He 
did his best to abate them, Dut the little patient 
grew worse. On Monday the queer actions of 
the boy Were more noticeable than ever, and 
laLer the uumistakable sign OI rabies, the suap- 
ping of the jaws, appeared. The physician im- 
mediately called Dr, George G. Hopkins of 350 
Washingtou-avenue aud Dr. Charies Corey of 
235 Oxford-street into consultation. Tho case, 
however, was hopeless. Yesterday at noon the 
poor littie fellow’s cries could be heard in the 
neighborhood. After that he sank rapidig aud 
shoruly aiterward died, 

The chiid’s father, Robert J. Phillips, could 
not recail the fact that he had been bitten 
by a dog. His mother, however, recollected 
that two months ago he had been bitten in the 
nose While playing with a street cur. One of 
the clerks in Dr. Edward C. Reiss’s drug atore, 
at 1,153 Broadway, cauterized the wound and 
everybody then forgot avout what was consid- 
ered a trifling incident. No attempt was made 
even to kill the dog. Dr. Reiss told a reporter 
of ‘HE TIMES yesterday that he was in Paris at 
the time the cauuterization Was made. Dr. Hop- 
kins Jast night pronounced the case as unques- 
tlonabiy ove of rabies. Frank Phillips was a 
bright little pupil of the Bushwick-avenue 
school, An autopsy will be held on bis body.

THE RUSSIAN INELUENZA. 





WHAT DR. GUITERAS HAS TO REPORT 


CONCERNING IT. 


Dr. Ramon Guiteras, the sanitary physician 
Who was charged with making an investigation 
of the report made by Dr. Charles H. Lellman 
of the prevalence of influenza in the family of 
Mr. Albert Kiamroth, at 133 East Forty-stxth- 
street, Inade a report yesterday to Dr. Cyrus 
Edson, in which he saia that out of a family of 
thirteen seven were affected by the disease. 
The ages of the untortunates ranged from four 
to fifty. Thore was no apparent cause for the 
attack. Neue of the family has recently 
arrived from Europe or associated or been 
thruwn in contact with recent arrivals or 
any one suffering from the disease. Certain 


members of the family have recently received 
letters from abroad. One of the sick who has 
reached the convalescent stage stated yester- 
day that although he receives mail constantly 
from Europe uo one else in his oftice has been 
troubled by the disease. The first case devel- 
oped was thatof a young woman, twenty-tive 
years old. She says that she had received a let- 
ter from Berlin the day before she was attacked. 
The first case appeared on the 11th inst., the 
next day another member of the zamily waa 
taken ili, the day following another case ap- 
peared, the next day there were two new cases, 
a day after that two more, making seven 
in all, 

The symptoms of the disease were sudden 
fainting chills, marked prostration, headache, 
aud genera! feeling of malaise, followed by 
acute acoryza, pharyngitis, slight laryngitis, 
and winding up in bronchitis. The tempera- 
ture was from 100° to 105°, The patients were 
about as sick as persons with a bad cold, using 
handkerchiets very freely. The voice was 
thick and nasal. The other symptoms were 
common angina and congestion of the mucous 
membrance of the nose and eyes. 

‘Lhe duration of the illness was two days and 
upward. Two of the family have resumed 
work, while the first one attacked 1s still con- 
fined to tao house. The patients state that the 
catarrhal symptoms are nothing in comparison 
with great feeling of prostration. Tne girl 
states that she has suffered from hay fever, but 
never had an attack that could compare in se- 
verity With the recentone. If the disease is 
influenza it is of a very mild type, so far as the 
catarrhal symptoms are concerned,

Iguring the year six inmates, two couples, and 
two single men were received into the home 
and four deaths occurred. There are at present 
35 persons, 8 coupies, 14 single men, and 5 
widows in the home. All men admitted must 
be over seventy years of age and their wives 
over sixty-five. The admission fee ts $250 for 
each person. Women are not admitted alone, 
but when they become widows while inmates of 
the home they are permitted to remain. The 
home contains a conservatory, parlor, sitting 
rooms, smoking room, and provides each couple 
or single inmate with a separate room. Med- 
ioal attendance le furnished in case of illness. 
This home waa the first eharitable institution 
in this country to receive both aged men and 
women.

HENRY L. O’BRIEN’S ABSENCE IS DUE TO 
CRIME. 


Henry L. O’Brien, the assistant cashier of the 
Brooklyn Arrears Department, whose disap- 
pearance was told in yesterday’s Timss, left 
town because he had forged the name of State 
Benator Eugene F. O’Connor as an indorsement 
of a note for $2,000. O’Brien drew the note to 
his own ordor on Nov. 9, payable in thirty days, 
and on its back placed the names of his mother, 
Mrs. Mary O’Brien, and of Senator O’Connor. 
Then he gavo it to Lawyer John F. Nelson and 
received the cash for 1t. Mr. Noison placed if 
with the Franklyn Trust Company for collec- 
tion, and there it remained until Dec. 9. 

It was on that day that young O’Brien failed, 
for the first time, to occupy his seat in the Ar- 


rears Office. The Collector of the trust oom- 
pany, unable to find him, was sent to Senator 
O’Connor notifying him of his liability. The 
latter at once denvunced his supposed signature 
asa forgery. The Senator has known O’Brien 
for a Jong time very intimately, and is, in addi- 
tion, one of Registrar of Arrears McGuire’s 
bondsmen. As such he inquired into O’Brion’s 
accounts in the office, and found them to be all 
right. Mr. Nelson, who will be the loser by 
O’Brien’s conduct, unless the latter’s family 
chooges to reimburse him, refused to talk about 
the case. 

Few young men are better known in Brook- 
lynthan Henry L. O’Brien. He is about twen- 
ty-eight years old. As a nephew or Father 
Fransioli, one of the most prominent Catholic 
priests in the city, O’Brien was welcomed into 
the Emerald Society aud the Columbian Ciub, 
the Catholic social organizations on Clinton- 
street. His father left him a profitabio real 
estate business in Atlantic-avenue. He was 
elected President of the Emerald Society and 
held the oftice for two terms. He was also 
Treasurer of the Columbian Club. 0’Brien’s 
downfall was caused by heavy losses on the 
Tace track within two years. 

In 1887 he banded over the management of 
the real estate office to his mother, in order to 
accept a political position at $1,800 a year. 
It was asinecure, and gave O’Brien more leis- 
ure time than he knew what to do with. At 
first he was very successful at the race tracks, 
and, in February last, married a Miss Gaynor. 
Lovo seemed to be a great luck changer, for he 
has lost money steadily ever since. No one 
outside of O’Brien’s family knows where he 1s, 
and hig wife and his mother refuse to see any 
one.

THE RESULTS OF THE FINAL EVENTS IN

Cramer, New-York Turnverein, in 4:27; J. 
O’Brien, New-York Athietic Club, ex-champion, 
threw H. Wolf, Schuylkill Navy Athletic Club, 
in 2:44; Charles Schiecser, Newark Turnverein, 
won from O. Jaehning, National Turnveroin, in 
1:14, and Max Lutbeg, the present champion, 
won from J. J. O’Brien for doing the most work, 
although neither secured a fall. 

Tnere is little wrestling left for the finals 
on Thursday evening, and the majority of the 
competitions to take place in the Metropolitan 
Opera House will, therefore, be with the 
gloves. They will be more interesting than 
those of Monday evening, and when the cham- 
pionships are finally decided the union will 
have achieved the greatest financial success 
in its history.

PRODUCE AND- WARMTH. 


DBALERS ARE LOSING MONEY DURING 
THIS UNSEASONABLE WEATHER. 


Dealers in provisions are farirom regarding 
favorably the muggy weather of the last few 
days. Tothem it means not only physical dis- 
comfort, but a failure to make expected profits 
on their goods, and in some cases there results 
to them an actual loss. Thedcalers who are the 
greatest sufferers are those in the poultry trade. 
The receipts of poultry in the city were already 
increasing in expectation of Christmas, but 
yesterday’s weathor seemed to defy the calcu- 
lations of the deaiers. With the exception of 
the poultry thatis packed in ice the other re- 
ceipts of fowls, turkeys, geese, and ducks 
either arrived more or less ina slippery condi- 
tion or began to show symptoms of taint shortly 
after their arrival here. Not only did the re- 
tail poultry dealers, butchers, and grocers ab- 
stain from investing, but even wagon boys who 
are always on the lookout for bargains would 
not buy more than very limited quantities. The 
poultry, unless carefully washed in clean water 
aS s00n 88 Unpacked and then placed over the 
a be cooked, would soon become uniit for 

ood. 

Most kinds of game are also !ower priced than 
they were even last week. Rabbits are almost 
as cheap as the wholesale dealers can afford to 
sellthem. A little Jess in price and it is ques- 
tionable whether it would be worth while to 
keep them in storage at all. Canvas-back and 
red-head ducks, however, fetch very good prices, 
but as these dclicate water fowl are not plenti- 
ful, and are generally indulged in only by the 
wealthy, the high prices are not to be won- 
dered at. 

Muggy weather is slso discouraging to the 
egg traie. People seem to care less for them, 
and prices have deciined consideravly. Cheese 
likewise {s very little sought. As for putter, 
with the exception of the finest table grades 
the trade is generally dull. For the first time 
in more than two years low grades of butter 
have been sold on the Exchange as common 
grease at 5 cents per pound, and so boarding 
houses and Cheap restaurants will hardly find 
it worth while to feed their patrons with oleo- 
margarine under the name of butter. 

The milk market is also demoralized. The 
Milk Exchange has reduced the price it fixed 
upon to pay the farmers, a thing almost un- 
known at this season of the year, but even this 
does not seem to bring the dealers much relief. 
More milk is coming in than there is demand 
for just now, for the consumption is less in 
mild than it is in cold or very warm weather. 

Apples are plentiful and cheap, at least at 
wholesale. Cranberries still seem to be the 
favorites, and dealers are making a very fair 
profit. There is very little demand for grapes, 
and even tho succulent orange does not seem to 
tempt the passer-by as much as it did a few 
days ago.

MEN BURNED. 





ONE OF THEM LIKELY TO DIE FROM 


THE ELDREDGE-STREET FIRE. 


There was excitement and considerable alarm 
among the residents of the densely-populatea 
east side by a fire on the fourth floor of the five- 
story brick tenement 66 Eldridzge-street, about 
2 o’olock yesterday morning. Three men were 
badly burned before they could escape, and at 
least one of them, 1t is feared, will die. The first 
floor of the building is occupied by Marcus 
Libernitz and Lazar asa lager beer saloon and 
candy shop. On thesecond floor is a synagogue, 
where a society of Russian Hebrews worship, 
and a Hebrew school. The third floor was up- 
occupied. David Fertig occupied the fourth 
fioor as a tailor’s shop. On the fifth floor was the 
tailor’s shop of Max Sachs, and Solomon and 


Harris Eliae’s shoemaker’s shop. Abram Visa- 
nat also occupiea a portion of the fivor for the 
making of shoes. 

Lhe fire evidently originated in the hallway 
on the fourth floor, and although there were a 
humber of persons sleeping in the house, the fire 
gained a guvoc headway befvure it was discoy- 
ered. The police, after sending an alarm, went 
through the house to arouse theinmates. All 
managed to mako their escape uninjured except 
Harris Elias, Solomon Elias, and Visanat. They 
were asleep On tne tifth floor, and it was difficult 
to arouse them. When they reached the hall- 
way they found that the oniy stairway in the 
building was ablaze, and it was impossible to 
make their escape that way. They then went 
to the front windows and got on the fire escape. 
They had to make their way through the 
flames to reach the windows, and in descending 
on the fire escape were caught by a rush of 
flame from the fourth-story windows. They 
were terribly burned. The men were helped 
down and taken to Gouverneur Hospital, 
whence they were subsequently transferred to 
Bellevue Hospital. They were suifering from 
burns on their backs, heads, and limbs. Harris 
Elias’s throat was burned by the inhalation of 
flame. He isin a precarious condition. 

It did not take the firemen long to put out the 
fire, although 1t was found necessary to send 
outa call for reinforcements. Tho entire loss 
will not exceed $5,000. 


FIRST BATTALION NAVAL RESERVES. 

A meeting of the four companies of the First 
Battalion, Naval Reserves, State of New-York, 
was held last evening at its temporary head- 
quarters, 878 Sixth-avenue. The Recruiting 
Committee acted upon a number of applications 
for membership. A man-of-war, fully equipped, 
will soon be provided by the Secretary of the 
Navy and moored in the vicinity of Twenty- 
third-street, North River. Drill with great guna 
and machine guns, with broad and small 
swords, will be required of members. Instruc- 
tion in torpedo warfare, in the management of 
coast defense vessels, and drills in boats and 
ateam launches will also be given. Theaverago 
membership of each compaiy is twenty and the 
limit eighty. More than 400 applications for 
membership have been received, but the Enlist- 
ment Committee is in no hurry to fill up the 
ranks, and will give preference to mon whose 
business insures their etapility.

Captains—F. R. Colvin, Second Company; G.

RAN HIS SALOON ON ELECTION DAY. 

The case of William Lawler, liquor dealer at 
133 Washington-street, who is charged at the 
instance of the City Reform Club with having 
kept his liquor store open on last election day, 
was again before the Board of Excise yester- 
day, but was not decided. Counsel for Lawler 
moved to dismiss the case on the ground that 
the Excise Board had no jurisdiction. When 
this plea was overruled he renewed the motion 
on the ground that it had not been proved that 
Lawier had sold spirituous or intoxicating 
liquors on election day. R. G. Welling, counsel 
tor the City Reform Club, contended that this 
was not necessary, and that the keeping open 
of the store on election day was a violation of 
the law. The case was adjourned until Friday, 
when both counsel will submit briefs.

IS AN OPPORTUNITY 
FOR MR. BLAINE. 
AN AMERICAN CITIZEN, IN SPITE OF 
HIS CITIZENSHIP, IS COMPELLED To 
ENTER THE ITALIAN ARMY. 


An opportunity will be given Mr. Jamés G. 
Blaine, Secretary of State, within a very few 
days to demonstrate the full ‘vigor’ of his 
foreign policy in the vindication of the rights 
ofan American citizen, who, according to his 
story, as told in aftidavits, has been subjected 
to most violent and outrageous treatment by 
the Italian’ Government. Micolina Mileo is a 
humble citizen of the United States, but his title 
to that citizenship seems to be just as perfect as 
the laws of this country can makeit. He was 
born in Spinoso, Italy, in 1860, and came to 
America with his parents in 1870. His parents 
subsequently returned to Italy, but he remained 
here, and being something of a billiard player 
he came in time to bein demaud as &a manager 
of some of the iarger billiard halls of this city. 
He served in this capacity about four years at 
the Rossmore Hotel, afterward seven and a 
half years at the * White Elephant,” in Broad- 
way, and tor the two and a half years prior to 
his departure from this country ie was man- 


ager of the large billiard hall at Sixth-avenue 
und Twenty-fourth-street. In the incantime be 
had been married. 

He became a citizen of the United States of 
Americ¢a Sept. 16,1884, vy naturalization in the 
Court of Commeén Pleas. His parchment certil- 
icate under seal of that court he had with him 
auring all his recent adventures. Early last 
Spring he received notice of a legacy of avout a 
thousand dollars which had been left him in 
Spinoso by Albyno Colasa, a cousin, and on 
April 1 he left for Italy with is young wife 
to coltect bis bequest. They arrived at 
Spinoso April 18, and the next day 
Mileo received au  oflicial communication 
from ihe Mayor ordering him to go to 
Potenza to enter upon his military service. 
He exlied upon the Mayor and told him that he 
was gu American citizen and was entitled to 
the consideration due to an American citizen. 
He sbowed his certificate of citizenship and 
claimed exemption from Italian military laws, 
The Mayor iaughed at his certificate of Ameri- 
can citizenship and said: *fhose papers are of 
DO goud to you; you may as well wipe your fect 
with them. You will have to go to Potenza or 
be locked up.”’ , 

Mueo wisbed to avoid the disgrace of being 
arrested, and thinking that by temporizing and 
showing his papers of American citizenship to 
the officials of the army with whom he might 
be Called upon to treat he might tind one who 
would respect the American Government enough 
to inquire into the matter and give him the de- 
cent consideration to which his papers entitied 
him, he, therefore, consented to go to Potenza, 
He was accompanied by two of the Mayor’s 
messengers. Arriving there April 22, he was 
iaken at onee before the Consul of Labor, who, 
xtter taking his naine and memoranda of 
his personal history, ordered bim to ur- 
dress. This he refused to do, aud 
again showed his papers of  citizen- 
ship and claimed the immunity of an American 
citizen. Lhe Consui of Laborresponded: * Your 
papers are good for nothing. Undress, and be 
cuick about it, or we will tear yoar clothes off 
trom you.” “If am forced to undress,” Mileo 
said, “1 willdoso.” When he had stripped, his 
clothes were taken away from him, and he was 
taken into an adjoimng room and inspected by 
un surgeon for military service... He was found 
physically perfect and ordered into a uniform, 
the recurn of his American-made clothes belg 
refused to him. 

Then he was conducted under guard to Alex- 
andria, where, aiter being put upon the muster 
roll of the 'wenty-third Regiment of Iniantry, 
‘iwelfth Company, Capt. Frasines command- 
ing, he was sent to Jailand kept ip, close con- 
tinewent for a month, as a punishment for not 
returning to Italy when he was twenty-one 
years old to exter upon his military duty. He 
Was confined in a ceil which wasso dark that a 
newspaper conid not be read in it. It was 
wholly unfurnished, his bed consisting of a 
wide beard, which rested directiy upon the 
prick fluor. During his confinement he says 
his spirit was kept properly subdued by a 
diet cof half a loat of bread per day 
and all the water he wanted. He 
wrote to the American Consul General, at 
Rome, telling of hisimprisonmentand of his 
naturalization, ani that he had returued only 
upon # Visit to bis parents and to collect bis 
legacy. in course of time he received an an- 
swer saying that the Consul General had en- 
deavored tv obtain his release, but could do 
nothing for him. After his imprisonment he 
Was pati the ranks and served five and a half 
months. Then be apphed to his commandiog 
officer for fifteen Gays’ leave of absence io at- 
tend to private business and obtained it. All 
this time Mrs. Mile@ Lad been staying with 
irends at Spineso, Her husband’s pay as a 
soldier in the Italian Army was only about 2 
cents per day and would of eourse govuta 
precious short way toward her support. 

Micolina Mileo had no sooner got beyond the 
confines to the barrecks In which ho had been 
quartered, than he made a break for hberty. 
He went straight to Genoa, where he fouud a 
Freneh ship bound tor Zanzibar. He told the 
mate that be was an American citizen and bad 
been couscripted into the Italian Army, anid 
was endeavoring to escape from the country. 
The wate said, “All right, Vil fix you,” and 
conuceaied him unii! the ship was far out on 
the broad Medtierranean. At Zanzibar he was 
joreed to watt titteen days for a steamer which 
woulé take him to France. He paid VOr. for 
a steerage passage, and arrivedat Marseilles 
Nov. 20, with only 40f, left. He immediately 
wrote to his wile, who carried the family purse, 
wnd received by return mail $60, with which 
to pay bis return fare anu expenses to America. 
ife bonght a passage tieket from Marseilles to 
New-York for 160f., aud going to Boulogne, 6m- 
purked in the Netherlands steamer Edam, and 
arrived here iust Saceday. 

He at once Jaid bis case before H. H, Leavitt, 
an attorney with Whom he ha@ long been av- 
Quainted, and who was a United States Consui 
in 1883-4 to Managua. Mr. Leavitt bas pre- 
pared a detailed statement of his case for trans- 
mission to Secretary Blaive, with a demand for 
$50,000 damages trom the Italian Government 
tor his imprisonment aud detention and humili- 
ation. 

hiileo wrote before he left. Marseilles for his 
wife to join him in New-York at the earliest 
epportuuity. She could not travel when he 
escaped, for she had just presented him with 
un baby boy; but yesterday he received a ietter 
from her, in which ske says that the I[talian 
nutborities refuse her & passport and say to 
lier, “No passport shall you have under any 
consideration, not until your husband returns 
and takes up his military service, together 
with whatever punishment for his de- 
sertion which may be inflicted upon 
him,” and all this notwithstanding Mra. 
Miteo is a native-born American. The papers 
inthis unusually aggravated case will be sent 
tu Secretary Biaine to-day, and he wiil be given 
un opportunity to show whether his foreign 
poliey is any more vigorous than those of the 
mien who have preceded him. There 1s said tuo 
be uo treaty between America and Italy which 
covers @ case of this kind, but the universal 
jaw of nations, which guarantees. to the visit- 
ing alieu immunity from military service, ia 
considered comprehensive enough to cover 
Micolina Mileo’s case.

LAST YEAR’S COMMERCIAL MOVEMENT 


SHOWS GREAT, PROSPERITY. 


VALPARAISO, Nov. 16.—The construction of 
the Clark Transandine Railroad is proceeding 
satisfactorily; ant in December the five or six 
principal tunnels necessary for piercing the 
Cordillera will be commenced simultaneously. 
The whole work is expected to bs completed in 
three years from now. The question of trans- 
porting the boring plants to their respective 
sites is a serious one andis now occupying the 
attention and careful study of Seior Federico 
Severin, the representative of the undertaking 


in Chili. Sefior Augusto Knudsen is the chief 
~~ ieee in charge of the Chilian section of the 
ne. 

The official returns of the commercial move- 
ment of the country for the year 1888 have just 
veen issued. ring bap te asit has been, with- 
out interruption for some years, the results of 
the past year are most gratifying, presenting 
the highest figures reached in the statistical 
annais. In addition to the genera] development 
of the country; this condition of affairs must ke 
attributed chiefly to the favorable rate of ex- 
change, the increase in the copper and nitrate 
industries due to higher quotations then ruling 
in E£urope, and to the law of March, 1887, 
which gave permanency to the clistome charges, 
thus affording a basis aud contidencve tu com- 
mercial transactions. | 

The total value of the commeres for the year 
was $324,655,483, of which $140,691,951 _ be- 
longed to foreign trade and $183,963,552 to 
coastiug business, showing a total increase of 


$36,750,796 over that of the year ett ve an in- ‘ 


crease of 12.76 per cent. The increase of $12,086,- 
836 in the imports was. made up mainiy by 
$3,310,386 for articlés of food including cattle, 
$2,286,272 for raw materials, $2,267,720 for 
ma hihery, instruments, &c., $1,356,061 for lo- 
comotives, railroad, and telegraph plant, and 
$1,212,730 tor textile fabrics, 

It is worth noting that Great Britain and 
Germany eontinte to Keep the lead in the in- 
crease of imports, the former with 28.77 per 
cent. and the latter with 20.75 per tent. France 
comes next with 12.37 per cent., while the im- 
portations proceeding trom the United States 
show a slight failing off from those of the pre- 
ceding year of 3.36 per cént. 

Under the head of exports, mineral products 
(including uitrate) are of the most importance, 
representing $63,206,930 out of a total of 
$74,0-9,935. The increase in these was 
$13,757,915, of which $6,885,302 was copper 
in bars, aud $5,175,226 nitrate. The export of 
wheat diminishea hy $1,114,604, which was 
partly made up by an increase of $609,734 in 
barley. Uhe total value of wheat exporied was 
$4,548,729. 

The amounts of exports taken by the principal 
countries trading with Chili were as follows: 
Great Britain, $56,898,407; Germany, $4,751,- 
990; France, $4,295,055, and the Unitea States, 
$2,070,694, the last-pamed being a decrease 
trom the previous year of $540,690. 

In the last forty-five yoars, from 1844-88, 
Chili has exported of two mineral products 
alone the enormous Vaiue of $615,436,214, viz., 
of copper $467,394,422, and of silver $148,041,- 
792, 

According to the last returns published of the 
customs receipts, those ror August showed an 
increase of $522,999 over the corresponding 
month of last year, the amount being $3,023,- 
146. The total receipts from January to 
August of this year were $23,169,952, against 
$20,284,254 in the same months in 18388. 

With these data it 1s calculated that the total 
customs tor the current year will not be less 
than $35,000,000. This is a certain indication 
of the continued general prosperity of ‘the 
country and of the growth of its foreign trade, 


MARYLAND’S LEGISLATCORE. 
——_~-—_—— 
A NUMBER OF IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 
TO COME BEFORE If. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 17.—The Maryland Legislat- 
ure will convene forits session of ninety days 
at Annapolis on the Ist of January. The prelim- 
lnary work is being mapped out, and unusual 
interest is taken in it because of the important 
questions that will demand action. 

The President of the Senate will probably be 
Robert F. Bratton of Somerset County. The 
Speaker of the House will be John Hubner of 
Baltimore County. Ex-Congressman Frank T. 
Shaw will be, tn all probability, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Ways and Means. Mr. 
Shaw is a leading advocate of the taxation of 
mortgages. 

The Legislature has 117 inembers—26 Sena- 
tors and 91 delegates. In the last Senate there 
were 22 Democrats and 4 Republicans; in the 
Hiouse 71 Democrats ana 20 Kepublicans. One- 
half ot the State Senators hoid over. In the 
coming session taere will be 18 Democrats and 
8 Republicans in the Senate and 59 Democrats 
and 32 Republicans in the House, giving a ma- 


jority of 37 on joint ballot, against a majority 


of 93 two years ago. Tne reguiar Democrats 
wiil control the Legislature ia both branches, 
although the unusual number of first-class men 
gives bope of better legislation than has been 
given the people during the past eight years. 
‘the machine men are aroused to the fact that 
uniess a cleaner record is made there may be a 
still larger reductiov in the party majority. 
The difference between 93 two years ago and 
37 now is @ Warning that will confront them in 
their work. 

It looks now as if United States Senator E. K. 
Wilson will be re-elected. His weakness has 
been in having no practical politician to attend 
to his fences for him, a Kind of work for which 
he has no personal liking or fituess. Public 
sentiment, however, haS come very strongiy to 
his rescue, and the respectable peopie of the 
State have been outspoken In his favor. Many 
of the party papers have also demanded his re- 
election. 

With Senator Gorman’s active influence Gov. 
Jackson could, undoubtedly, get the honor, but 
the party men are afraid of the results. It 
would be generally unpopular aud would great- 
ly weaken the party. lt bas been hinted around 
tuat Senator Gorman has asked Goy. Javkson 
to drop the matter, and that it has accordingly 
been dropped. But only the meeting of the 
Legislature can determine just What the plans 
are, 

The more important matters that are to come 
belore the body are a high license law, a new 
ballot law, with tne features of the Australian 
system; a new oyster law to check the rapid ex- 
haustion of the oyster supply, a hew assessment 
law, and some measure that will make the ruil- 
roads pay a larger proportion of the taxes. [t 
is likely that the corporations will suffer 
heavily, as last Fall’s election expenses were 
the largest ever known iu this State. The ses- 
sion is limited by law to ninety days and the 
pay is $5 per aiem, with $5 aaditional to tue

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WOODMEN AT ODDS.

TROUBLE IN THE CAMP OF A WESTERN 
BENEFICIARY SOCIETY, 

Des MoINes, Iowa, Dec. 17.—The swindling 
esse which has been agitating the Modern 
Woodmen of America for some time has becn 
given alocal bearing here by an attempt to 
have certain chicf oflicers of the organization 
indicted by the Polk County Grand Jury, and 
also by the fact that Head Banker Gua Smith of 
this city will soon institute civil proceedings 
azainst Head Counsel Ruot of Lyons for the re- 
covery of $3,0U0 alleged to have been paid on a 
traudulent beneficiary certificate. Lie favts 
which are adipitted are these: 

About a year ago lt was reported to the head 
officer of the organization that one John Bernam 
had been admitted into independent jmember- 
ship at Lawrence, Kau., under a provision of 
the order that persors Inay become Independent 
Inembers at Places Where there isuolocaleamp, 
such members paying dues directly to the head 
clerk. Soon afterward it was reported that 
Bernam hud gone to Houston, Texas, where he 
was taken sick. Latér it was reported that he 
was dead, and that bis body would be removed 
to Caldwell, Olio, for interment. The recular 
proofs and altidavits of death were duly tiled as 
required, a3 well aa the ceruficats of an under- 
taker that the burtal had taken place at Cald- 
wetl. 

In due time claim was made for the 
$3,000 benefit in the name of Mrs. Amanda 
Bernum, the alleged widow of the deceased. 
Lhe proper papers were made out and an order 
sent on to Head Banker Smitu here for the 
amount, but with the statement of Head Coun- 
sel Root that the draft for the amount be mnade 
payable to him, as Mrs. Bernam had come to 
Lyons and he had paid her the money. Mr. 
Smita sent the draft as requested tu Root, pay- 
able to Mrs. Bernam, and 1b Was presented at a 
Lyons bank, apparently indorsed by the wo- 
man, and placed tu the credit of Root. 

Subsequently Head Counselor Root and 
Head Poysician MeKenny of Evanston, IIL, 
who were joiut publishers of the Wovdmen’s 
;.cho, bad @ failing out, and the latter called the 
attention of the Executive Committee to the 
Bernam ease, intimating fraud. A commit- 
tee wus appointed, and the facts were 
brought out, as well as the fact of *‘ crooked- 
ness’ on the part of McKenny. He was re- 
quested to resixn, which he did, and then 
sought to have Root and others indloted, but 
go jar be bas failed. A movement is on foot 
now to lave a special session of the head camp, 
to be neld in this city, and take action in the 
matter. ei

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UNDER THE HUDSON RIVER 


PROGRESS OF WORK ON THE 
RAILROAD TUNNEL. 
ANNUAL XLECTION OF DIRECTORS— 
WORK LET TO ENGLISHMEN—NEW 

METHOD OF CONSTRUCTION. 


The annual meeting of the Hudson Tunnel 
Railway Company was held yesterday and the 
following-named Directors elected: H. W. Per- 
kins, W. M. Foroe, A. B. Gibbs, H. 8. White, F. 
P. Abbot, C. E. Weiling, C. Sooyamith. The 
only change in the old board is the election of 
Mr. Smith in place of Mr. O. A. Ganger, de- 
ceased. 

Work upon this great tunnel, which is to con- 
nect Jersey City and New-York, has been going 
on steadily since last May, when it was re- 
sumed on the proceeds of $1,500,000 of bonds 
negotiated in England. The tunnel has been 
pushed ahead about three hundredfeet at the 
Jersey end aince that time. About two hundred 
men have been and still are employed, and work 
goes on day and night. The entire distance ex- 
cavated at the Jersey end is now 2,050 feet. 
At the New-York end work has not yet been 


resumed, but preparations forits resumption 
are under way. About three hundred feet at 
this end have been exeavated. Of the entire 
5,600 feet between the New-York and New- 
Jersey shatts, therefore, about 2,350 feet have 
been excavated, or a little moré than half. 

The approaches to the tunnel will each be 
about three-qwprters of wu mile long, and noth- 
ing yet has been done toward their construc- 
tion. The tunnel is about sixty feet below the 
surface of the river. Recently a contract has 
been entered into with English parties for com- 
pileting the tunnel between the shafts. These 
parties expect todo the workinayear. But 
their method is different from that which has 
been fuliowed, and Js régarded as in some re- 
spects experimentak Col, D, C. Haskin said 
yesterday that there were 80 many contingen- 
cies in the contract that would vary the amount 
the contracturs are to receive that he preferred 
not to attempe to state it. 

The method thatis to be adopted is not en- 
tirely new. The principal change it will make 
will be to substitute ror brick as the main work 
of the permanent tunnel a cast-iron shield. In 
the present tunnel iron plates nave been bolted 
— forming asection ofacylinder. The 
cylinder was vot complete, bevause no iron 
piates were laid on the bottom. But under 
these irou plates a complete cylinder of brick 
was laid, with walis from 5 to18 inches thick. 
The section of the iron cylinder of course re- 
mained, but the brick formed the main work of 
the cylinder. Under the method to be adopted 
by the Kuglish contractors the iron work will 
be much heavier. Its walls will be 249 inches 
thick, and it will form a complete cylinder. 
The weight of a single foot of this cast-iron cyl- 
inder will be counted in tons. A brick wall 
will be laid inside the iron work, butit will be 
thinner than the brick wall thus far laid. The 
chief purpose of it will be as a protection in 
case of accidents. If a car in the completed 
tunnel should run off the track the layer of 
brick between it and the cast-iron walis of the 
tunpvel might prevent abreak in the tunnel it- 
self. 

the question naturally suggests itself 
whether the cast-iron tunnel will be as dura- 
ble as the tunnel of brick. But it is suffivient 
to say that ail the facts ia the matter have been 
duly considered by Col. Haskin and the com- 
pany. A TIMES reporter who visited the Jersey 
end of the tunnel yesterday was told that the 
iron would never rust in the tunnel. Of course 
the only preventive would be to exclude the air 
from it, and this it is apparently expected that 
the brick lining will do. 

The diameter of the new cast-iron cylinder 
will be about 20 feet. The tunnel thus far 
built is 161g feet one way by 181s feet the other 
inside the brick walls. Just now an enlarge- 
meut is being made atthe head of the tunnel 
on the Jersey side preparatory to putting in 
the English machinery with which to crowd the 
iron cylinder furward. The brick walls at this 

enlargement are increased in thickness to five 
feet or more. 

The manner in which work is prosecuted is 
tolerably familiar to the readers of New-York 
nowspapers. An air pressure of more than 
two atmospheres, or about thirty-five pounds 
to the square inch, is maintained at the head of 
the tunnel to prevent acaving in of the silt which 
forms the river bottom and the constant inflow 
of water. Itis interesting to note with what 
readiness wen enter this condensed air. A 
TIMES reporter taiked with several of them 
yesterday, and found them quite as willing to 
spend their working hours under the middle of 
the Hudson River, enveloped inair of twice 
the usual density, as anywhere else. There 
has been no accident to human life in the 
tunnel for years, and workmen have no nerv- 
ousness on that score, The sensation on 
first enieriug the compressed air is not entirely 
pleusant, but men soon become accustomed to 
it and ceave to experience any strange feeling. 
Doubtless the fact that the men in the tunnel 
reaily work but seven hours a day—three 
changes being made in twenty-four hours, ard 
each gang coming out for about an hour for 
lunch during its eight hours—goes far to satisfy 
them with their lot. For this seven houra’ 
work the men receive Mors wages, THe TIMEs’s 
reporter was given to understand, than outside 
wen who are on duty twelve hours. The 
wages for thé insice men were stuted at trom 
$2 75 to $3 a day each. 

The introduction of electric lights has evi- 
dently been &@ great advantage in tunnel work. 
Any one who has been in a tunnel by the light 
of a Ganudle knows what an unspeakably 
gloomy place itis. Formerly the muies used in 
tunnels became after a time blind, because of 
the darkness. But tbatean hardly be the case 
now. The tunnel under the Hudsen has an in- 
candescent burner about every fifty feet 
throughout its levgth, which makes it, 1f not as 
light as day, yet light enough to see every ob- 
ject in the tunnel, and light enough for men to 
work by. The mules have no difficulty in mak- 
ing astraight liue for the fodder the moment 
they are reieased from service. 

No one yet ventures to predict when the Hud- 
sou River funnel will be completed. It is not 
jar from ten years now sipbce work was begun, 
but there have been long periods of inaction, 
The public and the capitulists have lacked con- 
tidence. The work thus tar done might proba- 
bly have been donein ones year with plenty of 
funds. Now that it has gone so far, and the 
company has 80 much Money with which to 
push it, it seems as if a couple of years might 
sec itin operation. Col. Haskin does not say 
80, but be says that if the English contractors 
wake good headway the tunnel betweon the 
shafts will be completed within the year, and 
that as s00n as they are seen to be making 
headway work wiil be pegun on the approaches. 
About a million and a half of dullars has thus 
far been spent on the tunnel, leaving many im- 
portant cluims unsatisfied. What the total cost 
will be is not yet estimated. 





HADOIVS PRIVATE MINT. 


A GREEK CONFECTIONER FOUND TO BE 
A COUNTERFEITER. 


Hadeci Gyuma, an unsophisticated Greek, 
siniling and bland, came to this country a year 
ago and engaged in the business of selling al- 
leged Persian confectiouery to a coutiding pub- 
lic. Business has lagged soniewhat of late, and 
Hadci thought that dealing in ‘‘queer” coin of 
Uncle Sam’s iasue held out possibilities for a 
fortune that discounted anything be might ex- 
pect from centectionery. He accordingly put 
in a plant in his room at 170 Bowery. 

The business prospered and the secret coiner 
founda good market for his spurious issue 
among the peddlers of his acquaintance. It was 
the most natural channel for imposing on the 
public, and’Hadei and his coadjutors ‘ shoved 
ihe queer” successfully for a time, 

Yhe Secret Service Department, however, 
soou discovered the business which Hadvi was 
doing under the guise of an itinerant contfec- 
tioner, and an Investigation was ordered. It 
took Special Offiver John O'Donnell but a very 
littie While to find out that Hadci was coining 
bogus money and was circulating it through 
the fakirs who made a pretense of selling 
candy. 

When he was arrested at his lodgings yester- 
day he was very much surprised, or pretended 
to be, Officer O'Donnell took him in custedy, 
and he was locked up in default of $1,000 bail.

The brewery in Greenwich-avenue, owned by 
Tracy & Kussell, conducted its business with- 
out trouble yesterday, notwithstanding the 
strike of their nineteen employes. They kept 
the four non-union men, over whom the trouble 
was made, at work aud engaged new hands.

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ANGRY DR. SCHLESINGER. 


HE CALLS DR. MENDES A LIAR, 
READS HIS PAPER AFTER ALL. 


The hitherto harmonious conference of the 
Jewish Ministers’ Association, atthe Madison- 
Avenue Synagogue, corner of Sixty-fifth-street, 
was marred yesterday by an unpleasant inci- 
dent. It had been announced that a paper 
would be read by the Rev. Dr. Schlesinger of 
Albany on “‘ The Synagogue as an Intellectual 
and Social Centre.” There was a misunder- 
standing concerning the paper between Dr. 
Schlesinger and the Secretary, Dr. Mendes, and 
the former took offense at the action of the con- 
ference in “slighting him,” as he expressed it, 
in proceeding yesterday to the consideration of 
a subject nearly identical without having given 
him an opportunity to be heard. 

The discussion was opened by the Rev. Dr. De 
Sela Mendes witha paper on “ How May the 
Spiritual Organization of Our Congregation bé 


Developed?’ A number of speakers followed, 
and then Dr. Schlesinger arose. ‘He said that 
upon the invitation of the Secretary he bad 
prepared a paper on the subject under discus- 
sion, and expressed his displeasure at his not 
being permitted to read it until the end of the 
list had been reached. He asked for the priv- 
jlege of withdrawing it. President Gotthell as- 
sured him that no intentional slight had been 
inflicted. He refused to be comforted, however, 
and refrained to take his place at the luncheon 
table at recess. He then re-entered the meeting 
room preparatoty to leaving. Dr. Mendes 
urged him not to do so, saying: “ It will make 
you look véry funny to the rest of the associa- 
tion it you do net stay and give us an explana- 
tion.’ 

Dr. Schlesinger—You wrote me a letter, 

Dr. Mendes—[ beg your pardon. I did not 
write any letter to you. ; 

‘“*What, you did not ask me to produce a paper 
here ?” 

“Not that [ remember.” 

“ Well, this is—this is not only an insult—it is 
—it is 9 lie!” exclaimed Dr. Schiesinzer. 

Dr. Mendés, saying that he had nothing more 
to say, withdrew to the lunch room and Dr. 
Schlesinger awaited the reopening of the meet- 
ing, when President Gottheil calmed the doc- 
tor’s turbulent spirit by a few kind words and 
at length induced him io read his paper aiter 
and nothing further Was heard of the diflfi- 
culty. ’ 

The discussion which had been the means of 
bringing up this unpleasantness was an inter- 
esting and important one. Dr. Mendes in his 
opening paper called attention to the fact that 
people of the Jewish race who come to this 
country tind it such a purely commercial world 
and one in which business is so absorbing that 
they are apt as arule todrift away from the 
spiritual side of life. He thought @ Board of 
Eiders should be established in each congrega- 
tion. to support the minister and aid him in 
awakening this religious spirit. The Rev. Drs. 
Kohler, Jastrow, Drachman, and Morais took 
eg in the debate, which will be completed to-

A paper was read by the Rev. Dr. Bettleheim 
on “'ine Origin of the Ethics of the Fathers.”

The $3,600 asked for by the Aldermen tor a

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ADDITION TO ROSS#EVELT HOSPITAL. 

A short time ago the Roosevelt Hospital re- 
ceived $350,000 from the estate of the late

HELP THE Sl. LUKE'S HOSPITAL, 

St. Luke’s Hospital, which has so enviable a 
record for aiding not alone the sick of the 
Episcopalian Church but also thousands of 
persons belonging to other denominaticns, is in 
a somewhat straitened financial condition. Its 
management is endezvoring to raise a fund of 
$50,000 by the beginning of the year. Of this 
amount $34,/00 is needed to pay adebt to the 
Treasurer of the institution for money advanced 
during the past two years, to meet the current 
expenses of the hospital and $15,500 to make 
up this year’s déficiency.

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CUSTOM HOUSE EVILS 


IMPORTERS OF WOOLENS COM- 
PLAIN OF FAVORITISM. 
APPRAISER GENERAL M’LEAN VERY 
PARTIAL TO JOHN F. PLUMMER AS 

A MERCHANT APPRAISER. 


When, some months ago, several of the larger 
importers of woolens and worsteds made formal 
complaint, under specific charges, of the man- 
agewent of the Appraiser’s Stores in a manner 
prejudicial to their interests, the Secretary of 
the Treasury sent the complaints to Collector 
Erhardt, who referred them to Appraiser Coop- 
er, who then gave them to Division Appraiser 
Brown, by whom they were answered, as far as 
he was able to answer them, and sent back 
along the line to Collector Erhardt. 

The importers gave notice of their desire to 
be heard upon the charges at the Collectors 
convenience, but that time did not arrive until 
yesterday. In the meantime Collector Erhardt 
had done a great deal toward correcting the 
evils that were complained of. Yesterday 
Messrs. D. MoKeever of H. Herrman, Stein- 
bach & Co., P. B. Worrall of Fred Buttertield & 
Co., E. Werner of Ballin, Joseph & Co., H. 
Hahlo of H. Hahlo & Co., and Jerome Bern- 
heimer of Herman Bernbeimer, Sons & Co., 
accompanied by their counsel, 8. G. Clarke 


of Stanley, Clarke & Smith, waited upon 
the Coliector by appointment. The charges 
were gone over seriatim, and the _ testi- 
mony  olfered' by the importers was 
taken down in shorthand for the future 
guidance of the Collector. With reference to 
the charge or the improper admission to the 
private rooms of the examiners of B. H. 
Hinds, the paid agent of the Woolen Goods 
Association, where the invoices and samples of 
importers were exposed, the answer of Divis- 
lon Appraiser Brown was that he hud admitted 
Hinds once to the examination of a measuriug 
machine in aroum in the sixth division. Since 
the charge was that Hinds had been admitted 
to the tifth division the admission reminded the 
Collector of Dr. Rainstord’s defense of the 
charge of quail shooting—he hadn’t shot the 
quail charged, put be had shot another one, and 
therefore he had broken tue law. New regula- 
tions had been established governing this mat- 
ter, and there would not likely be any further 
com plaints. 
_ As to the charge of undue favoritism of Amer- 
ican manufacturers 1n the appointment of mer- 
chant appraisers, Collector Krhardt nad also in- 
troduced a decided reform. Upon the vast 
majority of the lists that were submittea to the 
Collector by the Appraiser General, Donald 
McLean, from which the merchant appraiser 
was to be selected, the name of John ft. Plum- 
mer led ailthe rest, and in general the lists 
were mnadé up of bien who Were wholly unac- 
nainted with the goods imported. Men 
like W. P. Willis, E. H. Van Ingen, and 
John Lowry, who imported the class of 
goods demanded only by the first-class tailor- 
ing trade for suits that would muke up for from 
$50 to $100, were chosen to pass upon the 
market values of goods brougnt in by the im- 
porters forthe ready-made cloching trade—for 
suits that would seli for from $10 to $15. As 
to this Collector Erhardt said: “I will not 
permit any such system of packed juries.” And 
he bas lately chosen a different and more 
equitable class of merchant uppraisers. 

Mr. Plummer bas been quick to disclaim the 
surveillance he ts charged with exercisilig over 
the Appraiser’s Storés in the interest of * pro- 
tection” and the American manufacturer. He 
may be able to give the name of the man to 
whom the following letter, written by General 
Appraiser Donaid McLean, was sent: 

DEAR SIR: I have your letter of this date with 
the inclosure. the case that was on to-day, H. 
Hahlo & Co., in which Mr. Vietoris merchant ap- 
praiser, was said not to be a question of seconas, 
batoneéin which the goods were invoiced as are, 
aud involved, of course, exactly the same question. 

Mr. Vietor was strougly inciiued to sustain the 
invoice. I had only one witness, Mr. Brooks, from 
Van Ingen & Co., and I was not willing to close the 
64368 Without further investigation. 

Mr. Vietor has to leave town to-morrow for three 
weeks. At the request of the importers the case 
was udjourned to three weeks from to-day, he pre- 
ferring that course. 

in the other cases the Collector has not yet noti- 
fied me of the appointmentof a merchant appraiser. 
I will try to get all together at the same time, and 
they will not be disposed of without your being 
notified. 

Mr. McLean’s letter may be such as only a 
superserviceable hirSi!ing would write, but it is 
thought by those whv bave seen it and are 
interested parties to Mr. McLean's official con- 
duct, that it reveals a biased partisanship in nis 
disposition that wholly disqualities him for the 
position, which is ot a judicial character, which 
he holds. At the same time it indicates a more 
than merely patriotic or disinterested partici- 
pation by Mr. Plummer in the administration 
of the Customs Service. 





A NEW STEAMSHIP IN PORT. 


FIRST TRIP OF THE RUSSIA OF THE 
HAMBURG-AMERICAN LINE, 


The new steamship Russia, the latest addi- 
tion to the Hamburg-American Line’s fleet, ar- 
rived here yesterday for the first time. She 
was built especially for carrying freight and 
emigrauts, and will maintsin a speed of thir- 
teen and a half knots an hour at a cost of only 
fifty tons of coaladay. Her engines are ot the 
triple-expansion type, and she iS provided with 
nearly ail of the latest steam appliances. 

The Russia was built by the Laird Brothers 
at Birkenhead, England. Her hull is of 
Siemens-Martin mild steel. She has a double 


bottom throughout, made on the iongitudinal 
bracket system, giving twelve water-tight com- 
partments, arranged so as tv be available for 
water ballast. There are eight water-tight 
bulkheads, which extend tothe main and spar 
decks. The stem is straight and the stern is ellip- 
tical There is a spur deck, with turtle-back 
decks forward and aft. The promenade deck 
18 125 teét long. Although the vessel is for 
ireight and emigrants, there are accommoda- 
tions for twenty-eight first-class passengers in 
deck houses. 

The vessel is lighted throughout by elestric- 
ity. The steerage contains accommodations 
tor 1,300 emigrants, and is well lighted and 
ventilated. The quarters are divided into 
rooms unusually comfortable tor a steerage, 
and each of which contains 12 berths. Large 
lifeboats hang along the upper decks. The 
Russia is brigantine-rigged, with two steel pule 
masts. The freight capacity is 4,300 tons. Her 
dimensions are: Length, 373 feet; breadth of 
beam, 441lo feet, and depth of hold, 29 feet. 
The gross tonnage is 4,100 tons, and 2,732 net. 
The master of the new vessel is Capt. A. Scheel, 
tormerly chief officer of the steamer Augusta 
Victoria of the same line. 

Capt. Scheel reports that he experienced 
stormy weather From Dec. 9 to tie 13th it 
blew heavily from the westward, with a very 
high sea which frequently washed over the 
decks. Another severe storm setin on Dec. 13 
and continued forty-eight hours. The Russia 
displayed flue qualities during the storms and 
received no injuries.

A petition will be presented at to-day’s meet- 
ing of the Board of Education by the First Ward 
School Trustees for tavorable action in respect 
of the selection of a site for a pew public school 
building at Washington, Albany, and Carlisle 
streets.

the consummation of the project has been de- 
ferred from time to time On the 8eore of econ- 


omy. 

The building at present occupied by Grammar 
School No. 29, of which T. 8. O’Brieu is Princi- 
cipal, is situated in Greenwich-street, just above 
Rector-street. It is a four-story structure, erect- 
ed on land owned by and teased from the cor- 
poration of Trinity Church and running through 
to frinity-place. The class rooms are very dark, 
illy ventilated, and generally uncomfortable. 
The proposed location of tbe new school buila- 
ing, fronting on three streets and central to the 
school populatiun, will insure an abundance of 
ligut and air to the children which cannot be 
elsewhere secured in the First Ward. 





J. CLINTON HALL DEAD, 

J. Clinton Hail, the actor and manager, died 
of pneumonia yesterday morning at his home, 
129 East Fifteenth-street. He was taken ill 
last week while his company, ‘‘ Almost a Life,” 
was playing an engagement at the Harlem 
Comique. His wife, who was traveling with 
the “Raneh 10” company in the South, ar- 
rived here Sunday, and was with her husband 
athisdeath. Mr. Hall was a native of Bostog 
and about fifty years of age. He went to the 
front at the outbreak of the war of the rebel- 
lion and was wounded at Ball’s Bluff. He was 
mustered out of the army after the surrender 
of Lee, and began bis proressional career. The 
funeral will be held from the Little Church 
Around the Corner, and the body will be buried 
in the Actors’ Fund plot, Mount Hope Ceme- 
tery, Boston.

THE BASEBALL MEETING. 


SEVERAL UNIMPORTANT CHANGES MADE 
IN THE PLAYING RULES. 


The session of the Ball Players’ League was 
nearly consumed yesterday in making changes 
in the playing rules. Only few alterations were 
made, however, but the committee started from 
the beginning of the code, read every section 
carefully, and made suggestions. Ward, Ewing, 
and Pfeffer, on account of their vast experience 
rendered valuable assistance. This is the first 
time that a practical ball player has bad any 
voice in the changing or formation of the rules. 

Heretofore the stockholders of the clubs have 
assumed the task of changing the rules, and on 


more than one occasion they made damaging 
blunders. The changes made yesterday were 
as follows: 

RULE 5. The pitcher’s box shall be 6 by 4 feet in- 
stead of 5% by 4, and the forward line 1s to be 51 
teet from the centre of the home plate instead ot 50, 

RULE 6. Lines behind the catcher’s position have 
been abolished. 

RULE —. The Keefe and Becannon ball has been 
substituted, 

RULE 22, SECTION B. The player who makes a hit 
that wins the gaine shall be given only a singie 
base, and the game ends immediately and not when 
the ball is returned to the pitcher, as 1s set forth ia 
the League rules. 

RULE $7. All fouls caugnt by a catcher when he 
is not close to the batsmen retire the latter. This 
abolishes the rule declaring a ball less than ten fret 
high a foul tip. 

Umpires.—There shall be two umpires in every 
game. The duties of No. 1, who is to officiate be- 
hind the bat, area to cailall balis,strikes, blocks, deaa 
Dalls, foul hits, foul strikes, intentional fouling of 
dalis, all questions arising at the home plate, de- 
lays of the side at bat, and shall call play or time. 
No, 2 shall decide all other questions arising be- 
tween contestants in any game, including balks and 
illegal delivery. The umpires may alternate at the 
end of an taning. 

A legal committes composed of Vanderslice, 
Hart, and Ward was selected. The committee 
will oppose the suit that is to be instituted by 
the League. The other committees appointed 
weré as follows: Printing aud Supplies—Jobn- 
son, Shire, and Andrews; Finauce—Johnson, 
Ward, aud Addison. All clubs have been in- 
structed to select colors and send their seléc- 
tidns to the Secrétary at once. The Secretary 
was instructed to make provisions for a staff of 
eight umpires. It was decidéa to refer the dis- 
tribution of the $20,000 prize mouey to the 
Committee on Playing Ruies. Each club can 
select its own uniform, subject to the color pro- 
vision of the League. 

While thé piayers were in session Griffin, the 
clever centre fielder of the Baltimore Club, 
walked into the hotel and asked to see Ward.

Ove was produced, and he 
attached his siguature. The other men who 
have attached their signatures to contracts 
since the list was published are Arthur Irwin 
aud **Con” Daily.

LEGISLATION ANNULLED. 


RIGHTS OF ELIZABETH’S BONDHOLDERS 
“STABLISHED. 


The financial embarrassment under which the 
city of Elizabeth, N. J., has existed for so many 
years, growing out of the extravagance of city 
officials in 1870 to 1876, is s0 well known as 
hardiy to require repetition. It may be re- 
called, however, that the default in payment of 
interest and principal of over $3,000,000 of 
bonds was followed by legal proceedings against 
the city to obtain judgments and procure man- 
damuses to compel the city to levy taxes to pay 
bondholders. The threatened bankruptey of 
the city was followed by the most effective 


legislation which the best legal talent or the 
state could devise to prevent city creditors 
from collecting their claims, and, although this 
legislation bas been tested in the courts, it has 
been tound up tothe present time so eifective 
that many of the creditors, thinking it was in- 
superable, were forced into settlement with the 
city, 30 that nearly ali of the city debt has been 
disposed of. 

Certain creditors who were not willing to set- 
tle on the city’s terms have recently, through 
their lawyera, Strong & Mathewson, devised 
new precesdings, by Which it is claimed that 
the City Council had tue power andecould be 
compelled by a mandamus, in case of failure of 
the proper tax oflicials to act, to take proceed- 
ings to levy and collect ataxto pay bondthold- 
ers. A mandamus Was Obtained lust March, re- 
quiring the city to levy und coileet the tax and 
also to forthwith fill certain vacancies in the 
board of Assessors of Taxes, and requiring them 
in Sepiember lest to show to the court how 
they had obeyed the wandamus. 

The City Couneil took ho actien about the tax, 
and omitted forabout four mouths to fill the 
vacancies, and then eiccted citizens who, with 
singular unanimity, refused to accept the office. 
Application wasthen made by Mr. Theron G. 
Strong, to the newly-appointed District Judge, 
the Hon. E. If. Green of Trenton, to issue an at- 
tachment against the City Counci! to punisi the 
members of the Council for their disubedience, 
and upon the bearing of this application, in 
which the city was represented by Mr. Bergen, 
tne Corporation Counsei, the Various legal 
points were tully argued. 

Judge Green yestercay delivered an opinion 
deciding that the City Council bad power to 
levy and gollect the tax; that its delay in 
filling the vacancies was a disobedience of the 
mandamus, and that an attachment sbould 
issue against the City Council to punish the 
members of the Council for such disobedience. 
The punishment to ve inflicted will probably 
be the imposition of a fine, and imprisonment 
untilit has been paid, with directions to levy 

and collect the tax immediately. By this pro- 
ceeding the rights of the bondholders have been 
established, apd the obstructive legislation 
has been practically annulled.

THE SALE OF VEGETABLES, 


A PROPOSITION THAT IT BE REGULATED 
BY WEIGHT, 

There is decided opposition to the proposed 
ordinancé whieh is aévocated »gain by the re- 
tail grocers. Tuis ordinance proposes to regu. 
Jate the saie of vegetabies and fruits by weight 
instead of measure, as is now the custom. Last 
year Mr. Hewitt’s objection to the ordinance 
was sweeping, but was based specifically upon 
the iact that, while it made the sale of fruits 
and vegetables by weight obligatory upon the 
wholesalers, st did not make it necessary thag 
the retail dealers should observe the orii- 
nance. 

A petition is now cireulating in the district ix 
Which are ailthe Wholesale Iruit and produce 
Merchants in the eity, und has been already 
signed b¥ Dearly ail of the members of thaG 
branch of trade. The committee of the Board 
of Aldermen whick bas th:s matter in charge 
will meet to-morrow, and uw Committees of the 
dealers will appear and preseut the petition. 
The wholesalers declare tuat should the ordl- 
nance ve passed by the Aidermen and signed by 
the Mayor, it would pradticaliy paralyze the 
business, Tue frnits aud vegetavies ordinariiy 
arrive at the docks betweeu 11 PP. M. and J 
A. M., and then begins the work of distribution 
which, of @ necessity, must be done as speedily 
as possible. ithis distribution means a greaG 
deal in regard to the number of bands the 
goods go tirough. the wholesalers turn the 
vegetables over to the jobbers, who transfer 
them to the reiailers, and tiey to the consume 
ers, and ail this Las to be done, as a rule, before 
the breakfast hour, 

Tbe wholesalers as a rule have from 10,000 
to 20,000 packages a morniug to reeive and 
hanule, abu they not daly accomplish tais work, 
but they duit withia three or four upurs. {hey sav 
that if this ordinance becomes operative it will 
causes a delay Ol every shipment of quite twen- 
ty-iour hours before the goods reach the con- 
summers’ hands, and that the resuit will be that 
New-York will be deprived of fresh vegetables, 
since it 1s not possible to complete the distribu- 
tion in less thanaday. Not only will this en- 
sue, they say, but the ordinaucs would result 
in the demoralization of the business and the 
reduciion in tue number of firms, the conse- 
quent scarcity of Vegetabie produce in the maw 
ket, and the corresponding increase in prices.
